President Bowles Doubts Report 
but Awaits News. 


Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles (re- 
tired), president of the Fore River Ship- 
building Company, talked with the 
Post reporter Wednesday regarding the 
latest great naval victory of the Japs. 

‘*We are watching this war closely,’’ 
he suid. 

“Results in the battles fought will 
exert much influence on our own naval 
organization. 

‘+ The value of different types of fight- 
ing vessels will be demonstrated. 

‘* Personally, I don’t think submarines 
played an important part in this last en- 
gagement. 

‘** Despatches give to the submarines 
credit for much of the destruction. It 
may be true, but I doubt if they were 
in the engagement at all. 

** It was gun fire shot did the work, I 
think; it is gan fire that wins most 
battles, 

‘* IT should be very glad to have it 
turn out that the submarines really did 
do big execution. 

‘*We built five of them for the Japs. 
We have a man over there now, and he 
has notified us that some were in the 
water. He hasn't informed us whether 
they took part in the fight or not. I 
don't suppose they would permit him 
to do so. 

‘If they were in the fight and did 
the big work it will boom submarines; 
there’s no doubt about that. I should 
naturally be very glad to have it turn 
out that way; it would mean business 
for us, 

‘‘I’m a business man now,’’ said the 
admiral witha smile, ‘‘and have ¢o look 
at these things in a businesslike way. 

‘‘Our navy has eight submarines in 
service and we are building four more 
that will be the biggest and fastest in 
the world. 

““If anybody has got money that they 
want to put into fighting vessels, we 
want to meet them, and build anything 
they want, but my idea is that sub- 
marines will do the best in coast de- 
fence.’’

Commissioners Report 
About Ready. 


Will Be Apportioned Between Cities 
and Towns. 


It looks now as though the report of 
the special Commission appointed to 
determine who should pay the expense 
of the building of the Quincy Point 
bridge, amounting to over one hundred 
thousaud dollars, would soon be re- 
turned to court. The question will 
then come up to be determined by the 
Mayor and Council as to how Quincy's 
share will be provided for, whether by 
a loan or whether put into the tax levy 
for this year. 

The original Commission, consisting 
of Henry P. Moulton, chairman, John 
J. Flaherty and E. H. Vaughan, heard 
all the evidence and arguments last year. 
They were considering what the award 
should be when Mr. Moulton died. 
This brought the whole proceedings to 
a standstill, and it was not until the 
first of this year that Judge Prescott 
Keyes of Concord was appointed to take 
Mr. Moulton’s place. By agreement of 
all the parties, it was decided not tu 
have a rehearing but to have Judge 
Keyes take a view of the bridge, read 
the evidence and arguments of connsel, 
which had been taken by a stenographer, 
and then meet with the other two com- 
missioners and determine the proportion 
which each city and town benefitted 
should pay. Ex-City Solicitor Black- 
mur had argued the case during his 
term of office and his successor, Mr. 
Thomas, representing the City of 
Quincy, told the Commission that he 
was content, so far as Quincy was con- 
cerned, to leave the «ase as it had been 
argaed by Mr. Blackmur. 

The Commission gave a hearing a 
week ago Monday, to obtain figures as to 
the cost of maintenance of the bridge, 
and also to discuss the question of the 
fees of the Commission, and the expense 
of the hearings. The act provides that 
the expense of the hearings shall be 
borne by the same cities, and towns and 
quasi-public corporations as are found 
to be benefitted, and are assessed for the 
cost of the bridge. The Commissioners 
notified to be present at the hearing on 
Monday, only those counsel who repres- 
sented cities, and towns who were to 
pay the expenses, Counsel for the city 
of Quincy, the towns of Hull, Hingham, 
Cohasset and Scituate, together with 
counsel for the County of Norfolk, and 
the street railway company, were asked 
to be present. By implication, there- 
fore, it will be these parties who will be 
assessed for the cost of the bridge. The 
proportion which each will pay, how- 
ever, will not be learned until the report 
is returned to court. 

The last Commission that was ap- 
pointed by the Legislature to assess the 
cost of the old bridge and its mainte- 
nance determined that the expense 
should be levied only upon the towns 
of Quincy, Weymouth and Hingham. 
The Commisgicn— that sat before that 
time, however, took in several towns 
southeast of Hingham, including Scitu- 
ate, Marshfield and Cobasset and other 
places. It looks now as though this 
Commission had gone back to first prin- 
ciples and adopted the view of the 
earlier commissioners as to who derived 
special benefits by having a bridge con- 
structed over the Fore River at Quincy 
Point.

The Russian press, with few excep- 
ons, is openly indignant and is at- 
tacking the bureaucracy, one paper 
saying that “those guilty of the Rus- 
sian defeat should be overwhelmed 
with shame.” Admiral Voalkersam is 
supposed to have perished. 

in strepngth of fighting units the fleets 
of Togo and Rojestvensky were the 
most powerful that ever closed in bat- 
tle. In 4 materia! sense, therefore, the 
disaster to the Russians was the greéat- 
est in the history of the world. The 
interests at stake, too, were trenten- 
dous.~ 

That a battle between such giants. 
involving such momentous issues, 
should be won so easily by Japan, is 
astounding. Students of naval affairs 
had little expectation that Rojestven- 
sky would be able to defeat Togo. 
There was no precedent for a belief 
that even with a paper equality or su- 
periority the Russians could overcome 
the magnificent personnel of the Japan- 
ese fleet, but it was not thought that 
the Russian fleet would be annibilated. 

The showing made by Rojestvensky 
is hardly on a par with the work of 
Chinese in the battle of the Yalu. Rus- 
sia must feel forever disgraced. Even 
the Spanish at Santiago kept going as 
long as they could work their guns and 
engines, and, as a last resort, tlirew 
their ships on shore. <hey. dia not sur- 
render. 

It is too early to attempt to say what 
naval! lessons were taught by the fight. 
The dispatches are altogether too 
vague. Whether it was gunfire, miues, 
torpedo boats or submarines that did 
the maximum damage, is not known. 
The lessons of the fight would have 
been of greater value if the affair had 
not been s0 one-sided.

“In the engagement fought off Lian- 
court rocks the Russian battleships 
were surrounded by Japanese ships. 
which circled about them, pouring iu a 
terrible fire, and they almost immedi- 
ately fell into hopeless confusion. See- 
ing their plight, Vice Admiral ‘Togu 
signalled from the battleship Mikasa 
a demand to know whether the Kus- 
sians were ready to surrender. Our 
ships complied with the demand.” 

Other accounts of the battle describe 
the roar of the cannonade as so terribie 
that houses were shaken at Yamagua- 
chi, 288 miles distant, and the peop!s 
supposed it was an earthquake. 

The Japanese fleet has suffered little. 
The battleship Asahi was oftenest lit 
and suffered the heaviest loss, but did 
not quit the firing line. Admiral Kaml- 
mura was sent southwards with the de- 
liberate purpose of beginning the bat- 
tle with a small squadron. He, how- 
ever, allowed the Russians to pass him. 
Then Rear Admiral! Uriu broke in up- 
on them from Oki islands, and passed 
across the head of the third Jine, rak- 
ing them again and again. 

Japanese submarine boats, the cor- 
respondent says, proved most effective. 
The armored cruiser Vladimir Mono- 
mach hoisted the white flag during the 
battle and with 100 of her crew sur- 
rendered. 


“Naval Battie of the Sea of Japan” 

Tokio, June 1—Admiral Togo tele- 
graphs: 

“The nayal battle fought from the 
afternoon of May 27 to May 28 in the 
vicinity of Okino island, and extending 
to the vicinity of Orleung Island, is 
called the naval battle of the Sea of 
Japan.” 

Admiral Togo also reports that Vice 
Admiral! Enquist was captured with 
Admiral! Rojestvensky. The Russian 
prisoners, Admiral Togo says, wili ex- 
ceed 3000. 


QUESTION OF PEACE 


Nothing Will Be Done at Wash- 
ington For the Present 
Washington, June 1—While the 
president has discussed informally tue 
subject of peace negotiations with 
members of his cabinet and with some 
representatives of foreign governments 
at this capital, and in the near future, 
probably, will take up the matter with 
others, it can be said authoritativeiy 
that no definite steps looking toward 
peace yet have been taken by this goy- 
ernment. That such steps may be 
taken is regarded as quite likely, but 
whatever action may be taken will de- 
pend upon information not yet in hand. 
That a concerted effort on the part 
of several important powers, including 
the United States, to bring about a 
cessation of hostilities in the far eust 
may be made very soon is reasonabiy 
certain. The result of such an effort 
is quite another matter. It is regarded 
as too soon yet, after the great naval 
battle, for Russia to determine upor a 
definite course of action. At least un- 
til the St. Petersburg government sha! 
have indicated what its desires may be, 
the probabilities are regarded as culy 
to an informa! discussion of peace. 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, expects to see the president some 
time today for a general talk, but he 
denies that he will carry any message 
from his government and speaks dis- 
couragingly of the prospects of peace. 
Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
says Russia will not have to communi- 
cate with Tokio direct to find out the 
general conditions upon which Japan 
will open peace negotiations, adding 
that “‘unless Russia is prepared to ac- 
cede forthwith to these terms she bad 
better fight on.” 


Complimentary Dinner Is Off 

Washington, June 1—It had been 
proposed by American friends to tender 
a personal complimentary dinner to 
Count Cassini just prior to his retire- 
ment from his post here, in recognition 
of the services he had rendered in pro- 
moting the friendly relations of the 
United States and Russia. In view, 
however, of recent eveuts in the far 
east, it has been deemed afvisable to 
recail the invitations. 


Mourns For Russia’s Mishaps 

Chicago, June 1.—Baron A. Schlip- 
penbach, the Russian consul to Chi- 
cago, has appeared in business circles 
dressed in a suit of black and wearing 
dark neckwear. In this manner he is 
showing his grief for the Russian 
disaster in the far east. The baron has 
also laid aside jewelry. The members 
of the Russian consulate are following 
his example.

Parisian Bomb Thrower Made 
a Miscalculation 


INTENDED TO HIT KING 


Alfonso of Spain and President 
Loubet Were In Carriage at 
Which Missile Was Aimed-- 
Several Persons Are Hurt 


Paris, June 1—An attempt to as- 
sassinate King Alfonso was made at 
midnight. As the king drove with 
President Loubet from a gala perform- 
ance at the Grand Opera house a bom) 
thrown by ap anarchist exploded with 
deadly effect near the royal carriage. 

As if by a-miracle both the king and 
the president escaped uninjured, but 
fragments of the deadly missile se- 
riously injured five persons, killed or 
maimed a number of cavalry horses 
forming the escort and knocked out a 
child’s eye. Intense excitement ivl- 
lowed the incident. The king and 
president retained their presence of 
minc. 

The person who is believed to have 
thrown the bomb has been’ arrested 
with two others who are thought to 
have been implicated in the plot. 

The opera performance went without 
a hitch. At the close of the perform- 
ance the king and president took seats 
side by side in the royal carriage and 
the vehicle started off, surrounded by 
several squadrons of cuirassiers, to- 
wards the Avennte de l'Opera. The 
space around the opera house was 
cleared for 200 yards, but the avenue 
was packed with a dense throng. 

When the king’s carriage passed at 
a gallop, followed by others containing 
the diplomatic corps and the minis- 
ters, the crowd cheered itseif hoarse, 
shouting “Long live the king!” and 
“Long live the president!” The proces- 
sion arrived at the end of the Avenuc 
de l’Opera and crossed the Piace The- 
atre Francais, where were assembied at 
least 1500 persons in the Rue de RoLan, 
a short street forming practically a 
continuation of the Avenue de l’Opera. 

There a man sprang forward with his 
arm raised in the air, and before the 
cordon of police could prevent hiner, 
he, without uttering a word, threw a 
projectile in the direction of the royal 
earrlage. The police immediately 
rushed toward him. 

At that moment a deafening expl!o- 
sion occurred. Cries from the crowd 
were heard and a scene of intense ex- 
eitement Began, the crowd surgirg to 
and fro. Soldiers were seen to fall, 
but as the flash from the bomb died 
out it was observed that the king aud 
the president had not been struck and 
their carriage proceeded on its way. 

The bomb had been thrown with too 
great force and passed over the royal 
carriage and struck the shoulder of a 
cuirassier and then fell to the ground, 
where it exploded, fragments of it 
striking the horses of the soldiers, 
causing them to bolt and throw their 
riders. One horse of the escort was 
killed outright and six others lay about 
maimed and bleeding. 

The forec of the explosion was ter- 
rific and caused a derangement of the 
electric lights, which were all extin- 
guished, adding darkness to the scene 
of confusion. Women and -children 
screamed and a panic was threatened 
amid the vast throng until the poiice 
succeeded in restoring order. In the 
meantime the remainder of the escort 
of the royal carriage had closed round 
the vehiele. which drove off to the 
Palais WOrsay, hemmed in by troops 
and@ cavalry. L 

Immediately following the explosion 
an individual was seen to dash into the 
crowd, but men seized him before he 
could escape and turned him over to 
the police. He is believed to have been 
the author of the outrage. Many othe: 
arrests were effected. 

The first person taken wasa map 
about 20 years old, having an injured 
eye. It is not known whether his 
wound was caused by the explosiou 
or by the violence of the crowd. He re- 
fuses to speak. Other persons arrested 
on suspicion of being accomplices in 
the deed refuse to give information 
regarding the man believed to be re- 
sponsible for the outrage. 


Made Good His Shortage 

Washington, June 1.—The presideut 
has commuted, to expire immediately, 
the five years’ penitentiary sentence 
of §. J. Spotts, cashier of the First Na- 
tional bank of Petty, Tex., who in 1904 
pleaded guilty toa charge of embezzling 
the funds of the bank. Spotts has 
served one year and has made complete 
restitution to the bank. 


Clayton Leaves Diplomatic Service 

Washington, June 1.—Powell Clay- 
ton, late ambassador to Mexico, cailed 
at the state department to formally 
terminate his connection with the diplo- 
matie service. He has turned over the 
embassy to Second Secretary Helinke, 
as Mr. Conger, who succeeds to the 
ambassadorship, has-not yet reported 
at his new post. 


Admits Murdering Girl

ser, a farmhand, 28 years old, who was 
arrested in connection with the murder 
of Cora Sweet, 13 years old, has con- 
fessed to Sheriff Cook.

THREE WEEKS’ REPRIEVE 


Governor Bell Grants Request 
of Mrs Rogers’ Counsel 
Montpelier, Vt., June 1.—Governor 
Bell has granted a second reprieve to 
Mrs. Mary. M. Rogers, who is under 
sentence of death for the murder of her 


husband, Marcus Rogers, and for 
Whose execution on Friday of the cur- 
rent week preparations had been made. 

This second reprieve extends until 
June 23 and dt is not believed that 
Bell will again exercise executive 
clemency in behalf of Mrs. Rogers. 
When the first reprieve was granted, 
the governor said he would not further 
interfere with the course of the law, 
but as the question of the constitu- 
tional! rights of the prisoner has been 
raised by her counsel Bell says he does 
not wish to have any doubt unsettled. 

‘The reprieve was the result of a cor- 
ference between Bell and Mrs. Rogers’ 
couusel immediately after the decision 
of the supreme court had been given, 
in which the court, standing five to 
two, refused to certify to the writ of 
error brought by the defense. Mra. 
Rogers’ attorneys will now bring the 
matter before one of the justices of 
the United States supreme court, and 
expect an answer within the period of 
the reprieve. 


Former Prison Guard In Custody 

Boston, June 1.—On a specific charge 
of giving morphine to a prisoner at the 
state prison at Windsor, Vt., locai of- 
ficers arrested as a fugitive from jus- 
tice Alvah Sanderson, 24 years old, a 
former guard at the institution, but 
who was discharged on May 17 last. 
Sanderson announced his readiness to 
return to Vermont without the usuai 
papers. The charge against Sanderson 
states that he gave the drug to Edward 
Casey on Feb. 2, the day previous to 
the one first set for the execution of 
Mrs. Rogers. 


Bishop Acted as Umpire 
Providence, June 1.—Bishop’ Me- 
Vickar has arrived at a decision as tu 
the minimum wage question for jour- 
neymen carpenters, the question on 
which he acted as umpire between the 
Master Builders’ association and the 
Carpenters’ unions. The bishop states 
that he does not feel at liberty to make 
public in whose favor the decision has 
been found until he has acqualuted the 

sub-convmittee with his findings. 


“Duellists” Held For Grand Jury 

Saugus, Mass., June 1—Louis Syl- 
vester and Louis Kentie, the young men 
who, it is charged, fought a duel over 
the affection of Edith Hobbs, were 
each held in $500 for the grand jury by 
Trial Justice Ludden. ‘The evidence 
went to show that Sylvester began the 
firing, but not until Kentie had drawn 
his revolver. 


Youth Charged With Swindling 

Providence, June 1.—Henry G. Crip- 
pen, aged 20, was arrested in connec- 
tion with the alleged swindling of two 
local jeWelers out of diamond rings by 
means of checks which bore the signa- 
ture “James H. Wade,” and which 
were declared worthless by the bank 
upon which they were drawn, 


Work of Supposed Firebug 

Weston, Mass., June 1.—The stable 
and barn on the estate of Horace B. 
Sears, a Boston banker, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire. The damage is $5000 
and the fire is believed to have been 
of incendiary origin. The livestock 
and carriages were saved. 


New Hampshire Forestry 

Washington, June 1—In co-opera- 
tion with officials of New Hampshire, 
agents of the bureau of forestry have 
commenced to make maps of the south- 
ern part of that state which will show 
the timberland, the agricultural lanu, 
and the barren area suitable for tree 
planting.

GREAT SHOW OPENS 


Greatest Day In History of the 
Pacific Northwest 


GRAND MILITARY PARADE | 


Headed by Vice President Fair- 
= banks, It Served as Prelude to 


Formal Opening of Exposition | 
by President Roosevelt 


Portland, Or., June 1.—Amid a scene 
of festivity and splendor never equalled | 
in the Pacific northwest, with din and 
clamor of cheering thousands, accom- 
panied by the booming of artillery, the 
chiming of bells and the blaring of | 
bands, Portland today made her great- 
est bow to the world in the formal 
opening of the Lewis and Clark Cen- 
tennial Exposition. 


The event took place under conditions 
presaging complete success to this his- 
torical commemoration of the blazing 
trail to “Old Oregon” by Captain Merri- 
wether Lewis and William Clark, who, 
commissioned by President Jefferson, 
explored the great Oregon country 100 
years ago. 

Today’s celebration was participated 
in by the President of the United | 
States and his personal representative, 
Charles W. Fairbanks; representatives 
of the state and of the house of repre- 
sentatives of the national congress; of 
the army and navy, together with the 
governors and staffs of the states of 
California, Idaho, Washington and 
Oregon and multitudes of people frou 
far and near. 

The prelude to the actual opening 
ceremonies at the exposition consisted 
cf the parade, a grand pageant of mil!- 
tarism led by Vice President Faur- 
banks, the congressional party, visit- 
ing governors and other dignitaries and 
the exposition officials. As the troops 
passed, the mass of sightseers flanking 
the column fell in behind and when the | 
exposition grounds were reached there 
was a stream of humanity miles long 
following in its wake. 

As the parade swung into the grounds 
the vice presidential, congressiona! and 
fair parties were detached from col- 
umn and were escorted to the New York 
state building. Everything being in 
readiness, at 11:45 o’clock Vice Presi- 
dent Fairbanks and party emerged | 
from the New York state building, re- 
ceiving the vice presidential salute of 
18 guns. Flanked on either side by a 
line of troops, the party walked to the 
speakers’ stand. 

Promptly at 12 o’clock noon, Presi- 
dent Goode of the exposition arosy 
and, gavel in hand, announced the be- 
ginning of the ceremonies. As the echo 
of the cheering died away Bishop 
Moore of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, stepping to the front of the 
platform, raised his bands and inyoked 
the divine blessing. 

The impressive silence which fol- 
lowed the prayer was broken as the in- 
spiring strains of “Imperial Oregon,” 
@ march dedicated to the memory of | 
Captains Lewis and Clark and in- 
scribed to the people of Oregon, was 
played by the band. Following this, 
Fresident Goode begun his address, 
welcoming the people of the United | 
States as the guests of the exposition. |

Following Goode, Governor Chamber- 
lein of Oregon, Jefferson Myers, prexi- 
dent of the Lewis and Clark centennia’ 
committee, George H. Williams, the 
mayor of Portland, and others made 
addresses. 

The enthusiasm of the multitude 


found expression in a tremendous ova- | 


tion to Vice President Fairbanks, the 
personal representative of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who wus 
freqtently cheered during bis address. 
The presidential salute of 21 guus 
was the signal to the impatient throng 
that the moment for the opening of the 
exposition was at hand. Upon a tele-| 
graph operator, seated ati an instru- | 
ment on the speaker’s stand, the eyes | 
of the multitude were riveted as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was being advised that 
all was in readiness to receive the | 
signal from the White House which 
would formally open the exposition. 
Then followed a wait marked by an 
impressive stillness. Suddenly out of | 
the quiet came a faint click, President | 


Roosevelt’s signal, and Oregon's great- 
est hour had come. Almost simultune- 
ously with the clicking of the telegraph 
instrument President Goode’s gavel | 
fell and he proclaimed the exposition 
open.

RUSSIA 


May Not Yield In the Face of 


Disastrous Defeat / 


OVERTURES FOR PEACE 


— 


President Not Inclined to Offer 
Services to St Petersburg Until 
Sure Such an Offer Would Be 
Successful--Attitude of Japan- 
ese Goverment 


Washington, May 81.—“Until some 


word of peace comes out of Tsarskoe- 
Seio, Nippon has but to fight on.” 
This epigrammatic remark of Mr, 
Yakahbira, the Japanese minister, made 
last night with the details of the vic- 
tory of the Japanese fleet before hin, 


accurately sets forth not only his opin- 
ion, but it is believed that of Washing- 
ton and other neutral governments rep- 
resented here regarding the effect of 
the battle upon Russia’s policy. 

Whether Count Cassini, the Russiar 
ambassador, will be the bearer of that 
fateful word when he sees the president 
today or tomorrow remains to be seen, 
but the ambassador, in a conversation 
with a press correspondent last night, 
Was more emphatic than at any time 
since the war in the declaration that 
the war would go on _ indefinitely. 
While admitting that he wouid see the 
president in the next few days and 
have a long conference of the generai 
situation, the ambassador strongly ¢is- 
couraged any hopes of any early peace. 

“Perhaps after Lianyang there was 
8 possibility of peace,” said Cassini. “I 
will not say there was not an idea o2 
peace at that time in certain quarters, 
but now, after this crushing defeat? 
Never. The Japanese talk of indem- 
nity. Russia can better use this money 
in the building of another fleet. Cer- 
tainly this is not the time when Rus- 
sia can afford to take up the question 
of peace.” 

It is this apparent determination of 
Russia to continue war in the face of 
disastrous defeats on land and sca 
which discourages the Washington 
government at this time from taking 
any positive steps towards offering 
assistance to the belligerents in coni- 
ing to an understanding. It is be- 
lieved here, however, that when Rus- 
sia, through her own agents, has 
learned the full extent of her losscs, 
she may be approached regarding 
peace with some hope that overtures 
will be welcomed. It is such an oppor- 
tunity for which this government is 
watching. 

Soon after the president returned 
from New York last evening Secretary 
Taft called at the White House and 
was In conference with him for several 
hours. While the secretary was there 
dispatches arrived from the Japanese 
legation giving details of the battie, 
which the president read with keen in- 
terest. It is realized that the crush- 
ing character of the Russian defeat 
gives to the president an opportunity 
with entire propriety to offer his ser- 
vices to the St. Petersburg govern. 
ment in establishing communication 
with Tokio, but until it can be learned 
that such an offer probably would be 
successful this government is not in- 
clined to act. 

At a conference which the president 
bad with Cassini soon after the battle 
of IAsoyang the president expressed 
could with 
dignity and advantage discuss peace 
terms with Japan at that time and 
with the certainty that no indemnity 
would be asked. While careful tv 
transmit the substance of the conversa- 
tion to his government, the

received was that “the emperor will 
continue the war to the bitter end.” 

Regarding Monday night’s confer- 
ence at the White House, it is possible 
row to state that it dealt first with the 
details of the battle and secondly with 
the possible effect of this decisive Jap- 
anese victory upon Russia’s previous 
determination to prolong the war indeni- 
nitely. No one realizes more clearly 
than the mikado that the czar must be 
convinced of the overwhelming char- 
acter of the Russian defeat before be 
will consider peace, and close as are 
the relations between Tokio and Wash- 
ington, the Japanese government is not 
inclined, through its minister, to dis- 
cuss even with the president definite 
peace terms until officially assured “in 
the czar’s name that Russia is prepared 
serlously and in good faith to discuss 
peace with Japan.” 

Count Cassini, upon receiving a dis- 
patch from Baron Rosen that the lut- 
ter expected to be in Washington early 
in July, has cabled his successor, urg- 
ing that he reach here in June if pos- 
sible. : 


May Mean Early Peace 

London, May 81.—It is learned in 
Russian official circles here that it is 
considered far too early to discuss toe 
question of peace. The Russian gov- 
ernment must first learn the effect of 
the defeat upon the whole Russian 
people. The officials of the Japanese 
legation still contend that the first signs 
of willingness for peace must como 
from Russia. .

Holly Springs. His object was to de- 
stroy the commissary, orduance and 
quartermaster stores and other army 
supplies concentrated there and there- 
by thwart and defeat the purpose of 
the Federal commander in the onward 
march of his conquering army through 
Mississippi, Vicksburg being General 
Grant’s objective point. The raid was 
a complete surprise and perfect suc- 
cess, and an immense supply of stored 
ammunition was captured and destroy- 
ed by the Confederates. 

Failing to find General Grant’s offi- 
cial papers at his official headquarters, 
General Van Dorn and some of his fol- 
lowers dashed down to the Walter resi- 
dence. Entering the house and hastily 
ascending the broad stairway, the 
clanking of their sabers and rattling of 
their spurs resounded through its great 
has. It was the purpose of the Con- 
federate to search General Grant's 
apartments for the latter’s campaign 
documents, but just as he reached the 
head of the stairs Mrs. Govan, a strik- 
ingly beautiful woman, with the man- 
ner and bearing of a queen, appeared 
suddenly before him and said: 

“General, I entreat you not to enter 
Mrs. Grant’s bedroom. Such an in- 
trusion would do for a vandal, but not 
for southern soldiers,” 

Earl Van Dorn, a man of graceful 
figure and courtly bearing, whose chiv- 
alry was only equaled by his unques- 
tioned and unswerving courage, re- 
plied: “Madam, the rules of war are 
sometimes ironclad. It would be a 
courtesy and not the usual practice of 
war to leave the room wnsearched. 
However,” he added, with a merry 
twinkle in his eye, “we will not en- 
ter, as it is possible the documents 
may not be there.” 

The Confederate soldiers left the lit- 

| tle town after dusk that evening. On 
his return from Oxford, twenty-four 
hours later, General Grant was much 
astonished over the result of the Con- 
federates’ “pop call.” Knowing what 
an uncompromising rebel Mrs. Govan 
was, he said to her: “Mrs. Govan, I 
owe you a debt of gratitude, for you 
have unconsciously done me a great 
service, You have saved my campaign 
papers. All the documents General 
Van Dorn wished were in the drawer 
in my wife’s dresser.” 

Mrs. Govan was deeply grieved that 

possibly she had injured a cause for 
which she would have given her heart's 
best blood, and yet she felt she had 
acted from the right impulses. But 
for the womanly instinct, prompting 
| her to shield the wife of a generous 
| foe, and the chivalry of a southern offi- 
cer, worthy to rank with Bayard in 
gentle courtesy and deference to the 
wishes of a good woman, history, as 
the story goes, touching Van Dorn and 
Grant might have been written differ- 
ently from what it is today. 

When the distinguished Federal com- 
mander left Holly Springs he gave Mrs. 
Govan protection papers, which are 
still In the possession of her family. 
Several times thereafter the house was 
fired by Union soldiers, but was always 
quickly extinguished when this order 
of Major General Grant was shown: 

“The house of Mrs. Govan, in south- 
West part of town, will be exempt from 
seizure for hospital or other public pur- 
poses, the family having protected the 
baggage, arms, etc., for officers of the 
army during the late raid, their home 
also now being the home of parties who

Steel Ship Building. 

According to the Washington corres- 
pondent, of the New York Evening 
Post, the extent to which the tariff 
has handicapped Americar ship build- 
ing has been somewhat exaggerated, al- 
though he says the situation is inde- 
fensible, even if the amount is not 
great. He estimates that on a 6000-ton 
ship requiring 3500 tons of steel the 
difference in price between American 
plate, beams, etc., sold at home and 
abroad would be about $28,000. He 
then considers the difference in wages, 
taking the common sense view that the 
labor cost, which is a different thing 
from rate of wages, cannot be so greatly 
different between this country and 
Great Britain, because of the approxi- 
mating cost at which battleship con- 
struction has been going on in the two 
countries. 

Tbe Boston Herald in editorial com- 
ments says : ‘‘We have frequently al- 
luded to that fact in the past, showing 
that the cost of an American battleship 
is not as high, in proportion to the 
cost of a British-built vessel of the 
same tonnage, as the difference between 
merchant vessels built in this country 
and abroad. A prominent ship builder 
once told us that the real reason of the 
increased cost of ships built in our 
country, compared with those con- 
structed abroad, was that in England 
they had brought ship building down 
to a manufacturing basis, each section 
or each yard doing the work for which 
it was best fitted, instead of one yard 
doing all kinds of work, as is the case 
in America.

"RUSSIANS OPENED FIRE! 


Japanese Did Not Respond Until 
Some Minutes Later, Where- 
upon the Battle Raged Fiercely 
--Russian Fleet Is Completely 
Enveloped and Subjec‘ed to 
Merciless Fire and Torpedo At- 
tacks -- First Day’s Fighting 
Followed by Night Attack

“During the maneuver the Russiar 


| flagship appeared to the southward at 


1:45 o'clock. The Russians steamed up 
in double column. The fleet was nu 
merous, but no living being was visible. 
The Russian ships seemed to be in good 


order. Our ships hoisted the flag of 
action, the Mikusa signalling ‘The 
| destiny of our empire depends tpon 


this action. You are all expected to 
do your utmost.’ Our first and second 
divisions turned to the Russians’ stur- 
board, while the third division kept in 
touch with the precding two 
divisions. 

“With the Japanese ships proceeding 
in this order it was 2:13 o’clock when 
the Russians opened fire. The first two 
shots fell short of our line and it was 


some minutes later before we com- 
menced firing. Then the battle was 
on, with firing from both sides. Our 


destroyers kept on the port side of the 
main squadron and in this formation 
we pressed the Russians against the 


coast of Kiushiu and they were 
owiged to change their course to the 
; east, 

“We so maneuvered our ships as to 


have their bows parallel to the north 
side of the Russian line. The Mikasa, 
of our first division, which had been 
leading, changed to the rear of the line, 


while the Kasagua headed the line. 
The engagement now became very 
fierce. The Borodino was seen to be 


on fire. A little later the Russians 
headed west and we changed our course 
accordingly. Five ships of our second 
division concentrated their fire on the 
Borodino. Our first division now began 
firing vigorously, proceeding para'lel 
with the Russian line, and as we be- 
gan to press against the head of the 
Russian line our third division veered 
to the Russian rear, thus enveloping 
their ships. 

“The engagement proceeded hotly. 
Our second division followed a course 
parallel with the northern side of the 
Russians and this movement com- 
pleted the envelopment. The Russian 
ships were seen trying to break through 
end our destroyer flotilla intercepted 
| their new course. This state of en- 
| velopment continued until the follow- 
ing day, with the ships at varying 
distances. Thus enclosed on all sides, 
the Russians were helpless and power- 
less to escape the circle, 

“Following instructions, the fifth de- 
stroyer flotilla advanced against a Rus- 
sian ship, upon which the second di- 
vision had been concentrating its fire. 
signalling: ‘We are going to give the 
last thrust at them.’ The Russian ship 
continued to fight and, seeing the up- 
proaching torpedo boats, directed its 
fire on them. Undaunted, our destrny- 
ers pressed forward, the Chitose mezn- 
time continuing its fire. The torpedo 
flotilla arrived within 200 metres of the 
Russian ship and the Shiranus fired 
the first shot. Two other torpedo 
boats fired one each. The Shiranus re- 
ceived two shells, but the other boats 
were not damaged. The Russian ship 
was completely sunk. 

“Sundown saw the battle raging 
furiously. Our shells were evidently 
telling on the Russians, who showed 
signs of confusion. Our fifth torpedo 
flotilla, after destroying the Borodiny, 
followed in the wake of our second di- 
vision. Firing ceased with the ap- 
proach of darkness. 

“According to orders previously given 
for a torpedo attack after dark, all the 
destroyer flotilla, dividing into two 
squadrons, proceeded to attack the 


Russians during the whole night. The 
Russians frustrated the first and sec- 
ond attacks with searchlights. A third 
attempt was carefully made and the 
Yugiri sank a ship of the Borodino type 
énd also hit others, 

“During the night the Russians con- 
tinued to move and we preserved our 
enveloping movement some distance 
trom the Russian position. The Tas- 
sian ships headed northeast after d day- 
break, hoping to reach Vladivostok. 
Our officers and men were determine-] 
that not a ship should escape and r- 
solved not to relax their efforts until 
they had succeeded in either sinking or 
capturing every Russian ship. 

“Our ships always kept alead of the 
Russians. The battle was resumed at 
9 o'clock Sunday morning, 12 miies 
east of Chiyupyon bay, and lasted all 
day. Here the Russians suffered their 
heaviest losses. They seemed unpre- 
pared to repel night attacks. During 
our first night attack the Russians 
showed nine searchlights and  frus- 
trated the attacks, but clearly gave us 
the location of the fleet, which bronght 
success later.” 


CHEATED JAPS OF PREY 


Commander of Cruiser Izuamrud 
Blew His Vesse! Up 

St. Petersburg, June 2.—Officiai re- 

ports bearing on the naval battle are 

beginning to be received by the czar, 

the most important of 


these réporis, 


revealing the fate of the cruiser Izum- 


rud, being a telegram from her cap- 
tain, Baron Ferzen, dated Junel. The 


report says: 

“I was cut off from the squadron and, 
finding it impossible to rejoin it, re- 
solved to make for Vladivostok. I put 
on full speed and the enemy’s cruisers 
cume on in pursuit. Owing to the iu 
sufficiency of my coal supply and the 
certainty of meeting the enemy’s cruis- 
ers, I subsequently altered my course 
for Vladimir bay, where I arrived on 
the night of May 29. At 1:30 o’clock 
next morning, in pitch darkness, the 
Isumrud ran full on a reef at the en- 
trance to the bay. Having oniy 10 
tons of coal and seeing that it would be 
impossible to again float the vessel, I 
ordered the crew ashore and blew up 
the Izmurud to prevent her falling into 
the hands of the enemy. Ten of wy 
sailors were wounded in the battle, but 
the officers and the rest of the crew 
are safe.” 

According to the dispatch from Baron 
Ferzen, the battleships remaining in 
the fight were still in squadron forma- 
tion when he was cut off, and this in- 
creases the deep resentment felt here 
at the surrender of the ships, The 
Noroe Vremya even declaring that ihe 
officers ought to be court-martiaiied 
and shot for hauling down their dags 
and turning their ships over to the Jap- 
anese. 

The saddest note for St. Petersburg 
was struck by the destruction of the 
battleship Alexander III, which was 
manned by sailors of the guard and 
officered by men prominent in society 
and at court. Her crew served dur- 
ing the winter as a regiment of the 
guard, of which the dowager empress 
was honorary commander. 


Baron Ferzen’s report disposes of 
the statement sent from St. Peters- 
Lurg that the Ismurud had arrived at 
Viadivostok. The Izumrud was 
launched in 1903. 


Admiral Togo’s Modesty 

Tokio, June 2.—Admiral ‘Togo, re- 
sponding to the imperial rescript com- 
mending the admiral and his sailors, 
expresses his appreciation and further 
says: 

“That we gained a success beyond 
our expectation is due to the brilliant 
virtue of your majesty and to the pro- 
tection of the spirits of your imperia! 
ancestors and not to the action of any 
buman being. We shall be faithful and 
answer to the imperial will.” 


Lifting Fog Exposed Russians 
Tokio, June 2—A telegram from 
Sasebo says that Admiral! Rojestveusky 
stated in an interview that he hoped 
to clear Tsu island in a fog, but a sud- 
den southwestern gale cleared the fog 

and revealed the presence of his fleet. 


Rumors Probably Untrue 
St. Petersburg, June 2.—There are 
various rumors afloat in the cty that 
the emperor {is dead, having either com- 
mitted suicide or been assassinated. 
These rumors are untrue. 


Deficit Close to $3, 000, ooo 

Washington, June 2—The monthly 
comparative statement of the govern- 
nent receipts and expenditures shows 
that for the month of May, 1905, the 
total receipts were $43,758,033, and the 
expenditures $46,719,055, leaving a des 
ficit for the month of $2,960,122 ané a 
deficit for the 11 months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year of $36,649,680, 


Bowen’s Defense Rejected 

Washington, June 2—The Bowea- 
Loomis investigation is practically 
ended. Loomis is to be exonerated of 
everything. aside perhaps from some 
slight indiscretions, while Bowen wiil 
Goubtless terminate his diplomatic 
eareer. His furnishing the press with 
information against Loomis is the most 
serious charge. 


Merchants Fear Tariff War 

New York, June 2.—The New York 
Chamber of Commerce adopted resolu- 
tions favoring the conclusion of com- 
mercial treaties of reciprocity between 
the United States and Germany, 
France, Russia, Switzerland and Aus- 
tria-Hupgary. Danger of a tariff war 
with Germany was said, in the discus- 
sion, to exist.

Without further preHminaries a gcn- 
eral and entirely informal and’ per- 
sonal conversation upon the whole sit- 
uation follewed. The president in- 
formed the ambassador that he earnest- 
ly hoped for an early peace in the far 
| east and that in expressing this hop2 
ke voiced not on!y his strong personal 

sentiments and those of his govern- 
ment, but he believed these were held 
by all the powers. His opinion was 
that it would be a mistake for Russia 
to continue the war. In addition to 
the suffering entailed by the naval con- 
flict, he did not béTieve that Russia bas 
anything to win in prolonging hostili- 
ties. The president did not enter into 
details, but the personal character of 
| the conversation and his long acquaint- 
ance with Cassini enabled him to talk 
plainly regarding the decisive charac- 
ter of the Japanese victories. 

What Japan’s probable peace terms 
would be the president was wholly un- 
able to say, but he did not hesitate to 
express the opinion that, difficult as 
these conditions might prove ip the 
light of such a victory as that gained 
in the Korean straits, they would in- 
crease in severity with every day that 
# State of war continued. Unless Rus- 
sia has substantial hope of administer- 
ing a decisive defeat to Japan in this 
war, the president believed it would 
inure to the interests of the St. Peters- 
burg government to conclude peace ut 
once. 

Briefly and in a paraphrased form, 
these were the arguments used by the 
president in support of his conviction 
that, as between a continuation of the 
war and immediate peace, the latter 
would be greatly to Russia's advantage. 

Having received no word from his 
government since the annihilation of 
Rojestvensky’s fleet save the brief ofti- 
cial dispatches telling of the engage- 
ment, Cassini was unable to do more 
than give the president his own per- 
sonal opinion on the situation. The 
ambassador was deeply touched by the 
sincere cordiality of his reception and 
the frank and friendly manner in which 
the president spoke.

[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.]

not even remain damp in hard ground. | 
To prevent evaporation the soil is| 
loosely scratched. The following spring 
the crop is put in and cultivated in the 
game manner as in other states. Crops) 
are raised only every other year, how- 

ever, under this system, the ground be- 

ing permitted to rest each alternating 

year. 

Already several small farmers in 
eastern Wyoming have succeeded in 
securing a yield of thirty-five bushels 
an acre of first class wheat, where for- 
merly no wheat whatever was grown 
except under the irrigating ditch. 
Equally large crops of corn, alfalfa and 
sugar beets are promised to those who 
follow the same course of cultivation. 

Those who have been experimenting ; 
with the system for several years de-| 
clare their lands increase in power to/|

chrysanthemum Leaves a Substitate 
For Tobacco, 

Considerable interest has been arous- 
ed by the following statement made by 
the London Laneet: 

In December last A. W. Martin, the 
medical officer of health of Gorton, ree- 
ommended the smoking of dried chrys- 
anthemum petals as a pleasant and 
harmless substitute for tobacco. Per- 
haps he thought that it would be a gen- 
tle mode of weaning those in danger of 
becoming slaves to the pipe or provid- 
ing a pleasant substitute for those with 
whom tobacco did not agree. 

But a case has been reported of un- 
looked for improvement, attributed te 
chrysanthemum smoking, in a person 
who had been a victim for fifteen years 
to frequent and violent epileptic fits, 
due to chronic dyspepsia. He smoked 
his first pipe on Jan. 1 and began at 
once to improve, so that now he Is able 
to take his half hour’s walk without a 
stick instead of being afraid to cross a 
space of nine feet with it. He can get 
six nights’ rest out of seven instead of 
one out of four and can even attend 
church. 

However skeptical any one may be 
as to the cause of the improvement and 
however mindful of post hoc propter 
hoe, the patient is to be congratulat- 
ed. He adds that the flowers act best 
when mixed with cascarilla bark, ag 
suggested by Mr. Martin. Should this 
case attain much publicity there will 
soon be a run on chrysanthemum 
blooms. 


TREASURY ETIQUETTE. 


Circular Telling Employees How to 
+ Address High State Officials. 

Copies of treasury decisions, the offi- 
cial journal of the treasury depart- 
ment, reached the different bureaus of 
the department the other day in New 
York. Included in the pamphlet there 
is a long order, signed by Secretary 
Leslie M. Shaw, giving in detail just 
how the correspondence of the depart-

GEM STUDDED SAW. 


One Made In Indianapolis Contains 
Two Hundred Diamonds. 

An Indianapolis (Ind.) company that 
manufactures saws recently complet- 
ed a large saw containing 200 teeth, 
with a Brazilian diamond imbedded in 
each tooth, says the Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel. The saw was shipped to Bed- 
ford, Ind., to be used in one of the big 
stone quarries there. 

The saw is eight feet in diameter, 
five-sixteenths of an inch thick and 
weighs almost half a ton. Instead 
of having sharp teeth this peculiar saw 
has almost a smooth edge. Secured 
across the edge of the outer rim are 
200 inserted steel holders. Imbedded 
in each is a large Brazilian diamond. 
The diamond points compose the teeth 
of the saw, which will be used to cut 
Indiana limestone into desired sizes. 

The diamonds are about a carat in 
size and are very dark. Each stone is 
valued at $20. Two other saws, dupll- 
eates of the one recently completed, 
are in course of construction and repre- 
sent a cost of $10,000.

“I remember,” he 
said, “when railroads used planks with 
strips of iron nailed on them for rails.

The closing fixture of the Fore River 
Association foot ball team for the 
season of 1904-5 was played Saturday 
afternoon at Ward Two playground, 
against a team picked from the crew of 
the S. S. ‘‘Ivernia’’ at present docked 
in Boston. 

It was rather a unique meeting to 
find the men who build ships pitted 
against the men who sail them, and 
while, as one might naturally expect, 
the landsmen, by their regular practice 
of the game, came out winners, the 
sailors put upa splendid fight, especially 
in the second half, to make honors even 
and at one part came very near doing 
80. 

On account of duties on board ship, 
the visitors were unable to reach 
Quincy before foar o’clock, and shortly 
after that they appeared on the field, 
accompanied by a large crowd of their 
shipmates. 

The kick-off was called at 4.30, be- 
fore a gathering of 500 people, to whom 
the ‘‘Jackies,’’ in their red and black, 
looked as smart an elevenas has been 
brought to Fore River this season, and 
gave them every encouragement through- 
out the game.

Losing the toss Fore River com- 
menced the attack with the sun in 
their faces, and very soon Wainright 
was called on to save his charge.

home goal, Warming up to the game, 
however, the local men came away 
with one of their sbort-passing runs 
down the field, and Jack McDonald 
receiving the ball on the 12 yard line, 
made no mistake about putting it be- 
tween tbe posts out of Wainwright’s 
reach. 

Resuming, the visitors made a dash 
into their opponents territory, but 
Capt. Lyons and his men were all 
there, and nullified every attempt to en- 
croach on the citadel. It was not long 
before the continued pressure of the 
shipbuilesrs bore fruit, and point two 
was added to the score by a fine shot 
from Forsyth. 

With a lead of two goals, the local 
men eased up somewhat, or rather it 
‘should be stated, the forwards did so, as 
the defense was kept busy repelling the 
attacks of the not-to-be-denied sailors. 
Fortune however did not seem to wait 
on them, but appeared to wholly favor 
the local men, as before half time was 
called, Billy McEwan brought the score 
up to 3, and this was unaltered when 
the whistle blew for the midway breath- 
ing spell. 

With the change of ends however, a 
change made its appearance in the 
play of the visitors, and from being 
the oppressed, they at once became the 
oppressors, and this to such good ad- 
vantage that shortly after resuming 
play, Finnegan capped a brilliant run 
with a shot which cleanly beat goal) 
keeper Neil.

kick, and speedily atoned for the goal 
his foul cost, by sending in a rocket 
shot which Wainwright had no chance 
to save. 

Resuming, play continued very even 
and interesting. Then Finnegan once 
more got command of the ball and ably 
assisted by MacDonald and Smith, he 
succeeded in registering No. 3 for his 
side. 

This was more than the locals had 
anticipated and their efforts, to enlarge 
their score were redoubled. The ball was 
kept in ‘‘ Ivernia’s’’ territory, but shot 
after sbot went wild. Not to be denied, 
however, they kept up the pressure, and 
finally Hendry, nipping up the ball 
almost on the goal line, shot right 
across the goal mouth, and Forsyth had 
no difficulty in breasting it through. 
Time being called shortly after the final 
score was, Fore River, 5; Ivernia, 3. 

A smoker was held after the game, 
President Hines in tie chair, supported 
by Capt. Wright of the Ivernia team. 
If outpointed on the field of play, the 
visitors certainly outclassed the local 
men in furnishing entertainment at the 
smoker, and much of the pleasure was 
contributed by the orchestra of four 
pieces, which the visitors brought with 
them. A pleasant meeting was brought 
to a close with the singing of *‘ Auld 
Lang Syne,’’ and with a desire for an- 
other meeting of the téams early next 
season.

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PLOATING 1 HOSPITAL. 


First Church Saati School Hear 
of the Good Work. 


The First Church Sunday school 
session on Sunday was given up mostly 
to the interests of the Floating Hospital, 
one of Boston’s best charities. The 
peony collection this year have been 
devoted to charity, one hundred and 
twenty-eighty dollars being raised, of 
which twenty-eight was given to local 
charity and the remaining hundred is 
to go tothe Floating Hospital to pay 
one day’s expenses of the boat. 

Charles H. Johnson, superintendent 
of the Sunday school, invited Jobn 
Anderson, superintendent of the Float- 
ing Hospital, to come to Quincy and 
tell the children something of the 
objects and workings of the Hospital, 
and after the opening exercises of the 
school he introduced Mr. Anderson 
who spoke interestingly for half an 
an hour. 

Mr. Anderson told of the starting of 
the Hospital by Rev. Rufus B. Tobey of 
Wollaston. During 1904 over 9000 
babies and mothers were cared for, and 
yet many had to be turned away for 
lack of accommodation. There is a sad 
side to the work also, many babies are 
too ill to get well even with the sea 
breezes and best of care, and at night 
on the return of the boat the mother 
coming with confidence in the recovery 
of her little one, sometimes is told of 
its death. 

The Hospital steamer not only gives 
life to sick babies but the mothers who 
go on the trip are taught sanitation and 
how to care for the little ones at home, 
so that not only on the ship is good be- 
ing done, but also in hundreds of 
homes. First Charch Sunday school is 
glad to add its mite. 

Next Sunday will be children’s Sun- 
day, when services will be held in the 
church at half past ten, the school meet- 
ing in the chapel at quarter past ten. 
Saturday morning the children are 
asked to bring flowers to decorate the 
church. ‘fhe service will be by the 
children of the school, and then will be 
an address by Rey. Daniel Munro Wil- 
son, of Northfield, formerly of First 
church, and a christening of the babies 
of the parish. A collection will be 
taken up for the Sunday school picnic 
which will be held the last Saturday in 
June. 


Japanese Celebration. 

Togo’s recent naval victory was 
celebrated Saturday by the Japanese of 
Boston and vicinity on the spacious 
grounds of Dr. Harris Kennedy on 
Blue Hill avenue, Milton. The house 
and grounds were gaily decorated with 
Japanese lanterns and at the foot of the 
hill was a littie open air theatre where 
the speaking was held. Handsome 
young ladies served ices, ice cream, 
pickles, tea and other refreshments, 

The program of the afternoon was 
confined largely to speaking.

Then 
came a toast to the President of the 
United States which was responded to 
by Hon. John W. Weeks. After a 
Japanese song, ‘‘ Kimigayo,’’ Osborne 
Howes spoke for ‘‘ His Imperial Majesty, 
the Emperor of Japan,’’ and Rev. Clay 
MacCauley, formerly of Washington, 
spoke of America and Japan.

REVERE BEACH RUINS 


Fully 150,000 Gaze Upon the 
Work of a Great Fire 
Revere, Mass., June 5.—Fully 150,- 
000 people yesterday viewed tle ruins 
left by the big $100,000 fire which wiped 
out the finest section of Revere beach 


early yesterday morning. 

The buildings all the way from the 
state bathhouse to the Old Mill build- 
ing were swept out of existence alinost 
as completely as if a cyclone or a 
dynamite explosion had removed them. 

The extensive ruins presented a 
strange and almost awe-inspiring 
spectacle, and thousands gazed al: day 
at the spot where formerly stood big 
famusement enterprises, a hotel and 
some smaller residences. 

The fire was marked by many 
thrilling escapes and daring rescues 
from the Hotel Irving and the adjoin- 
ing buildings, and some people were ir- 
jured in the scramble for safety. 

The burned structures are: Johns- 
town flood, Hotel Irving, Dawson City, 
Land of the Midnight Sun, double hcuse 
owned by Nicolini estate, Palace of 
Wonders, Kehoe block, building owned 
by Nicolini estate and many booths of | 
various enterprises.

SHIPS BADLY BATTERED 


Forty-One Men of Their Crews 


Dead as Result of Fight In the 
Sea of Japan--Attack of Jap- 
anese Was Sudden and Savage 


Manila, June 5.—Battered and limp- 
ing, three Russian cruisers, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Enquist, hav- 
ing escaped from the vigilant Japanese 
attack in the Korean straits, staggered 
into Manila for refuge, which will be 
granted to them within the limits of the 
laws of neutrality. 

The American nayal board which bas 
examined into the condition of the Rus- 
sian warships here reports that the 
Oleg will require 60 days, the Aurora 
30 days and the Jemtchug seven days 
to effect repairs. Admiral Enquist has 
requested permission to repair here, 
saying that he would be unable to sail 
except in a smooth sea, on account of 
his vessels needing patching near fhe 
water line. 

The Japanese consul at Mantia 
called on Governor General Wright 
twice yesterday to make inquiries re- 
garding the disposition of the Russian 
vessels. 

Rear Admiral Train has offered the 
Russian ships the necessary coal in lien 
ef 14 days’ stay here, but there is a 
question whether the Russians willl be 
able to carry such quantity of coal on 
account of their damaged hulls. 

The deaths yesterday aboard the Rus- 
sian ships now bring the total of kiiteé 
up to 41 and there are five additional 
cases in the hospital. American navy 
surgeons are assisting the Russian sur- 
geous in their work of caring for the 
wounded. 

‘Rear Admiral Enquist now claims 
that he lost his flagship in the naval 
fight and then transferred his flag to 
the Aurora and left the fight Saturday 
night. He said that he did not know 
| that the fight was continued Sunday. 
He declared that the Japanese attack

Will require 14 days 
to repair damages. A board has been 
ordered to examine and report their 
condition.

June 10 Admiral Dickins will hold his; 


last communication with shore. He 
will not divulge his plan or place of 
first attack, but it is the supposition 
that he will put out to sea, having 
technically established a base at Nor- 
folk. His squadron consists of one bat- 
tleship, two protected cruisers, five 
monitors, the old line cruiser Hart- 
ford and four torpedo boat destroyers. 

Anchor is to be weighed June 8 and 
from then on a fascinating game of 
hide and seek will be indulged in be- 
tween the artillery and the navy, that 
the whereabouts of the ships may be 
definitely known at midnight of June 
11. 

It is expected that the night attacks 
are to ascertain the efficiency of the 
searchlights of the fortifications and 
also to give the navy exercise in cun- 
structively making these lights dark. 
Actual experience has demonstrated 
that it is most difficult to hit a search- 
light and, incidentally, most difficult to 
navigate a ship on which a searchlight 
has been turned, the effect of the light 
being to blind the navigators as well 
as the gunners. To render this ex- 
ercise the more effective, the ships of 
the squadron have been painted four 
colors—eight are white, three war 
color, one black and the others dark 
green. Artillery fire will be directed 
on the ships as they are picked up by 


the lights, but for this exercise the | 


mines are not regarded as in existence. 

Tabulated observations of what has 
been accomplished on each side are to 
Le made by the umpires and observers. 
None of the big guns of the navy will 
be fired; neither will the big guns of the 
fortifications be heard. These guns 
on both sides, however, will be trained 
on the target the same as in actual 
warfare and their fire will be indi- 
eated by the discharge of a biank car- 
fridge in a one-pounder. This is in the 
interest of economy.

§ A BOLD FORAGER. 


How a Predatory Soldier In Sher- 
man’s Army Fooled His Colonel. 
“During Sherman’s march from Ra- 

leigh to Richmond,” said one of Sher- 

man’s brigadiers, “the orders were that 
we must not. forage off the country 
through which we passed, but the men 
frequently broke the rule. One evening 

just before pitching camp we passed a 

flock of sheep, which created quite a 

commotion among my men. I turned 

and gave a very sharp order for them 
to maintain their places In the ranks, 

which, of course, had the effect that I 

desired. Next morning there was mut- 

ton on my table for breakfast, and I 

knew then that some one had managed 

to secure a sheep. 

“The man who started out late that 
night with his rifle for the locality 
where he had seen the sheep during the 
day met his own colonel making the 
rounds. He straightened up as though 
doing patrol duty, and, as the colonel 
came up, halted him and demanded the 
countersign, which the colonel gave. 
The colonel eyed him a trifle suspl- 
ciously on passing, asking, ‘On patrol 
duty, are you?’ The man answered very 
promptly and properly. The colonel 

assed on, while this shrewd person, 


7\armed with the countersign {to which 


he was not entitled), had no difficulty 
in passing all the other pickets and 
patrols and reaching the sheepfold, 
where he shot and skinned the largest 
and fattest animal that he could find. 
Being in possession of the countersign, 
he, of course, had no trouble in getting 
back to camp.”—Washington Post. 


ORIGIN OF MEMORIAL DAY. 


General Wheeler Gives the Credit to 
Women of the South. 

General Joseph Wheeler claims that 
General Logan’s attention when, on 
May 5, 1868; as commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic he issued 
the first order in regard to keeping 
green the memory of the brave “boys 
in blue,” had no doubt been called to 
the custom of the southern people of 
annually setting apart a day to pay 
reverence to those who sacrificed their 
lives for a principle that was dearest 
and nearest to their hearts. 

“The women of the south,” says Gen- 
eral Wheeler, “were ever assiduous in 
their care of the resting places of thelr 
dead, perhaps because of the customs 
peculiar on this side of the Atlantic to 
Mobile and New Orleans, where on 
All Souls’ day each year the cemeteries 
were carpeted with untold myriads of 
rare and costly flowers strewn by de- 
voted hands over the graves of the be- 
loved dead.” 

April 26 was the day set apart by a 
consent spontaneous in its universal 
adoption. Alabama’s and Georgia’s 
first public Memorial day was in 1866. 

“Women, and women alone,” says 
General Wheeler, “inaugurated the cus- 
tom. Men, more reserved in their ex- 
pression of the sentiments of their 
hearts, might permit their departed 
comrades quietly to become a part of 
general history, but women would not 
have it so. The southern states fell 
quickly into line, and then the custom 
found its way into the northern states.” 
—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


General Grant's Cigar Case. 

Private Harmon Brown of Cincin- 
nati, one time military secretary to 
General Grant, has In his possession a 
cigar and a cigar case which General 
Grant carried over forty years ago. A 
package arrived at the general’s head- 
quarters one day, and Brown opened it 
in the presence of Grant. In the top of 
the package was a box of choice cigars, 
and with it was a fine cigar case. 

Grant looked at both for a second, 
and then said, with a smile, “Fill it, 
Brown.” His military secretary filled 
the case with cigars from the box and 
handed them to the general. He start- 
ed to put the case in his pocket and 
found his own already there. Extract- 
ing the old case, which still contained 
one cigar, Grant handed them to his 
secretary and sald, “Take the case and 
have a smoke.” Brown took them, but 
instead of smoking the cigar carefully 
preserved both. He has them now.— 
8t. Louls Republic. 


What the Bishop Said. 

As is well known, General Leonidas 
Polk of the Confederate army was a 
bishop of the Episcopal church. His 
great friend, General Cheatham, on 
the other hand, was renowned for the 
frecdom of his language. His favorite 
expression to his men on going into 
battle was, “Give ’em hades, boys!” 
General Gordon writes in his autobiog- 
raphy: “On one occasion as the bishop 
general rode along his lines when they 
were charging the works in front and 
as the rebel yell rang out his natural 
enthusiasm carried him for the moment 
off his balance. In the exhilaration of 
the charge the bishop was lost in the 
soldier, and he shouted: ‘Give it to ’em 
boys!

Reed Estate May Not 
Go As Bequeathed. 


Quincy Relatives Will Then Receive 
Larger Legacies. 


The will of Mrs. Simeon G. Reed, a 
sister of the late John Wood of Quincy, 
is being contested. Mrs. Reed died in 
Pasedena, California, May 16, 1904, 
and left an estate estimated from three 
to five miilions of dollars, the bulk of 
it to institutions at Portland, Oregon, 
their former residence. 

Mrs. John Wood of Quincy was 
with Mrs. Reed at ihe time of her 
death, but received a bequest of only 
$5,000, and her son and daughter re- 
ceived similar bequests. Whether 
they are the contestants does not ap- 
pear, but it is probable that they are, 
as the children of Mrs. Wood are 
among the nearest relatives. 

The Oregonian of YPortland, Oregon, 
comments editorially as follows: 

‘+ It is seldom that the relations of a 
person who bas a property and makes a 
will are willing to acquiesce in the dis- 
position of the property made by the 
testator. They who suppose themselves 
heirs atlaw think they ought to in- 
herit the property which they did 
nothing to accumulate. To them it 
matters not what the wish of the 
testator was. Their relative was be- 
loved, not for his character or wishes, 
but for the estate he left behind.

erty that he had intended, he was 

taken away by death, leaving every- 
thing to his wife. As the years drew 
oc she made a will, by which she di- 
rected that large part of the property 
was to be devoted toa public use, io 
educational lines. The couple had no 
children. But the estate was a large 
one, and Mrs. Reed, in her will, gener- 
ously remembered the relations of her- 
self and of her husband—dedicating, 
however, large portion of the estate to 
the foundation and support of an edu- 
cational institute at their home in Port- 
land. 

‘But there is a law of California 
which forbids a testator to devote more 
than one-third part of his or her estate 
to any charitable or public use. It is 
an old law, framed apparently on the 
idea that it was necessary to curb the 
disposition to make bequests to 
ecclesiastical bodies, under whose in- 
fluence the testator might be. Now, in 
order to make the claim upon the 
Reed estate, the contestants of the will 
of Mrs. Reed have assumed that she 
was a resident of California and, there- 
for, that disposition of her property 
must follow the law of that state. But 
in fact the Reeds were citizens of 
Oregon and residents of this state. 
They were simply visitors in California, 
and their sojourn there was only 
temporary domiciliation in that state, 
for climatic change. Their home, as 
they always said, was Oregon, to which 
they returned with frequency ; and both 
are buried here, 

‘*The Reeds left a large estate, It was 
accumulated in Oregon, through an ac- 
tive business career, beginning in early 
pioneer times. They were loyal to Ore- 
gon, and wished the bulk of the estate 
to be employed here, in.perpetuity, for 
the worthy public purpose indicated in 
the will dictated by Mrs. Reed, who, 
as the survivor of her husband, knew 
his intent as she knew her own, But 
the assumption of the contestants of 
the will, that the Reeds had become 
citizens of California, would, if al- 
lowed, tie up the will, defeat the intent 
of the testators, divert the property ac-

She 
beqneathed $2,000,000 to found an in 
stitute to combine instruction in the 
fine arts and sciences and manual train- 
ing, to be conducted with especial re- 
gards tothe need of young men and 
women compelled to earn their own 
iving. 

Mrs. Keed was not known to the 
present generation very well, having left 
Quincy in the early 60s. She was the 
daughter of the late Henry Wood and 
was born in Quincy 72 years ago. 

Her husband was Simeon Reed of 
North Abington, who came to Quincy 
in the "50s and bought out the grain 
business of the late Henry Souther, 
who left here about that time for Cali- 
fornia. Mr. Souther owned a grain 
store at the corner of Washington and 
Coddington streets, and the old tide 
grist mill at the foot of Mill street. 

After Mr. Reed took control of the 
business John A. Wood went to work 
for him, and in this way Mr. Reed be- 
came acquainted with Mr. Wood's 
sister, Amanda W., whom he after- 
ward married. It was generally under- 
stood that Mr. Reed was worth con- 
siderable money when he came to 
Quincy. A few years after his marriage 
Mr. Reed went to Oregon, where he in- 
vested his money with success. 

Besides a fine estate in Oregon, Mr. 
Reed also owned a valuable estate

Russian Vessels at Manila Can- 
not Leave That Port 


ARE ‘TO BE DISMANTLED 


—_— 


Drastic Application of Principles 
of International T..w--Vessels 
Not Unseaworthy to the Point 
of Endangering Lives of Crews 


Washington, June 6.—The Japaucse 
minister here formally inquired of the 
department of state what action the 
United States government intended to 
take respecting the Russian war ves- 
sels now in Manila bay. Acting Sec- 
petary Loomis responded that these 
yessels would be interned, provided 
they did not leave the harbor at once. 


This exchange took place in order to 
formally establish the responsibility of 
the United States for the detention of 
the vessels in Manila harbor unfil the 
end of hostilities. 

Secretary Morton says that no re- 
quest had been received from Admiral 
Enquist, in command of the Russian 
cruisers, for their internment, the un- 
derstanding of the navy department 
being that he had asked for time in 
which to repair and supply his ships. 
Exercising its discretion in the matter, 
however, this government decided to 
order the ships to be interned to await 
the conclusion of hostilities. 

Secretary Morton said that he would 
send orders immediately to Rear Ad- 
miral Train, in command of the Asiatic 
station, directing him to take the neces- 
sary steps to interne the Russian 
cruisers. The vessels will be dis- 
mantled and will be kept under the ob- 
eervation of the United States naval 
squadron at Manila until the conclu- 
sion of peace. 

In issuing orders for the internment 
of the cruisers the United States gov- 
ernment has acted upon its own initia- 
tive, as to what is best to be done in 
the circumstances. It is regarded ip 
official circles as certain that if the 
ships were allowed to make repairs at 
Manila and then to leave that port, 
they would become comparatively easy 
prey for the Japanese fleet. Then, too, 
it was regarded by the administration 
that ships which had received their 
injuries in battle could not be permit- 
ted to make repairs in a neutral port. 
If the injuries had been received in a 
storm at sea, for instance, the case 
would be different. In such circum- 
stances they would be allowed to make 
the necessary repairs, even if the mak- 
ing of repairs should consume more 
than 24 hours. 


The government, in refusing to aliow 
the Russian ships at Manila to repair 
War damages and then depart, has 
made a rather drastic application of 
the principles of international law. 
The application was to have been ex- 
pected, as it is merely a repetition of 
the course followed in the case of the 
transport Lena, now interned at San 
Francisco. 

As the rule is generally stated, a 
belligerent ship has a right to make 
in a neutral port such repairs as are 
necessary to her seaworthiness; but not 
such repairs as ghall increase her of- 
fensive power. The privilege of mak- 
ing repairs was granted originally asa 
matter of mercy, and as the rule graw 
up in the days of sailing ships, dam- 
age by sea and storm were the acci- 
dents especially covered by it. 

The government has decided with 
entire soundness practically this: That 
as the Russian cruisers were able to 
make their way some 1500 miles from 
the sccne of their injuries to Manila, 
they are not unseaworthy to the point 
of endangering the lives of thetr 
crews, which is the original basis of 
the rule. To permit the vessels to 
make thorough repairs would therefore 
be to convert seaworthy vessels of lit- 
tle fighting power into sound yessela 
of much greater fighting power than 
those which entered the harbor of Ma- 
nila, and would be undoing a pact of 
the execution accomplished by Japan. 

“Japan will. I beHeye, be entirely sat- 
isfled with this government's instruc- 
tions that the Russian ships at Manila 
must interne or put to sea,” said Mr. 
Takahira, the Japanese minister last 
night. The minister, upon receiving 
from the state department the official 
report of the action of the president 
regarding the disposition of the three 
Russian ships which have put into Ma- 
nila, sent a long cablegram to Tokio 
on the subject. 


Squadron to Remain at Home 

Hamburg, Jane 6.—German seamen 
who were employed at Libau for ser- 
vice with the fourth Russian sqnad- 
ron, which it was intended to send to 
the far east, have received orders to 
return home, as their contract has been 
cancelled by recent events. This is 
considered proof that Russia has defi- 
uitely abandoned further efforts to 
Wrest the sea power from Japan. 


Says Fourteen Thousand Perished

Zemstvo Congress Prohibited at 
the Eleventh Hour 

St. Petersburg, June 6.—The meet- 
ing of the all-Russian zemstvo congress, 
called for today, for which 280 delegates 
from various zemstvos and municipaliy 
ties, including the mayors of 25 cities, 
arrived here yesterday, and at which 
it was proposed to introduce resolu- 
tions calling for the immediate ces<a- 
tion of hostilities, has been prohibited. 

The order of prohibition, which ar- 
rived only late last night, has aroused 
the greatest indignation and reseut- 
ment. Very many of the delegates are 
determined to defy the government aad 
to proceed with the congress, in which 
case trouble may be expected. ‘The 
more radical of the delegates are pro- 
posing measures of an extreme type 
and there is the greatest anxiety over 
the probable developments today. 

(The Union of Russian Journaliets 
yesterday chartered a steamer and 
cruised in the Neva for six hours so as 
to hold a meeting free from police in- 
terference. The meeting passed a reso- 
lution dqamauding a constituent asscm- 
bly and hailing the adveat of a Russian 
revolution, 

‘The czar’s uskase virtually creating 
Governor General Trepoff dictator 
has given rise to a mighty sensation. 
It is the imperial recognition of the 
crisis in the internal affairs of Russia. 
“Reaction and repression” will doubc- 
less be the quick interpretation put up- 
on the czar’s act as soon as it be- 
comes known to the liberals. 

The ukase came like a bolt from a 
clear sky. M. Bouligan, minister of 
the interior, could not face the humlla- 
tion and immediately resigned and it ts 
not improbable that other ministers 
will follow suit. It is rumored that 
Count Lamsdorff, the foreign minlsier, 
has already resigned. 


Alfonso on a Visit to Edward 
- London, June 6.—Alfonso XIII, King 
of Spain, was welcomed to England 
with the most elaborate of ceremonies, 
every detail of which was supervised 
by King Edward himself. If only the 
weather had been propitious the cele- 
bration would probably have been the 
most brilliant ever accorded a foreign 
visitor to England. A deluge of rain 
at Portsmouth and at London, bow- 
ever, marred all the spectacular effects. 


Railway Employes Skip 

New York, June 6.—General Superin- 
tendent Stanley of the Public Service 
corporation of New Jersey announces 
that many conductors and other em- 
ployes of the trolley company have dis- 
appeared since Friday, when it be- 
came known that there had been ua- 
earthed a conspiracy by which the 
company had been defrauded of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars by means 
of fraudulent transfers. 


lta'ian Demand on Turkey 

Vienna, June 6.—Die Ziet’s Cor- 
stantinople correspondent reiterates 
the story that the Italian government 
bas sent 10 warships to the coast of 
Yemen, Arabia, and refuses to with- 
draw until the Turkish government 
makes amends for the murder in Yewen 
of Italian subjects. This Turkey’s lack 
of sovereignty in Yemen makes im- 
possible, and the situation is considvred 
grave.

he was arrested to the office of the 
sheriff, and then to the jail, was Hugh 
McGee, president of the Truck Driv- 
€rs’ union. Both men were taken irto 
custody on capiases issued on Iindict- 
nents charging them with conspiracy, 
which were yoted by the grand jury 
that adjourned last Saturday night. 

It was the understanding at the office 
of Sheriff Barrett that Shea, who was 
aware of the indictment returned 
against him, would appear at his office 
during the day and give bonds. He 
failed to do so, and Deputy Sheriffs 
Wilson and Honan were sent after 
him. After a short search Shea was 
was found in the rear room of a sa- 
lgon. He was at once placed under 
arrest and his temper commenced +o 
rise immediately. 

“Why do you come for me at this 
time?’ he asked. “I suppose that you 
intend to take me to jail,’”’ he said. 

“That part of it rests with Sheriff 
Barrett,” replied Deputy Wilson, and 
the two deputies with Shea drove to 
the office of Barrett in a cab. ‘Iwo 
other deputies followed with McGee, 
who was also in the saloon. 

Hardly had the party reached tha 
sheriff's office when Sheriff Barrett ur- 
rived. “Hello Shea,” said the sherti?. 

“I am the president of the nationa: 
organization of the teamsters,” said 
Shea. “Why are you not on the square? 


We never treated a fellow like this in ! 


Boston.” 

“What do you mean by not ‘being on 
the square?” asked the sheriff. 

“I mean that you have had these 
capiases since Saturday and that they 
have not been served upon us until 
now,” said Shea. 

“I was assured by your attorneys,” 
said Barrett, “that you and the rest 
of the indicted leaders would be 
brought into this office today and given 
up. ‘That is why you were not served. 
You did not come and we went after 

you.” 

Shea lost his temper completely at 
this point and denounced the sheriff 
and all his work in emphatic language. 
He was told by the sheriff that he 
would be given ali necessary time to 
procure bondsmen, but that he would 
be taken to jail at once unless he mod- 
erated his manner of talking. 

“I would not mind going to jail,” 
said Bhea, “if it was not for Levy 
Mayer. He has directed your action 
in this matter.” 

“I want you to understand that rot 
another word must come from you re- 
garding Levy Mayer,” retorted § the 
sheriff. “I am sheriff and I am con- 
ducting this office.” 

Shea finally succeeded in reaching 
bis attorneys by telephone, and one of 
them, Daniel Cruice, came quickly to 
the sheriff's office. He and Shea com- 
menced to argue with the sheriff about 
the unreasonableness of taking Shea 
into custody at such a late hour and 
the consequent difficulty they would 
foave in procuring a bondsman. The 
sheriff declared that he had done noth- 
ing but his duty and that the trouble 
wes of their own making, because they 
bad not eppeared during the day. 
Shea broke into violent language ard 
the sheriff again warned him that he 
would be given but little time to pre- 
pare bonds if he did not cease his abu- 
sive language. 

“I don’t know that even if you did 
say that I should go to jail whether 
that would settle it,” replied Shen. 

“I'll show you whether it would set- 
tle it,” said the sheriff. Turning to 
Deputies Honan and Wilson, he com- 
manded them to take Shea to jai! im- 
mediately. 

Shea saw that he had gone too far, 
and attempted to say something to the 
sheriff, but the deputies took him 
quickly to the street, where they hailed 
a cab and took him te jail. President 
MeGee followed in another cab and in 
another few minutes the men were in- 
side the jail. Both were searched, ac- 
cording to the usual eustom, and wer? 
then taken to cells and locked up. 

After being prisoners fora little more 
than two hours, both Shea and McGee 
were released, their attorneys having 
procured bonds which were approved 
by Judge Tuthill.

Russic {Will Not Yield Until 
She Becomes Bankrupt 


THE JAPAN SEA BATTLE 


It Has Led Japan to Increase 
Demand to Include Territorial 
Indemnity-The Russian War 
Party Looking to Manchuria 


London, June 6.—Accounts of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s interviews with Mr. 
Takahira, the Japanese minister at 
Washington, Count Cassini, Baron 
Speck Von Sternburg and other ambas- 
sudors, which are alleged to have been 
along the line of efforts to bring media- 
tion, are receiving much attention ere, 
but in diplomatic circles it is not be- 
lieved that they will result in securing 
peace. 

The belief is firm in all quarters that 
Russia will continue the war. Peace 
reports come from Paris, Berlin aud 
St. Petersburg, as well as from Wast- 
ington, but not a single definite indica- 
tion of peace or even of intervention 
can be obtained. 

At the Russian embassy it is dec!ared 
that the war will be continued and at 
the Japanese embassy it is said there 
is no expectation of a peace offer, 
while the foreign office states that it 
Goes not know of any movement to- 
wards peace. 

As far as can be ascertained the Brit- 
ish government has made no attempt 
to bring about intervention, though it 
fs undoubtedly acquainted with the 
terms Japan will accept and isin a 
position to take up negotiations with 
France, Russia’s ally, immediately it 
is understood that such a movement 
will not meet with a rebuff. 

Among the many advocates of peace 
in this country probably the most ac- 
tive is Sir Thomas Barclay, who was 
largely instrumental in bringing abort 
the Anglo-French entente. Sir Thomas, 
fwho led a powerful effort for mediation 
between the combatants a few months 
ngo, says that three months ago the 
Japanese would have agreed to these 
peace terms: 

“First, the evacuation of Manchuria 
by the Russlans and its return to the 
control of China, under Japanese su- 
pervision; second, a Japanese protec- 
torate in Korea; third, the surrender of 
the lease of Port Arthur, and also the 
surrender of the Manchurian railway 
to international control and the dis 
mantling of the fortifications of Vladi- 
vyostok. 

“Since the naval battle, however.” 
said Sir Thomas, “I Believe that Japan 
bas increased her demand to include 
territorial indemnity, comprising V‘a- 
divostok and probably the island of 
Sakhalin. Russia will never pay a 
money indemnity, nor will she sue for 
peace until she becomes bankrupt. So 
long as she possesses funds she will 
spend them on armaments.” 

(The principal centre of interest in the 
war from now on ts likely to be the 
Manchurian campaign. Everything in 
the present signs indicates that the 
tut present signs indicate that the 
Russian war party wants to throw the 
dice again with the army under Line- 
qvitech. If the czar consents to dis- 
cuss peace in the near future, it wi!!! 
probably be due to the defeat of his 
armies in the east. The new meczs- 
ures taken by the emperor to suppress 
in Russia all organized discussion of 
political reforms do not indicate any 
present disposition to make peace un- 
der any compulsion of public opinion. 


Burdens For Telegraph Companies 

St. Johns, June 6.—The colonia! gov- 
ernment has introduced Into the legie- 
lature a bill imposing an annual tax 
of $4000 on every telegraph cable 
landed on the coast of the island; « tax 
of 1 percent on the traffic receipts of 
every telegraph company dolng busi- 
ness In the colony; a tax of $4 on every 
telephone operated and $4000 on every 
wireless telegraph company doing corm- 
rwercial business, those which only re 
port ships being exempt. 


No Grade Crossings at Cleveland 

Cleveland, June 6.—The city counc!! 
last night authorized the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company to begin the elim.na- 
tion of its grade crossings in this city. 
The road crosses alt the impertuct 
thoroughfares. In most instances the 
street roadway will be depressed and 
the entire cost of fhe improvement 
will Be more than $4,000,000, to be 
borne jointly by the railroad company 
and the city. 


Beautiful Gift to Roosevelt 
Washington, June 6.—President 
Roosevelt was the recipient of a heau- 
tiful equestrian statuette of himself ax 
colonel of the Rough Riders, which is 
the latest of the works of Sculptor 
Macmonnies. The presentation was 
made at the White House by Miss Janet 
Scudder of New York, a pupli of Mac- 
monnies. The president expressed his 

unfeigned pleasure over the gift. 


Another Nationa! Forest Reserve 

Washington, June —President 
Roosevelt has proclaimed a new forest 
reserve in California to be known as 
the Lassen Peak reserve, which covers 
part of the northern Sierra Nevada 
range and contains a fraction under 
900,000 acres.

DROWNED. 


Promising Thayer Academy 
Student Loses Liie. 


Was At the Quincy 
Reservoir. 


Had Passed Examinations to Enter 
Dartmouth College. 


Vinton, a student at 
‘Thayer academy, and one of the best 
known young men of Braintree was 
drowned Monday afternoon in the old 
Quincy reservoir. 

The young wan with two companions, 
Cleveland Palmer and John Beach, 
went to the reservoir to study their les- 
sous in Greek. While sitting on the 
bank they decided to goin swimming. 
Vinton, who could not swim, left his 
companions and went to a spot where 
he thought the water would not be 
so deep. While wading out he sudden- 
ly got beyond his depth and sank. 

At the time the Vinton boy went in 
swimming there were several boys 
about, including Albert Jones, Albion 
Norling, D’Arcy Curwin and Stanley 
Sherman of Quincy. 

Their story of the sad affair is that 
Vinton came over where they were, 
near the breakwater, as the water is 
shallow at this point. Vinton un- 
dressed and waded in up to his arm 
pits. At that time he stood near an 
embankment, 

He placed his hand over his face and 
ducked his head under water. When 
he took his head out, his eyes were 
filled with water, and losing his bal- 
ance he fell off the brink into deep 
water, He made no outcry whatever 
and it was a few minutes before the 
boys in bathing and those gathered 
on the shore realized that he was 
drowning. 

Palmer and Beach hearing the cries 
ran to his assistance, but he did 
not rise again. Beach dived for the 
body, but was unable to bring it up. 

The boys shonted to Vinton’s com- 
panions for help and waded in them- 
selves trying to find him. Twoof the 
boys also dove off the enbankment in 
hopes to find him and bring him to the 
surface but were unsuccessful. 

Assistance was sammoned, and 
several men dived repeatedly, but were 
unable to locate the body. The place 
was then dragged with grappling irons 
but the body could not be recovered. 

Work dragging the reservoir wai com- 
menced again this morning, and the 
body was recovered about 7 o’clock. 

Viuton was the son of Elmer H. Vin- 
ton of Liberty street," Braintree. He 
was 19 years old and had been a student 
at Thayer Academy for four years. He 
was to be graduated in about two 
weeks and had passed his examinations 
for entering Dartmouth College in the 
fall. 

Young Vinton was captain of the 
football team of the academy in 1904, 
and was manager of this year’s baseball 
team. He had been defraying his own 
expenses through the academy being 
in the employ of the New England 
Telephone Company for two years, first

3.—In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the

Secr. 4.—‘ Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, th, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

|NEW DRUNK LAW. 


A new drunk law went into effect 
this week, which provides for the 
release of persons arrested for drunken- 
ness wheu they become sober without 
arraignment in court. It is Chapter 
384 of the Acts of 1905 and reads as 
follows: 

Section 1—Chapter 212 of the revised 
laws is hereby amended by striking out 
sec. 37 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

Sec. 37—Whoever arrests a person 
for drunkenness shall make a complaint 
against him therefor at the next session 
of the court or of the trial justice hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the case; and such 
court or trial justice may proceed to 
hear and to dispose of the same accord- 
ing to due course of law; and may, if 
the accused has been released under the 
provisions of tbis section order the is- 
suance of a warrant for the arrest, or a 
summons for the appearance, of the ac- 
cused for trial, or if the court is sat- 
isfied by the report of its probation 
officer, or otherwise, or if the trial jus- 
tice is satisfied upon inquiry that the 
accused bas not twice before been ar- 
rested for drunkenness within a year, 
and that his statement in writing here- 
idafter mentioned is true, the court or 
trial justice may thereupon direct that 
the accused, if still in custody, be re- 
leased without arraignment; and if not 
in custody, that further proceedings in 
the case be suspended or that the com- 
plaint be dismissed. 

A person so arrested may, after he 
has recoved from his intoxication, 
make a statement in writing, addressed 
to the court or trial justice baving jur- 
isdiction of his offence, giving bis name 
and address, setting forth what persons, 
if any are dependent upon him for sup- 
port, his place of employment, if any, 
and whether he has been arrested for 
drunkenness witbin the 12*months next 
preceding, and requesting to be re- 
leased ‘from custody; and may deliver 
such statement to the officer in charge 
of the place in which he ‘s confined, 
who will endorse thereon,-the name of 
the arresting officer, and_if the arrest is 
made within the jurisdicticn of a trial 
justice, his opinion of tite probable 
truth of said statement for the use of 
such trial justice; and shall transmit 
the.same to such trial justice; atid if 
the arrest is made within the jurisdic- 
tion of a court having a probation offi- 
cer, the officer in charge of the place 
in which he is confined shall transmit 
such statement to said probation officer. 

Said prubation officer, or his assist- 
ants, shall forthwith inquire into the 
truth thereof and shall investigate the 
record of said person as to previous 
similar offences, and, for the use of the 
court having jurisdiction of the case, 
shall indorse on such statement, with 
his signature, the resnlt of his investi- 
gation. The officer for the time being 
in charge of the place of custody ina 
town where no probation officer resides 
forthwith may release and elsewhere 
the probation officer or assistant pro- 
bation officer of the court having juris- 
diction of the offense may direct the 
officer in charge of the place of custody 
forthwith to release, and such officer so 
in charge shall thereupon release such 
arrested person, pursuant to his re- 
qugst; provided, that the officer so re- 
leasing or directing the release believes 
the person arrested has given his true 
name and address, that he will appear 
upon a summons and that he has not 
twice before been arrested for drunken- 
ness within the preceding 12 months. 

Sec. 2—The officer in charge of the 
place of custody in which a person ar- 
rested for drunkenness is confined shall 
inform him when he is recovered from 
his intoxication, of his right to make a 
statement in writing and request for 
release as aforesaid, and an officer mak- 
ing an arrest under the authority of the 
preceding section shall not be liable for 
illegal arrest or imprisonment, if the 
person arrested is released at his request 
as herein provided. 


The new drunk law is similar to the 
drunk law that was in effect several 
years ago. In brief it permits a man 
arrested for drunkeness to be released 
by the keeper of the station or lockup 
without being brought to court if he 
bas not been arrested twice before 
within twelve months. 

When a man is arrested for drunken- 
ness he is locked up. When be becomes 
sober he may apply to the keeper of the 
lockup or station to be released. He 
fills out a statement giving his age, 
residence, occupation, family, etc. 
The man is then released. 

The signed statement is then filed 
witb the probation officer who satisfies 
himself as to the truthfulness of it. 

The officer making the arrest must 
appear at court, and make odt a com- 
plaifit in due form against the drunk. 
This goes to the court as usual, as does 
also the report of the probation officer. 

If the probation officer's report is to 
the effect that the statement is true the 
court will dismiss the complaint. If 
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however it appears that the statement

of the drunk was false the case will 
probably be suspended and the man ar- 
rested on sight and brought into court.

Granite Manufacturers Will Ask 
it at Atlantic. 


The Quincy Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association appointed a committee at 
its meeting Tuesday evening to appear 
before the County Commissioners on 
Saturday at City Hall, when a hearing 
will be given op changing the decree 
for the rebuilding of the Hancock street 
bridge at Atlantic. 

The granite quarrymen and manufac- 
tarers, who team considerable granite 
to Boston, find the grade on the Quincy 
side of the bridge to be the heaviest 
between Quincy and Boston. With the 
proposed relocation of Sagamore street, 
they claim that the southerly approach 
to the bridge can be lengthened, and 
the percent reduced one half, and at 
small cost, as there will be no land 
damages. 

They claim the approach should be- 
gin near the Sacred Heart church. <= 

The granite manufacturers are not 
the only ones interested but the express- 
men and local stores which team heavy 
loads over the road are desirous that 
the grade shall be reduced. Lighter 
travel would also appreciate an easier 
grade, 

Hancock street was built before the 
railroad was established, and is the 
turnpike between Quincy and Boston, 
and the railroad should not cause 
grades which are almost prohibitive, 
The work should be done at this time 
when the railroad is paying part of the 
cost.

Bold Everywhere, In boxes 0c. and a0, 


Duchess Cecilia Becomes Bride | 


of Crown Prince 


A VERY SHORT CEREMONY 


Reception, Supper and “Torch- 
light Dance” Followed Union 
According to Lutheran Church 
Ritual--Royalty Out In Force 


Berlin, June 7.—Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William and Duchess Cecelia of 
Mecklenburg-Sehwerin were married in 
the palace chapel yesterday afternoon 
while the clock in the plaza marked 5 
and guns here and in every garrison 
town in Prussia and in every sea where 
German warships were began firing 21 
guns at the same astronomical mo- 
ment. At least they had been com- 


manded to do s0. 
In the chapel several hundred per- 
sons, one of the most distinguished as- 


! semblages that could be gathered in Ev- 


rope, saw the simple wedding service 
of the Lutheran church. There were 
60 or 70 members of royal families 
present from German and foreign 
states. These all stood in a wide 
circle around the altar, for there were 
no pews, and behind them, without re- 
gard to rank, were the members of the 
foreign embassies, the cabinet minis- 
ters, a number of admirals, the com- 
manders of army corps, a couple of 
hundred of men and women of the high 
nobility, one newspaper correspondent 
from each of the principal countries 
and five correspondents from Germany. 

The Crown Princess, for she was al- 
ready crown princess by civil rite, caine 
in on the arm of the crown prince. 
She was wearing a wreath of fresh 
myrtle on her head, over which was 
a small crown, set there by the ein- 
press, of diamonds and rubies set in a 
gold frame on purple velvet. A tri- 
angle of diamonds rested on the front 
of Ner low-cut bodice and round her 
neck was a necklace of large dia- 
monds, 

The wedding dress was of Russian 
silver brocade, with a train 4% yards 
in length and 2 1-4 yards wide attached 
to the shoulders. Four maids of honor 
in dresses of pale blue silk, the crown 


prince’s favorite color, carried the 
train, and behind them walked two 
pages. The bridal veil was of old 


Brussels lace. The crown prince wore 
the light blue uniform of the First 
Foot Guards with a major’s insignia 
and his decorations. He carried his 
helmet in his left hand. 


Dr. Dryander, the court chaplair, 
with nine of the cathedral clergy 
standing near him, bégan the service. 
It is the privilege of the pastor, accord- 
ing to the Lutheran rite, to read either 
one of the several admonitory addresses 
to the bridal couple or to make one 
of his own. Dr. Dryander elected to 
lay aside the book, taking as his sub- 
ject the Book of Ruth, chapter 1, verses 
16 and 17, beginning: “For whither 
thou goest I will go,” etc. 

Dr. Dryander spoke briefly on the 
beauty of love, the large responsibili- 
ties resting on the youthful pair, their 
need for the support of faith and 
spiritual viSion. The pastor then asked 
the crown prince if he took out of God’s 
hand to have and to hold, according to 
God’s word and will, Her Highness 
Cecelia? The crown prince answered: 
“Yes.” The same question was ad- 
dressed to the duchess, with the addi- 
tional question of “and obey,” to which 
she also answered: “Yes.” These 
were the only responses. 

The rings were then exchanged, and 
the bride and groom knelt while Dr. 
Dryander read the liturgical prayer 
closing the ceremony, which had taken 
precisely 20 minutes, 

Dr. Dryander shook hands with the 
crown prince and kissed the hand of 
the crown princess. He then pre- 
sented the bridal couple with a Bible, 
ornamentally bound. The emperor 
kissed the bride on both cheeks aud 
then kissed his son, the empress doing 
likewise. 

The bridal party slowly moved out, 
followed by the princes and princesses, 
but all others waited in the chapel, 
which had become very hot, owing to 
the 300 candles that had been burring 
for half an hour, until the reception 
began in the White hall adjoining the 
chapel. 

Besides those present at the wed- 
ding, several hundred others had been 
invited to the reception,- which con- 
sisted of each person bowing to the 
crown prince and to the crown princess, 
on ejther side of whom stood other 
royal personages. The dresses, jew- 
els and uniforms worn at the reception 
made a most brilliant picture. 

After supper had been served a 
torchlight dance, a unique practice at | 
weddings in the house of Hohengollern 
for centuries, was performed by 12 
pages, bearing thick candles about 2% 
feet tall. The crown prince took the 
hand of the crown princess and walked 
slowly behind the pages, keeping step 
to the music, around a quadrangle 
formed by men and women standing 
10 feet deep along the sides of the 
drawing room, which is 105 by 50 feet. 
all bowing as the bridal couple passed. 
The emperor then led the crown 
princess, and the crown prince led bis 
mother around the same walk. Next 
the crown princess took each of the 
otber princes and the crown prince 
each of the other princesses around the 
hall, occasionally several at a time. so 
that precedence might not be disre- 
garded. This function came to a close 
after 9 o'clock, the Wedding party 
baving lasted more than four hours.

strike and today a conference wili be 
arranged with the employers. The ap- 
pointment of the committee followed 
the announcement of Attorney Mayer, 
who, speaking for the Employers’ as- 
sociation, said two days ago that Lo 
more conferences would be ield with 
the men unless the committee canie to 
the meeting with full power to act and 
this power must be explicitly stated in 
writing. 

The teamsters promised to appoint 
the committee Monday night, but in- 
stead of doing so sent a committee to 
arrange individual settlements with a 
number of large drygoods houses. ‘This 
attempt failed completely, the empley- 
ers having announced that no separate 
settlements would be made, and thut 
if the strike was declared off it must 
be declared off in every direction. 

Failing in the effort to effect a settle- 
ment with the stores yesterday, the 
teamsters’ joint council last night ap- 
pointed the committee which it hed 
agreed to appoint 24 hours earlier. It 
is composed of one representative cf 
each union involved in the strike ard 
is headed by W. J. Gibbons, president 
of the teamsters’ joint council. 

At a mass meeting of the truck driv- 
ers, called to consider the question of 
arbitrating the demand of the Tease 
Owners’ association for deliveries to 
the boycotted houses, it was decided 
to decline the arbitration, notwith- 
standing the fact that the agreenient 
between the teamsters and the Team 
Owners’ association contains a _ pro- 
vision calling for arbitration in ex- 
actly such cases as the one under cca- 
sideration. The action of the truck 
drivers, however, loses much of its im- 
portance compared with the appoint- 
ment of a committee empowered by the 
men to settle the strike. 

No action will be taken by the team 
owners, pending the meeting of the 
committee appointed last night with 
the employers. President Shea of the 
teumsters was not present at the meet- 
ing of the joint council when the com- 
mittee was appointed,

Notice of Milk Inspector. 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Sxcr. 3.—“In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
anpually on the first day of May, or. within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed »y the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fitty cents each to the use of the city.”” 

Sxect. 4.—‘' Every person before selling milk 
or offering 1t for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who 
ever negiec's so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

AWAITING A REPLY 


President’s Peace Ideas Have 


Been Laid Before Czar 


DELCASSE’S RETIREMENT 


It Has Increased Washington’s 
Opportunity to Promote Peace 
Efforts--War Party at St Pe- 
tersburg Lose Men of Influence 


Washington, June 7.—Pending the de- 
cision of the czar regarding war or 
peace in the far east, the presideut and 
the European ambassadors with whom 
he is daily conferring have agreed that 
silence regarding their activity is neces- 
sary, and word to this effect has been 
passed along lest Russia take offense 
and go contrary to what the neutrul 
powers believe to be for her own ad- 
vantage. 

Count Cassini remains without ad- 
vices from St. Petersburg that throw 
any light on the probable policy of the 
ezer. The anibasskador has not yet re- 
ceived an acknowledgment of his luug 
cablegram of last week regarding bis 
conference with the president. Acting 
on his own initiative, the ambassador 
made a faithful report of what was ce- 
scribed at the time as an “informal 
and general conversation.” No formal! 
tender of mediation was made nor was 
any reported. The ambassador, how- 
ever, felt that his government should 
be in possession of the views expressed 
by the president to him, in favor of 
peace, and therefore incorporated 
them in his cablegram. It is expected 
that later on the Russian embassy 
bere wiil be informed whether the re- 
sult of the battle in the Sea of Japan 
bas affected the determination of ihe 
St. Petersburg government to continue 
the war. Any information on this sub- 
ject will be promptly placed before the 
president. 

Peace talk is temporarily supplanted 
in diplomatic circles by comment upon 
the resignation of M. Delcasse and tne 
developments in the Moroccan situa- 
tion. It is believed here, however, that 
the effect of the retirement of the dis- 
tinguished diplomatist will be to in- 
crease the opportunity of the president 
ard the ambassadors at Washington 
in the efforts toward peace negotin- 
tions. Commenting ca this, a European 
diplomat said: 

“While M. Deleasse was at the head 
of the French foreign office his inti- 
macy with Lord Lansdowne gave to 
London and Paris a splendid oppor- 
tunity for concerted action that would 
induce Russia and Japan to talk of 
peace. The retirement of Delcasse 
must necessarily have an eflect upon 
the Anglo-French entente as well as 
the Franco-Russian alliance. Not only 
was Deleasse largely responsible fur 
the former, but he was generally recog- 
nized as the best friend Russia pos- 
sessed in France. ‘The radical party, 
which is now in power, is not as friend- 
ly to Russia as was Delcasse. Without 
Delcasse’s assistance Lansdowne can 
hardly hope to accomplish much to- 
ward peace. This latest development 
ouly increases the opportunity of the 
president, with the assistance already 
assured him from Berlin, to lead nen- 
tral powers in assisting peace negotia- 
tions by concerted moral suasion 
rather than by any act savoring of in- 
tervention or mediation.” 


STRUGGLE IS HOPELESS 


Opinion Expressed to Czar by 
Influential Advisors 

St. Petersburg, June 7.—Beyond the 
statement that the advisability of cou- 
fiding the opening of peace negotiations 
to President Roosevelt in the event that 
the czar shall have decided that the 
time has arrived to indicate to Japan 
Russia's desire to end the struggle was 
presented in a favorable light, no defi- 
nite announcement can be made regard- 
ing the result of Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff’s audience with the czar on 
the subject of Count Cassini's dis- 
patch communicating the president's 
practical tender of good offices. 

It can, however, be stated in addl- 
tion that Grand Duke Alexander 
Michaelovitch, the emperor's brother- 
in-law, who undoubtedly exercises a 
greater personal influence with the 
czar than any other wember of the in:- 
perial family, and who, until! the disas- 
ter to the Ruasian fleet, was the most 
uncompromising advocate of war to 
the last ditch, has joined Grand Duke 
Vladimir, uncle of the czar, counselling 
the conclusion of peace. 

Grand Duke Vladimir, at a _ recent 
family council, while urging the .u- 
tility of continuing the struggle, stout- 
ly maintained that the loss of Man- 
ehuria and even a portion of eastern 
Siberia would not mean the ruin of 
Russia’s prestige, but that she could 


| continue to grow in influence and pow- 


er, just as Great Britain did after the 
loss of her American colonies. An- 
other important convert made by the 
advocates of peace is Admiral Alexteff. 
With Michaelovitch, Vladimir and 
Alexieff on the side of peace, the back- 
bone of what has been denominated the 
war party seems to have been broken. 
Nevertheless, the final word rests 
with the czar himeelf.

was made whether he woukt pe re- 
quired to put to sea within 24 hours 
after taking on coal and provisions 
sufficient to take them to the nearest 
port; that up to this time only enough 
coal and sufficient food supplies for use 
in harbor to last from day to day had 
been given, as they arrived in Manila 
with practically no coal or provisions. 
Hovernor Wright submitted the ques¢ 
tion as to whether they were entitled 
to take on coal and provisions to carry 
them to the nearest port. 

Governor Wright was advised that 
the president directed that the 24-hour

St. Petersburg, June 7—A communl- 
cation from Moscow signed “A Simple 
Peasant,” which was printed ina news- 
paper here, says: “Instead of calling 
a zemsky sobor let the emperor send 
the sainted image of the Iberian Mother 
of God at the Moscow gate to General 
Linevitch and assure the final defeat 
of the Japanese.” 


Peace Sentiment Prevaiied 

Moscow, June 7.—The aill-Russian 
zemstvo congress met here, notwith- 
standing government prohibition, and 
resolyed with practical unanimity tc 
demand the convocation of a zemaky 
sobor, and the submission to it of tbe 
question of peace or war. Practically 
all the delegates are in favor of peace. 


Linevitch Would Prosecute War 

Godzyadan!i, Manchuria, June 
Undismayed by Rojestvensky's defeat 
and full of confidence as to the outcome 
of the approaching battle, Generai 
Linevitch says that he is for war to the 
bitter end, and he believes that the 
Manchurian army is now strong enough 
to assume the aggressive.

Paris, June 7.—The resignation of 
M. Deleasse has caused much uneasi- 
ness in parliamentary quarters, where 
a pessimistic view prevails concernirg 
the relations between France and Ger- 
many. Some deputies declare that a 
situation involving the possibilities of 
war has been narrowly averted end 
that it will be difficult even now to 
reconcile the differences already cre- 
ated. Premier Rouvier has appealed 
to the deputies not to press their ir- 
terpellations regarding Morocco. 

Chadwick Records In Court 

Cincinnati, June 7.—The transcript 
of the records in the case of Cassie L, 
Chadwick, whose sentence of 10 yours 
in the Ohio penitentiary for conspiracy 
to defraud was stayed pending the 
hearing of the appeal, has been filed 
in the United States court of appeals 
in this city. The document comprises 
563 typewritten pages. The case will 
be the first taken up at the October 
term of court.

State Highway Cobsiedion and the} The New Battleships to be Built 


New Law. 


The state highway commission is 
about to send out another circular 
letter explaining its position in regard 
to the new law that allows cities and 
towns to make new rules regarding the 
speeding of automobiles in their com- 
munities, Some time ago the com- 
mission sent out a letter calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the rules fomerly 
in force would become operative after 
June 3. This was taken by many city 
and town officials as an order to them 
to adopt new orders. As the com- 
mission is to post whatever rules a city 
or town may adopt, it ran in the 
circular a picture of a sign board that 
it approved. As this told of a rate of 
speed not exceeding ten miles an hour 
many cities and town have adopted 
that limit seeming to believe that it 
was the wish of the commission. 

The Massachusetts Highway Commis- 
sion considers that the speed regula- 
tions of the commonwealth are amply 
sufficient except in special cases, and it 
therefore does uot wish to be consid- 
ered as urging the passage of special 
regulations by the cities and towns. 

All special regulations passed prior to 
June 3d, 1905, are now void. 

Now if any community wants to 
adopt special regulations they must 
after taking the necessary action adver- 
tize them in some paper published in 
their community or in their county 
if none is published in their town. 
If within 15 days no objection is 
made the highway commission will 
post a proper sign on the highway re- 
ferred to in the regulation at the ex- 
pense of the state. If, however, any 
one cares to object the highway com- 
mission must give a public hearing in 
the community and its decision is final. 

From the tone of the circular about 
to be sent out it is apparent that the 
board will not countenance a less rate 
of speed on the ordinary highway than 
ten or 15 miles according to whether it 
is a city or country district. Of course 
this ruling of the board that all regula- 
tions passed previous to June 3d are 
inoperative have not been tested. They 
have not taken that position at the sug- 
gestion of the attorney general even. 
It is their own interpretation of the 
statute, and a test case in court might 
change it. 

Meanwhile the new law requiring 
clerks of the different courts to send 
copies of records of cases of overspeed- 
ing to be sent tothe highway commis- 
sion is commencing to make work for 
the clerks in the office of the board. 
Besides filing away each return a card 
catalogue is being kept so that if a man 
is arrested more than once the whole 
data of facts may be kept together on 
ene card, Already quite a bunch of 
cards has accumulated, and a perusal of 
then seems to show concerted motive on 
the part of automobolists brought before 
the courts to plead nolo contendre, pay 
a fine and go away. In case of subse- 
quent arrest this will leave the record 
clear as to be convicted. It is under- 
stood that the argument is that the man 
arrested says he is too busy to bother to 
contest the matter in court, and wants 
to make that plea, and get away. Yet 
when he is confronted with a number of 
these records, they will not show guilt, 
or even that he admitted that he was 
guilty. 


Verdict Against Priest. 


A verdict against Fr. T. J. Danahy 
of Newton, formerly of Quincy, was 
rendered in the Superior court on Tues- 
day in the case of Jolin T. and James 
M. Fitzgerald, undertakers of Wellesley, 
to whom the jury awarded $500, 

The suit was for $5,000, the plaintiffs 
alleging that Fr. Danahy had made 
statements in his church which tended 
to injure them in their business as 
undertakers.

The United States battleships South 
Carolina and Michigan, plans for which 
are now being perfected by the Bureau 
of Construction in Washington, will be 
the greatest war vessels of the battle- 
ship type that any nation has yet built, 
says a Washington dispatch to the Bos- 
ton Transcript. Paul Morton, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, when in New York 
recently, said that these plans were 
well under way and the innovations will 
be radical departures in a great many 
ways from the types of battleships now 
completed or on the ways. 

Mr. Morton said that the batteries of 
the new ships will be among the most 
powerful afloat and that the vessels will 
be unusually heavily armored. The 
adding of a third screw, which will of 
course call for the addition of another 
engine, is reported to have been 
definitely decided apon by the Bureau 
of Construction. Aaother innovation 
under consideration is in the utiliza- 
tion of 12 and 10-inch guns as a com- 
plete battery. 

In tonnage the ships will about equal 
the splended new British vessels of the 
King Edward VII. and Africa class. 
Those vessels displace between sixteen 
thousand and seventeen thousand tons 
and are about 425 feet long. They 
carry four 12-inch, four 9.2-inch, ten 
6-inch and twenty-eight smaller guns. 
As the South Carolina and the 
Michigan, if the 12-inch and 10-inch 
plan is adhered to, will carry at least 
eight of the latter guns, the new war- 
ships would be a great deal more 
powerful than the King Edward VII. 
and Africa type.

Report of Quincy Associa- 
tion for the Year. 


Issued by President and 
General Secretary. 


Work Varied and Far Reaching— 
All Wards Interested. 


—__—_ 


R. D. Chase, the president, and Ernest 
G. Gay, general secretary, have issued 
the following condensed report of the 
Quincy Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation, and its friends will be pleased at 
the success of the past year. The work 
is more varied than many suppose. 

Report of the Young Men Christian 
Association of Quincy for year ending 
April 30, 1905, is condensed below from 
department reports presented at the 
annual meeting held May 27, 1005. 

The year just closed has been the 
most important to this work of any 
since the Association's organization 
thirteen years ago. 

A permanent home, complete in 
equipment, and beautifully appointed 
has become an accomplished fact for 
the young men and boys of this city. 

On June 28, after a long, and earnest 
canvass for funds careful deliberation, 
and prayer for divine guidance, it was 
voted to begin building operations. 
Ground was broken on the Fourth of 
July. The corner stone was laid by 
Governor John L Bates, with appropri- 
ate exercises on September 29.° The 
gymnasium was occupied December 20. 
The first dormitory was uceupied Feb- 
ruary 27 of this year. The first Direc- 
tors’ meeting in the new building was 
held on February 21. The main part of 
the plant was open to the public, April 
25, although not fully completed until 
two weeks later. 

By the above it will be seen that a 
four months’ work has eon done, in 
the gymnasium, in addition to the edu- 
cational work, commenced two months 
earlier. 

The work under various hindrances, 
for instance that of the educational de- 
partment, in hired rooms,—has been 
successful beyond expectation, and all 
other lines of work undertaken during 
the few months in the incomplete 
building give every reason to believe 
that this work bas a great future. It 
is earnestly hoped that persons of 
large means will soon realize this and 
early come to the support of the move- 
ment fully and heartily. 

Merited appreciation of the Women’s 
Auxiliary is felt for their great fidelity 
and substantial financial help. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

The present membership is as follows: 
Sustaining, 25 
Fall, 80 
Limited, 70 
Boys, 64 


Total, 239 

‘These all joined before the building 
was completed. Sixty took educational 
class work, 150 gymnasium privileges. 
Every ward in the city is represented. 
There are sixteen nationalities and 10 
religious denominations. Ages range 
from 12 to 60 years. Average age of 
seniors is 22 years. 


SOCIAL AND ENTERTAINMENT. 


Owing to the building being incom- 
plete the social work was confined to 
the hospitable bearing of the employed 
officials and the general social atmos- 
phere of the place. One entertainment 
was held, a mock trial, netting a round 
sum for the building fund. 


EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT, 


A reading room was established early 
after occupying the gymnasium, where 
daily papers were installed, Twenty- 
five regular periodicals are now on file, 
among them are such technical ones as 
Marine Engineering, American Machin- 
ist, Motor Age, Rudder and Granite. 

Class work was inaugorated in the 
‘*Old Court Room,’’ November first. 
The enrollment’was as follows:

The average attendance was re- 
markably good being above eighty-two 


per cent. for the four classes the entire 


Ys When it is considered that this 
standard was attained in an unattractive 


bired hall with no other privileges to 
offer, all paying’a tuition fee averaging 
$5.00 in addition to their membership 
fee of $2.00, some idea of the need may 
be seen and the future of the school 
estimated. 


PHYSICAL DEPARTMENT.

BOYS’ WORK. 

There are 53 Juniors, and 11 Inter- 
mediates, The gymnasium has neces- 
sarily been the strongest feature. Bible 
class work was attempted with 20 boys 
enrolled. Six boys attended the State 
Conference in March, and five spent 
two wecks at Camp Durrell last summer. 


RELIGIOUS WORK. 


Much of this work is incapable of 
tabulation. Much help has already 
been given to many young men. Sun- 
day afternoon meetings were begun in 
February. Nine were held in the 
gymnasium averaging 101 in attendance. 
Good music and strong speakers char- 
acterized them all. 

Shop meetings at the Fore River Ship- 
yard held weekly at noon for 21 weeks 
averaging 333 men (estimated.) The 
Association has recognized the value 
and needs of the State, International and 
Foreign work, by contributing to their 
support. 5 See 
FINANCIAL.

Special attention is called to the 
Treasurer’s repert. It will be seen that 
nearly $2000 was raised from member- 
ship fees, rentals and other natural re- 
turns from the work, no money was 
solicited outside the board of directors. 
Expenses were wholly offset and a small 
balance is shown. 

The Finance Committee take this oc- 
casion to solicit financial aid of friends 
for the year now entered upon. Some 
$3000 will be required in addition to 
membership fees and returns from 
work, 

In rendering this report to the con- 
tributors and the community in general 
we desire to acknowledge with thank- 
fulness the guiding hand of God during 
the whole year, and to look to Him, 
whose work this is, for future success 
in bringing young men and boys toa 
fuller knowledge and recognition of 
Him,—which means a better manhood 
for themselves.

Norway Declares Herself Free 
From Rule of Oscar 


DISSOLUTION OF UNION 


A Young Bernadotte Prince Is 


Wanted to Occupy Thronc-- 


Trouble Arose Over Maintain- 
ance of Separate Consulships 


Christiania, Norway, June 8.—The 
storthing has declared the union be- 
tween Norway and Sweden under one 
king to be dissolved, and that the king 
has ceased to act as king of Norway. 
The storthing further empowered the 
present state council to act as a goy- 
ernment of Norway until further no- 
tice and to exercise the power hereto- 
fore appertaining to the king. 

An address to the king was adopted, 
declaring that no ill-feeling was enter- 


tained against him, his dynasty or the 
Swedish nation, and asking his majes- 
ty to co-operate in the selection of a 
young prince of the house of Bernadotte 
to occupy the throne of Norway. 

The Norwegians maintain that the 
king, by not revoking his veto of tne 
law for separate consular representa- 
tion, and partly also by his absence 
from Norway, has suspended his rights 
and duties as King of Norway. 

One of the causes for the desire in 
Sweden and Norway for separate con- 
sular systems was the fact that Swedeu 
is protectionist and Norway is for free 
trade and also because of Norway's ex- 
tensive sea trade and other divergencies 
of commercial interests. 


By the treaty of Kiel, Jan. 14, 1814, 
Norway was ceded to the King of 
Sweden by the King of Denmark, but 
the Norwegian people did not recognize 


i 


this cession and declared themselves | 


independent. A constituent assembly 
adopted on May 17, 1814, a constitu- 
tion and elected the Danish Prince 
Christian Frederick to be King of Nor- 
way. 

The Swedish troops, however, en- 
tered Norway, and, the foreign powers 
refusing to recognize the new king, 
the parties concluded on Aug. 14 a con- 
vention by which the independence of 
Norway in union with Sweden was pro- 
claimed. An extraordinary storthing 
was then convoked and adopted the 
modifications in the constitution made 
necessary by the union of Sweden and 
then elected King Charles XIII King 
of Norway Nov. 4, 1814. 

The following year a charter was 
promulgated establishing new funda- 
mental laws on the terms that tke 
union of the two kingdoms be indis- 
soluble and irreyocable, without preju- 
dice, however, to the separate govern- 
ment constitution and code of laws of 
either Sweden or Norway. 

The founder of the house of Berna- 
dotte was Jean Baptiste Jules Berna- 
dotte, a field marshal of Napoleon I, 
who became minister of war in 1799, 
served with distinction at Austerlitz in 
1805, was elected Crown Prince of Swe- 
den in 1810, commanded the army of 
the north against Napoleon in 1813, and 
as Obarles XIV, became King of Swe- 
den and Norway in 1818. He died in 
1844. He was succeeded by his only 
son, Oscar I, who married Josephine, a 
daughter of Eugene Beauharnais, for- 
merly viceroy of Italy. Oscar I died 
in 1859 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son, Charles XV. The latter died in 
1872 and the crown descended to his 
brother, Oscar II, who yesterday was 
declared by the storthing to have 
ceased to act as King of Norway. 

The younger sons of the house of 
Bernadotte have borne the title of 
Prince of Sweden and Norway. Oscar 
II has four sons—Gustave, the crown 
prince, who acted as regent; Prince 
Oscar, Prince Carl and Prince Eugen:. 
Gustave was born in 1858, is married 
and has three sons; Prince Oscar was 


| born in 1859, renounced his succession 


to the throne and married in 1888 Ebba 
Munck; Prince Carl was born in 1861, 
and married in 1897 Princess Ingoberg, 
daughter of Crowr Prince Frederick 
of Denmark. Prince Eugene was born 
in 1865 and is not married, 

The eldest son of the Swedish crown 
prince, Prince Gustavus Adolphus (born 
in 1882), is betrothed to the eldest 
daughter of the Duke of Connaught, 
Princess Margaret Victoria (born in 
1882). They are to be married in Eng- 
land on June 17. 

Prince Waldemar, youngest son of 
the King of Denmark, was born Oct. 
27, 1858, and was married Oct. 22, 1885, 
to Princess Marie of Orleans, eldest 
daughter of the Duke of Chartres. 
They have four sons and one daughter.

The United States engineer’s office in 
Boston is receiving bids which are to 
be opened at noon time on June 26th 
for dredging in Town and Weymouth 
Fore rivers, 

In Town river the work required is to 
dredge the channel to a width of 100 
feet and to a depth of four feet at mean 
low water, extending from off Point 
Holes to the stone wharf, near the 
electric light station, at Quincy, a dis- 
tance of about 4,800 feet. Except the 
northerly 50 feet of the channel, extend- 
ing for a distance of 1,500 feet above 
Point Holes and the northerly 50 feet 
of the channel for the upper 1,000 feet, 
the work will all be redredging. 

The government will expend $17,750 
on the work, the amount to be done to 
be figured out approximately from the 
price fixed by the successful bidder. 

In the Weymouth Fore River im- 
provement the government will spend 
$4,500 on the same basis. In each case 
the government reserves the right to in- 
crease or decrease the amount 10 per 
cent. 

The work here is to redredge toa 
depth of six feet at mean low water 
andto widths varying from 50 to 80 
feet, the channel extending from the 
lower end of Richards’ wharf to a point 
900 feet above Braintree bridge, a total 
distance of about 2,400 feet. 

To dredge to the same depth, so far 
as the balance of the funds will permit, 
a cut about 25 feet wide, from the up- 
perend of Richards’ wharf a distance 
of about 1,650 feet down river. 

In the work of redredging both 
streams it is believed that the material 
to be removed consists of soft mud,and 
in the 25 foot cut of Weymouth river of 
mud and sand; but each bidder must 
examine for himself, as the United 
States does not guarantee the character 
of the material and no allowance will 
be made for misunderstanding as to its 
character. 

The successful bidder is to be re- 
quired to furnish a bond to the amount 
of 80 per cent. of the contract within 
10 days. He must be prepared to com- 
mence work within 30 days and to com- 
plete it by May 31, 1906. Unless 
extraordinary and unforeseeable condi- 
tions supervene the time allowed for 
the work is believed to be sufficient for 
@ contractor having the necessary 
plant, capital and experience. If the 
work is not completed by the date set 
the engineer officer in charge may, with 
the prior sanction of the chief of 
engineers, waive the time limit and 
permit the contractor to finish the work 
within a reasonable period to be deter- 
mined by the engineer in charge, 

The decision of this engineer in 
charge as to quality and quantity is to 
be final. 

Payments are to be made monthly 
when the work is satisfactory and 
accepted. At each payment ten per 
cent, is to be deducted and retained 
until the satisfactory completion of the 
work, 

The contractor will be required to 
hold the United States harmless against 
all claims. 

An inspector, paid by the United 
States, is to be employed under the 
direction of the engineer officer in 
charge, to see that the requirements of 
the specifications are complied with, 
and to place and keep the ranges and 
gauges in proper position and order, 
but the presence of an inspector will 
not relieve the contractor of any 
responsibility for the proper execution 
of the work. 

The work must be at all times direct- 
ly conducted either by the contractor 
in person or by a competent su perin- 
tendent fully empowered to act in the 
contractor's place, and who will 
promptly comply with all the require- 
ments of the engineer officer in charge, 

Navigation will not be obstracted 
more than is absolutely necessary. 

Work on Sundays and national holi- 
days will not be allowed except in case 
of extraordinary emergency, 

The contractor must obtain the depths 
prescribed over the entire areas. Pay- 
ments will be made for depth obtained 
six inches in excess of the prescribed 
depths bit not for any greater excess.

Long Principals of 
Quincy Schools, 


Both Valuable Teachers 
Loss is Regretted. 


Whose 


The Ledger has known for a few 
weeks that Quincy was to lose two of 
her best school principals, but by re- 
quest bas withheld the news. Miss 
Mary E. Dearborn of the Coddington, 
and Mr. Charles E. Finch of the Wol- 
laston and Massachusetts Fields schools 
have both resigned, much to the regret 
of the School Committee and the people 
of Quincy. 

The School Committee was in hopes 
to induce Miss Dearborn to withdraw 


ber resignation, but bave thus far 
been unsuccessful, while Mr. Finch 
goes to Rochester, N. Y., toa better 
position. 

Miss Dearborn came to Quincy in 
September, 1876, afew months after 


Col, Francis’ W. Parker became super- 
intendent of schools, and therefore com- 
pletes 29 years of service this month. 
Should the city adopt the proposed pen- 
sion for long service, she would by 
teaching one year more, be eligible for 
the benefits, 30 years being the usnal 
number of years required in other cit- 
ies. Miss Dearborn, however, does 
not think much of the pension plan in 
other cities which require the teacber 
to continue to reside in the city and be 
ready at all times to serve as substitute. 

Miss Dearborn’s position as principal 
or master of the Coddingten school in 
the heart of the city has been unique, 
but at the same time of marked success. 
She is the only woman principal in the 
Quincey publie schools, and it is an ex- 
ception in cities to have a woman at 
the head of grammar schools, especially 
like the Coddington with 400 to 500 
pupils. 

Quincy was not the only city, how- 
ever, that wanted her services, In 1591 
she was offered a position in Newton at 
a salary of $1,600 with a prospect of in- 
crease to $1,800 in the near future but 
she declined. 

Miss Dearborn has been 
with ‘‘the Quincy System’’ 
very birth; in fact, she has been a 
part of it. There is no one in this city 
today who knows the whole course from 
D primary to A grammar as she does. 
The Coddington schoo! is known in all 
educational circles from one ocean to 
the other, and with it has gone the 
name of its principal, they are one and 
inseparable. Such being the reputation 
of the school, the remarkable work 
done there, the successful character 
building, the unity of the teachers’ 
work, and the esteem of the public for 
the principal—the School Board, at a 
special meeting at the time, voted 
unanimously to offer Miss Dearborn 
$1,400 to remain in Quincy. 

The reception given to Miss Dear- 
born in honor of the completion of 25 
years of service is an event long to be 
remembered. It was held at Hotel 
Vendome, Boston, and largely attended.

Czar Willing to Consider the 
Subject of Peace 


NOW UP TO THE MIKADO 


Hope That He Will Meet Presi- 
dent Half Way In His Efforts 
to Assist In Bringing About an 
Early Peace 


Washington, June 9.—The czar of 
Russia has at last been heard from 
here and the result is not unfavorable 
to peace. In his recent audience with 
Mr. Meyer, the American ambassador, 
the czar indicated a Willingness to take 
under advisement the subject of peace 


and expressed a warm appreciation cf 
the friendly words of Meyer, speaking 
asthe personal envoy of the president. 

The reception of Meyer was chur- 
acterized by the greatest cordiality and 
friendliness, and the ambassador's 
ecablegram to the president giving a 
general account of the audience is of a 
distinctly hopeful tone. 

Mr. Meyer did not bring to the St. 
Petersburg government an offer of me- 
diation, but a “friendly offer of good 
will,” as it was described by Count 
Cassini, which apparently was gratify- 
ing to the czar. Further than this it 
is impossible to record the character of 
the cablegram. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese ministe~, 
called by appointment at the White 
House and speut half an hour with the 
president. He was still unable to give 
the president the slightest indicatton 
regarding Japan’s peace terms, but it 
is believed he was acquainted in a gen- 
ernl way with the hopeful tone of 
Meyer's dispatch and, with this as a 
lever, the hope is expressed here that 
the mikado will meet the president Lalf 
wuay In the earnest efforts he is making 
to assist in bringing about an early 
peace. 

Eurlier in the afternoon Buaroa 
Kaneko, the Japanese financial ad- 
viser, was received by the president, 
and discussed the whole situation for 
some time. Baron Kaneko last night 
said that Japan had not received di- 
rectly or indirectly any request from 
Russia for a statement of peace terms. 
It was intimated that Japan would be 
loath to give any such statement until 
convinced that Russia was prepared 
to take up the question of peace with 
the intention of enditig the war. 

Later in the afternoon British Am- 
bassador Durand saw the president 
and last night Gefman Ambassador 
Von Sternburg was at the White House 
for nearly an hour. None of the callers 
would discuss his visit. 

It is not expected that the situation 
will change radically in the next day 
or two. Until some indication comes 
from Japan of her attitude in the light 
of the spirit shown by the czar rhe 
negotiations can hardly be expected to 
progress. Meantime powerful, though 
friendly influence, is being brought to 
bear or Japan to be moderate in her 
demands. It has been pointed out that 
Japan and Russia must always be 
close neighbors and that if Japan 1s 
unreasonable now in her great triumph 
she might again be involved in war with 
Russia. What effect these repre- 
sentations may have on the mikado is 
of course only conjectural. 

Strong hopes were entertained here 
in the highest circles that Londor 
could be relied on for active assistance 
in couuselling moderation to Japan. 
These hopes have not yet been realized, 
although information has beeu received 
that Great Britain will weicotve peace. 
It is still hoped, however, that some 
assistance from that quarter may yet 
be forthcoming. Berlin and Paris are 
both giving loyal assistance to the ef- 
forts initiated in Washington and the 
result of Berlin’s activity is already 
being felt. 

Further instructions have been sent 
Ambassador Meyer at St. Petersburg, 
but their character is not known. 

Count Cassini called at the French 
embassy yesterday, where he Lai? a 
long talk on the situation with Am- 
bassador Jusserané, The Russian am- 
bassador has not yet made an appoint- 
meat with the president and it is im- 
possible to obtain any information re- 
garding the cablegrams that hare 
reached the embassy from St. Peters 
burg in the last 24 hours.

NEW FLAG HUISTED 


Norwegian Government New 
Running on Its’ Own Hook 
Christiania, June 9.—The council of

ment in the hands of the council of 
state, is proceeding with the reorganiza- 
tion of the government in the manner 
indicated in the program which kad 
been more or less prepared before the 
final step was taken by which the 
peaceful revolution was accon.plished. 

The department of national defense 
has issued @ decree to the army, ac- 
quainting it with the resoluticn of the 
storthing, and the resumption of yoy- 
ernment by the council of state, and 
intimating that the army must compiy 
with the new conditions, rendering al- 
legiance to those now conducting tke 
government.

Copenhagen, June 9.—It is reported 
that the Norwegian government, in 
view of King Oscar's apparently defi- 
nite refusal to consider the offer of 
the storthing ‘to place a prince of the 
house of Bernadotte on the throne, is 
privately inquiring of the Danish royal 
family if an offer of the throne would 
be received by a member of it. ‘The 
general opinion expressed here is that 
such an offer would be refused. 


Submarine and Fourteen Lives Lost 

Plymouth, Eng., June 9.—Submarine 
boat “A-8” wus lost off the breakwater 
here. She had on board 18 officers ard 
men, including her regular crew and 
men who were in training. Fourteen 
of the number were drowned and the 
others were picked up. One of the sur- 
vivors said he was unable to explain 
the cause of the accident to the “A-8.” 
She suddenly dipped while her hatches 
Were open and the boat immediately 
filled and sank.

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THE TOMBSTONE..CENSOR. 


He Sees That No Unseemly Inscrip- 


tion Mars the Cemetery. 

A tombstone censor is employed by 
most large cemeteries. It is the du‘y 
of this man to see that nothing unseem- 
ly in the way of a tombstone is put up. 

A young engineer in a Norristown 
mill was killed by the explosion of a 
boiler, and the family of this young 
man, believing that the mill owners 
had known all along that the boiler 
was defective, actually had carved on 
the tombstone the sentence, “Murdered 
by his masters.” The témbstone cen- 
sor, of course, refused to sanction such 
an epitaph. ¥ 

On the death of a certain noted prize 
fighter the surviving brother of the 
man wanted to put in a glass case be- 
side the grave a championship belt, 
four medals, a pair of gloves and other 
trophies of the ring. But the censor’s 
negative was firm. 

A widow who believed that the phy- 
sician was responsible for her hus- 
band’s death wished to put on the 
tomb, “He employed a eheap doctor,” 
but the tombstone censor showed her 
that such an inscription would lay her 
open to heavy damages for libel. 

‘Atheists sometimes direct in their 
wills that shocking blasphemies be 
carved on their monuments. The cen- 
sor, however, sees to it that these blas- 
phemies do not disfigure the cemetery. 
—Philadelphia Bulletin. 


UNCANNY EYES. 


Some of the Queer Things Brought 
Up In Deep Sea Soundings. 

They caught one fish far down in the 
Caribbean that had no eyes at all nor 
any places for eyes, but long antennae 
ran out from its nose by which it felt 
its way and found its food. In the 
next haul was a fish with two convex 
lenses in place of eyes. These lenses 
were. highly polished or burnished. 
They were of a golden hue, and they 
gleamed in the sunlight like Jewels. An- 
other fish, a big fellow, had eyes which 
grew on stems or stalks that stuck out 
six inches from its head. Then came 
one with an eye that grew on a long 
stem like a lily stem, quite eighteen 
inches from the nose, and the professor 
said that it was an eye made for pok- 
ing itself into other fishes’ business. 
The stem was flexible and waved back- 
ward and forward or bent with its own 
weight, and sometimes the fish traveled 
with the eye doubled under it about the 
middle of its body or trailing in the 
sand or mud. 

Some of the eyes when put into sea 
water in the dark shone like lanterns. 
Others of the fishes had brilliant spots 
along their sides that emitted a ghostly 
radiance, and they seemed to have 
lighted portholes or windows like a 
slender steamer rushing through the 
seas after night.—St. Nicholas. 


PEWS IN CHURCHES. 


At First They Were Allowed Only as 
Personal Favors. 

Private pews, first allowed as person- 
al favors, appeared in churches in the 
reign of Hezry VIII. In spite of the 
stout opposition of Sir Thomas More 
and others they gained ground under 
Elizabeth and Charles I. and after the 
restoration came into increased favor 
and use among well to do citizens who 
claimed and enjoyed— 

*** the Sunday due 
Of slumbering in an upper pew. 

Swift humorously described how one 
was appropriately made out of a large 
wooden bedstead, and in early Geor- 
gian times pews were to be found fur- 
nished with sofas and tables and pro- 
vided with fireplaces. 

Bishop Eden states that in one case a 
livery servant entered the pew of his 
master between prayers and serman 
with sherry and light refreshments. 

Thickly curtained or highly partition- 
ed box pews were so numerous in some 
churches at one time that the poor were 
practically excluded or thrust back into 
comfortless sittings in the coldest and 
darkest parts of the church, where they 
could hear little of the service.—Lon- 
don Telegraph.

Paul Morton Made Chairman 
of Board of Directors 


HIGH OFFICIALS RESIGN 


Hyde Disposes of Stock to In- 
terests Led by Thomas Ryan, 
Who ls Closely Identified With 
Railway Interests--Reforms In 
Organization Promised 


New York, June 10.—Pau!l Morton. 
who retires from the secretaryship ef 
the navy on July 1, has been elected 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society. 
His election marks the first and most 


important step in the reorganization 
of the society and was followed by the 
tender of the resignations of Presi- 
dent Alexander, Vice President Hyde, 
Second Vice President Tarbell, Third 
Vice President Wilson and Fourth 
Vice President McIntyre. 

The new chairman, to quote Sena 
tor Depew, did not consent to take 
oftice until he had received positive 
assurances that he would have a “free 
hand as to measures and men.” Mr. 
Hyde has “divested” himself of the 
majority control, but as made clear in 
a letter to the board, retains a sub- 
stantial interest in the society. 

All of the resignations submitted to 


the meeting are subject to the pleasure | 


of Chairman Morton, and none has yet 
been accepted. Just what action Mor- 
ton will take as to these resignations is 
not disclosed, but it is strongly iuti- 
mated that Alexander, Tarbell, Wilson 
and Meclntyre retired with the belief 


| that their executive relations witb ike 


Equitable had ended. 

The interests to which Hyde dis- 
posed of his stock number some two 
score individuals, led by Thomas F. 
Ryan, vice president of the Morton 
Trust company, which has close rela- 
tions with the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, one of the Equitable 
ciety’s principal rivals. The price paid 
for the Hyde estate stock, which is to 
be trusteed practically in perpetuity, 


S0- 


| was not disclosed, but estimates vary 


from $3,500,000 to $5,000,000. 

In addition to the 502 shares held by 
the Hyde estate, which includes the 
widow of Henry H. Hyde, founder of 
the society, and his daughter, Vice 
President Hyde is said to hold between 
160 and 170 shares, and it is 
holdings Mr. Untermyer refers to as 
the “substantia! interests” which his 
client retains. Untermyer hus, since 
the beginning of the Equitable contro- 
versy, acted us Hyde's counsel. 

The men requested to hold the ma- 
jority stock by Mr. Ryan are former 
President Grover Cleveland, George

of this district. 

Mr. Ryan is the acknowledged head 
of the Metropolitan Traction com- 
panies and only a fortnight ago in-

interest as the operating chief of tre 
New York City Railway company 

, The selection of Morton, in the opin- 
ion of those who have followed events, 
is in the nature of a compromise and 
a victory for the Hyde faction. Ih 
any event, the outcome was seemingly 
a surprise to some of the members of 
the so-called Alexander forces. 

Mr. Morton's election is believed to 
mean the solution of the controversy 
which began between the Hyde and 
Alexander factions in the Equitsble 
society some six months ago. There 
were charges of irregularities ard 
gross extravagances on both sides, the 
fight at times waging with such bitter- 


ness as to threaten the welfare of the | 


institution, which numbers some 600,- 
000 policyholders, with assets in ex- 
cess of $400,000,000 and a surplus esti- 
mated at $80,000,000. 

Chief among the charges preferred 
by Hyde was that Alexander, as a 
trustee of the Hyde stock, was desirous 
of wresting control from the estate. 
On the other hand it was charged by 


Alexander that Hyde and his friends | 


were conducting the affairs of the so- 
ciety without regard for the welfare 
of the policyholders, 

There were also charges of “syndi- 
cate operations” made by Alexander 
against Hyde and some of his asso- 
ciates on the board of directors of the 
Equitable and in reply to this Hyde 
stated that Alexander had participated 
in thq operations. 

As a result of these revelations an 
investigating committee was formed in 
the Equitable directorate, headed by 
H. C. Frick. The committee pre- 
sented a voluminous report which 
criticised practically all the leading ex- 
ecutive officers of the society. Tho re- 
port was rdjected, whereupon Frick 
and his associates on the committee, 
with the exception of Brayton Ives, re- 
signed from the directorate, as did also 
half a dozen others. 

The proposition to elect a chairman 
of the board of directors with plenary 
power to organize the society in all its 
branches was then determined upon 
and resolutions were adopted calling 
for a\complete change of policy in the 
executive and financial departments 
Morton's selection under the conditions 
named will effect these reforms. ’ 

In financial and railway circles ip-} 
terest will doubtless be excited i 
ton’s election because of his close re 
tions with the Ryan interests. In in.

The County Commissioners gave a 
hearing at the Probate court room at 
9 o’clock, this morning, on the petition 
of Mayor Thompson to change the 
decree for the new Atlantic bridge.

BIRTHPLACEOF PRESIDENTS. 


Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters af the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

Birthplace oi John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams etreet, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. <A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the Gity of Quincy on Adams Academy to 


mark the place where the house stood in which | 


the patciot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Deciaration of Independence, was born. 
MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
im memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Fiymoath Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tam. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
Sohn Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old siceper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Noponset river. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 


First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are 8 a.M.to!2m.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE.

Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born.

Trunkful of Practicalities.

Four Post Bedsteads, 

The old fashioned four post bed ap- 
pears to be coming back into favor, 
and amateurs are turning their atten- 
tion to its decoration. Painting, carv- 
ing, fancy basket work and embrold- 
ery are all employed. If the bedspread 


| does not fall low at the sides a length 


of linen with a deep fall of lace is tied 
on at the corners. This has a very 
good effect on any bed and is easily 
and inexpensively done. Crochet ts 
much in vogue now for the trimming 
of tea, toilet and sideboard cloths as 
well as for nightdress cases, pincush- 
fons and the ends of bolsters. 


Toothbrushes. 

The care of toothbrushes is not suf- 
ficiently observed. In our houses they 
stand in their cups or hang on their 
racks above the toilet bowls, absorbing 
any disease germs that may be floating 


about. They should be washed fre- 
quently—at least twice a week—in 
some antiseptic solution, strong salt 


and water or bicarbonate of sodium 
and water being two good and readily 
provided cleaners. Tooth washes and 
pastes should also be kept carefully 
covered. 

The Hood Bath Robe. 

A yaluable garment for the baby is 
the hood bath robe. It is made of eider- 
down, long enough to cover the body 
entirely, and its chief point of excel- 
lence is the hood. This covers and dries 
the wet little head as soon as the baby 
comes out of the tub, and no drafts 
have a chance to give an infant ca- 
tarrh by striking its damp hair. The 
edges of the robe and hood are bound 
with washable ribbon, preferably in 
pink and blue. 


An Effective Bleach. 

Chloride of lime is an effective 
bleach. The only difficulty lies In its 
application by one not knowing its cor- 
rosive properties. On nearly all cans 
of chloride of lime there is a recipe for 
making what is called javelle water. 
This is a bleach and if made and used 
according to directions it will remove 
spots and will also bleach yellowed 
linen as well as that only partly bleach- 
ed. 


Painted Toys. 

Do not buy painted wooden toys for 
the bairns, says an authority. During 
our early years of life we closely re- 
semble the lower animals in bringing 
everything to the test of taste. Some 
toy manufacturers state that the colors 
they use are harmless, but without 
questioning their veracity one may say 
that the insides of little children can 
very well dispense with paint. 


Soiled Clothes Barrel. 
Where soiled clothes have to be kept 
in the bathroom, as in crowded flat 


j houses this must be, a small barrel 


painted inside and out, with holes in 
the sides for ventilation, is better than 
a hamper—that Is to say, it is better 
for the people in the house and just as 
good for the clothes.

Wrinkles and creases should always 
be massaged in the opposite direction— 
that Is, upward and outward. It fs 
well to learn the anatomy of the face 
before attempting to erase wrinkles.

ANOTHER WOLLASTON DISASTER, 


Locomotive Explodes and House Is 
Bombar 


Miraculous Escapes From Death--One Brake 


man Seriously {njured. 


Both Tracks Blocked 


and Trains Unable to 


Pass for Several Hours. 


A loud explosion followed by the 
crackling of breaking wood and the 
smashing of glass startled the residents 
of Wollaston at 5,45 Saturday night. 
People who looked in that direction 
saw the air full of flying timbers and a 
dense cloud of steam. That an acci- 
dent of some nature had occurred was 
evident and a crowd was soon hurrying 
toward the Tublar Rivet works from 
which direction the explosion came. 

The first thing that caught the eye 
was an overturned freight car and 
quantities of debris scattered along 
Newport avenue. Then a dismantled 
locomotive covered with white asbestos 
dust, derailed cars anda badly torn 
road bed, Locomotive 635 attached to 
a freight train of eighteen cars had 
blown up, and made a bad wreck. 

The news of the wreck flew fast, and 
as it flew something was added to it, 
so that the first stories that reached 
the city proper were that many had 
been killed. Fortunately, however, 
while the accident wasa bad one no 
one was killed and bat ons person 
seriously injured. He was the brake- 
map, John C. McKay of 587 Seventh 
street, South Boston. His injaries 
consisted of fractured ribs, and possi- 
bly internal injuries. He was quickly 
removed to the City Hospital in the 
Police ambulance. 

It was an inward freight and the 
engine had reached a point just north 
of the Wollaston freight depot when 
without avy warning the locomotive ex- 
ploded with a loud report sending a 
shower of steam and broken and twist- 
ed iron flying through the air. 

Directly west, on a siding, were 
several freight cars, one of which re- 
ceived the brunt of the explosion. This 
‘car was overturned, the trucks being 
left standing on the rails. The top of 
the car was smashed into kindling wood 
and the pieces of the debris scattered 
over a large area. A piece of timber 
four feet long was carried across the 
street through a window in a house at 
241 and 243 Newport avenue occupied 
on the lower floor by J. W. Thompson 
and on the upper floor by Robert Bliss. 

The timber carried away the entire

sash and after smashing things general- 
ly in the house buried itself in the wall 
on the opposite side of the room. 
When the explosion came Mrs. Bliss 
stood at the head of the stairs, and the 
shock was so severe that she fell the 
whole length of the stairs. While not 
severely injured the shock to her sys- 
tem was a severe one and she was cared 
for by a physician who had been sum- 
moned. 

In the next house, occupied by J. W. 
Newcomb, the windows were also 
smashed as they also were in the houses 
of Mrs. Field, James McLeod and T. 
H. Adams. One piece of iron sailed 
over the houses and landed at the feet 
of Miss Howard, who was seated on the 
lawn. It was a close call for her and it 
was somewhat remarkable that she 
should have escaped injury. 

Doctors Johnson aad 
quickly on the scene and 
to the injured, 
responded. 

The force of the explosion lifted the 
locomotive from tbe iron and it ran 
along for a distance of 700 yards before 
the train finally came toastop. The 
bolts on the fish plates were cut off as 
clean as though done with a chisel and 
the roadbed was torn up and the rails 
twisted outof shape. Just before the 
train came to a stop, two of the freight 
cars left the iron and were dragged 
along the roadbed and when stopped 
they were so near the rails of the out- 
ward track as to completely block that 
as well-as the inward rail. 

In the cab when the explosion took 
place were Engineer George Williams 
and Fireman Fred Noble. The fireman 
was in the act of shovelling coal into 
his furnace and with the engineer was 
thrown to the floor of the cab. This 
probably saved them from being killed 
for while they were enveloped with 
steam they escaped with a severe shak- 
ing up. The force of the explosion 
seems to have been upward and side- 
ways, for although the top of the cab 
was smashed, none of the flying iron 
seems to have entered the cab. 

As soon as the train came toa stop 
the fireman seized a red flag and ran 
toward Norfolk Downs to stop an ex- 
press train that was approaching. But 
for this, a further horror with great 
joss of life might have resulted. 

Ontop of a car just back of the 
locomotive was Brakeman McKay. The

force of the explosion threw him off|¢ 


the car to the ground with such force 
as to fracture his ribs and possibly in- 
jure him internally. Conductor George 
E, Orcutt and the engineer rushed to 
his assistance and rendered what aid 
was possible before the doctors and the 
police ambulance arrived. 


Engineer Williams says that he shut 
off steam just after passing the Wol- 
laston station and was runoing about 
fifteen miles an hour when the ex- 
plosion came. Plate No. 2 was blown 
out entirely, pieces of the plate being 
carried several bundred yards. One 
piece weighing several hundred pounds 
landing near the Tubular Rivet build- 
ing. 

It is somewhat singular that the 
accident should have happened but 
few hundred yards south from the 
scene of the disaster to the Silver lake 
excursion train of Oct. 8, 1878, when so 
many persons lost their lives. 

Coming at the hour which it did 
when there is a great outward rush 
from Boston, passengers for points 
south of Wollaston experienced con- 
siderable delay in arriving home, 
Nearly all of the Quincy passengers left 
the train at Atlantic and finished their 
journey on the electrics. The street 
railway sent down a large number of 
extra cars and hundreds completed 
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their homeward this! 
method. 

There was along string of trains both 
porth and south of the wreck, and it 
was a long time before the wrecker was 
able to reach the scene. All trains were 
sent round through West Quincy to 
Braintree on a single track. 

It was nearly 8 o'clock before the 
wrecker arrived, and work cleaning up 
the wreck under the direction of Supt. 
Taylor was commenced, and it was long 
after midnight before the rails had been 
cleared, and both rails were in condi- 
tion for use. 

There are several theories as to the 
cause of the accident, one of which is 
that the engine was an old one, and 
had become worn out. The railroad 
officials, however, say that she had been

=| recently tested, and was pronounced all 


right. 

It is particularly fortunate that a 
freight car was there to receive the 
brunt of the shock, and that a passen- 
ger train was not passing at the time, 
otherwise the accident must have been 
accompanied with great loss of life. 

News of the accident reached Quincy, 
before 6 o'clock, and thousands of peo- 
ple visited the scene during the evening, 
and were interested in the work of the 
wrecker. 


BURGLAR CAUGHT. 


Had Smashed Store Window at 
Kittredge’s Store. 


Officer Crooker captured a burglar 
red handed early Sunday morning, as 
he was about to enter the sture of Henry 
P. Kittredge on the corner of Hancock 
and Saville streets, The fellow, who is 
about 27 years of age, gives his name as 
Jobn Hill, and claims to hail from New 
York. 

It was about 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing when Officer Crocker, standing in 
front of Kittredge’s store on Hancock 
street, heard glass smashed. He looked 
up to see where it came from but saw 
nothing. He walked around the corner 
onto Saville street and was surprised to 
see a man working on the side window 
of the store. 

Be had opened the blinds on the 
window and left them standing at right 
angles with the window. They thus 
afforded him some shelter from anyone 
passing along Hancock street. 

Officer Crocker grabbed the fellow 
and successfully landed him at the 
police station. 

The fellow wore a false mustache and 
was armed with a piece of steel flattened 
at oneend. It was with this that he 
had smashed the glass near the catch 
so that the window might be opened 
easily. As it happened, however, the 
window was doubled fastened. 

This is not the first time that Hill 
has been in the Quincy Police station. 
Sergeant Hanson says the fellow has 
put up there twice before, at least, and 
he thinks the fellow may not be in his 
right mind. 

Sergeant Hanson says that the fellow 
walked into the station one night and 
wanted to be taken care of. He said 
he had a razor, and if not looked out 
for he would cut some one. His razor 
was taken away from him and he was 
given a lodging for the night. Hill was 
arraigned in court.

TRUE OR FALSE 


Statements Relative to the 
High School. 


School Committee Act 
Honorably. 


Many Misrepresentations are Afloat 
to Defeat Order. 


In an editorial in the Quincy Adver- 
tiser, much more ingenious than in- 
genuous, it is clearly demonstrated 
that if the School Committee will not 
consider any plans except one set 
which they have placed their hearts 
upon, they are bigoted obstructionists; 
that if they insist upon plans which an 
expert has declared will cost $150,000 
to build upon, when other architects 
will furnish the same school accommo- 
dations for $75,000, they are enemies 
of economy and are wilfully wasting 
the people’s money ; that if they built 
one wing for $65,000 when the other 
will cost from $75,000 to $100,000 they 
are transparent frauds. 

It says ‘Just think of that taxpay- 
ers, they (the School Committce) set 
aside all business methods and come 
right down to the point where they 
state we want a building according to 
the Gould plans ; we will take no other 
and if your children suffer what do we 
care.” 

These conclusions are so logical and 
true that ifthe premises can be sus- 
tained they cannot be escaped. The 
writer of the editorial deems it for the 
interest of all that a few words of light 
should be shed upon the situation and 
then proceeds to establish his conclu- 
sions only affirming his hypotheses. 

The weight of the arg ument is in 
the truth of the bypothesis. 


ARE THESE TRUE OR FALSE ? 


The one upon which most of the fi- 
nancial argument rests is absolutely 
false. The paid expert, whom the 
School Committee does not discredit 
and who was employed upon recommen- 
dation of the School Committee, has 
never reported upon the cost of these 
Gould plans or any Gould plans similar 
to these. 

At the School Committee meeting 
on June 9, 1903, it was voted that the 
Gould plans be approved. It was also 
voted that the Wright plans would un- 
doubtedly be approved when changed 
and worked out and because it was 
persistently argued that the Gould 
plans were extravagant, it was voted 
that the Committee advise that expert 
opinion be obtained giving the cost of 
each, adopting that which requires the 
least expenditure of money. 

The expert’s report showed that the 
Gould plan was less costly by more 
than $25,000 than the other plan re- 
ferred to. Neither of these plans, 
however, were adopted by the City 
Council, and in November, 1903, the 
City Council passed an order authoriz- 
ing the Public Buildings Committee to 
procure new plans. 

In April, 1904, the present Gould 
plans for a complete new building very 
much changed from the first set were 
approved by the School Committee, as 
the Committee believe and assert, 
solely on the merits of the plans. The 
building of the addition was defeated, 
it seems, by those who were desirous 
of erecting an independent High School 
on the Lawton lot. 

The Advertiser says ‘ If this was the 
first year we might brush aside the op- 
position, but having been opposed for 
three years there must be some good 
reason for it.’’? If there is a reason for 
the opposition other than that the 
plans are marked Gould, that reason 
has not appeared in the open. The 
Gould plans in each instance have met 
with the support of the regular Com- 
mittees of the Council, have been fav- 
orably reported- and have apparently 
had the support of the majority of the 
Council. They are endorsed by the 
Board of District Police and commend. 
ed by experts. The opposition ought 
to be brushed away. 

To the next hypothesis “If the Com- 
mittee will not consider any other 
plans, etc.” the answer is that the 
Committe have to the best of their abil- 
ity considered five sets of plans, have 
studied them a great many hours, have 
hoped to find some of them adequate 
to the needs of the school, but accord- 
ing to their communication to the 


City Council they did not find any so 
satisfactory as the plans they had al- 
ready approved. 

Should the Committee to satisfy a 
factious minority stultify itself by 
approving unsatisfactory plans? If 
the answer is yea, the Committee is at 
fault and subject to adverse criticism. 
They contend that they ought to con- 
sider all plans properly before them, 
but that they ought not to approve any 
but satisfactory ones. 

The Schooit Committee would be 
enemies of economy if they should ad- 
vise building for $150,000 what other 
architects would furnish for $75,000. 
Is there a sane man in the City of 
Quincy who believes that the Com- 
mittee would take such action as that ? 
The paid expert did not report upon 
the cost of the plans under discussion. 
The architect has repeatedly said that 
if the building should be constructed 
as a whole, if the contract could not 
be let guaranteeing its completion for 
$120,000 he would make no charge for 
plans or supervision. No reputable 
builder has made to the School Com- 
mittee any offer te give a bond to 
build a similar building for $75,000. 

The writer of the editorial says ‘‘As 
a compromise the School Committee 
offers the solution that only $65,000 
need be spent this year and that a year 
or so from now they will call for the 
expenditure of the remaining$70,000 or 
$100,000. Is that the kind of business 
methods the tax payers of Quincy 
want ?”” 

If the editor’s memory is right and 
one wing will cost $80,000 then the 
whole project will at once fail. If 
$65,000 is voted for the addition and 
contracts cannot be made, then the 
Gould wing will be disposed of. If it 
can be built for that figure with com- 
plete heating and sanitaries then the 
other wing will surely not cost more 
than the estimated amount to make a 
total of $120,000. It is believed that 
the accommodations provided in the 
north wing will prove ample for three 
years and possibly for five years and 
the Committee will not call for the re- 
maining ‘‘ $70,000 to $100,000 within a 
year or so.”’ 

The introduction of politics into the 
discussion we will pass over as a sub- 
ject not quite becoming. Is the High 
School suffering for lack of accommo- 
dations ? Was the order for its en- 
largement held up and defeated last 
year by the Councilmen from Ward 
Three and Four? Is it so held up this 
year by the councilmen from the same 
locality for a different reason ? Is there 
a geographical reason for opposition to 
High School accommodations ?

There have been many complaints of 
places in this vicinity where it was 
believed an illegal liquor business was 
being carried on, and the police are 
determined to break them up.

President Roosevelt's instructions to 
American Minister Griscom were de- 
layed in transmission and did not 
,reach the legation until late Saturday 
afternoon. 

A press message on ‘Thursday 
brought the earliest public intimation 
of prospective peace negptiations, out 
pending the receipt of the formal mes- 
sage from President Roosevelt and the 
transmission of Japan’s response, the 
censor refused to allow the transmis- 
aion of press telegrams bearing on the 
subject. All information was with- 
held from the public until 6 o'clock 
Saturday night, when the foreign office 
issued a statement containing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter and Foreign 
Minister Komura’s response and news- 
boys were quickly on the streets of the 
capital with extra editions of the news- 

apers. 

The Japanese plenipotentiaries to ar- 
range terms of peace are already be- 
ing discussed. The names of Marquis 
Ito, Premier Katsura, Foreign Minis- 
ter Komura, Marquis Yamagata, and 
others are being suggested for pos- 
alble heads of the commission. 

Popular estimates of Japan's terms 
of peace vary widely and include ooth 
indemnity and cession of territory. It 
is believed that the peace commis- 
esioners will meet somewhere in the 


Orient. 


St. Petersburg, June 12.—Russia is 
waiting for Japan to fix the time and 
the place when and where the Japuu- 
ese terms will be placed in the hands 
of Russia’s representative. The for- 
eign office expects that the delay will 
be brief. 

The czar’s government would pre- 
fer that Paris should be the scene of 
the initial step, but it is explained 
that neither the place nor the person- 
ality of the Russian representative 
matters greatly. The Russian repre- 
sentative will not be a plenipotentiary 
with full power to negotiate. His duty 
will practically be confined to the re- 
eeption and transmission to his goy- 
ernment of the Japanese terms for de- 
cision as to whether they afford a bas’s 
for actual peace negotiations. 

If Russia finds that the terms form 
}a basis on which negotiations can pro- 
ceed, regular plenipotentiarles will be 
appointed, the number being decided 
by the belligerents themselves, and 
then it is not impossible that the nego- 
tiations might be transferred to Man- 
ehuria, as President Roosevelt is be- 
lieved to have suggested. 

While proferring all the aid in his 
power, it is well understood here that 
President Roosevelt, having seryed to 
bring the representatives of the war- 
ring countries face to face, believes it 
would be to the best interests of ail 
concerned that he step aside. The 
United States, it is recognized here, de- 
sires to keep all the powers out of 
temptation when the spoils of war come 
to be divided, and the position is con- 
sidered to bb the logical sequel of the 
pledges secured by Secretary Hay at 
the opening of the conflict. 

The statement in these dispatches 
last week that Emperor Willinm 
Warmly supported President Roose- 
velt’s effort is confirmed. Secret: ary 
Hay’s note to the powers has been ep- 
dorsed by practically all the European 
powers, notably France} Great Britain 
and Italy, and the fact that both be] 
ligerents now understand the solida rity 
of the powers in the view that the time 
has come to end the lamentable 
struggle imposes a mora! pressure up- 
on both which will compel them to

The rub will come on the 
question of indemnity which, is is the 
concenses of opinion in diplomatic 
circles, Japan will exact, butif it shou!d 
be moderate and sugar-coated it might 
be overcome. Russia probably wiil 
insist on holding the rat‘-9ad to Viadi- 
vostok through Northern Manchuria 
and will never submit to the humilia- 
tion of disarmament in her only port in 
the Pacific nor to the inhibition against 
having warships in those waters. 

Considering the situation of the two 
countries, membars of the diplomatic 
corps feel that Japan’s status in the 
Pacific is so firmly established that she 
can afford to dispense with the exac- 
tion of so bitter a condition. Though 
the feeling against a cession of actual 
territory is strong, the island of Sakla- 
lin, over which Japan and Russia once 
exercised co-domination, might be 
ecded or, as an offset to the cession of 
that island, all fishing and other Rus- 
sian rights in the Kommander 
ands might be handed over to Japan. 

In spite of official dubiousness as to 
the result, a well defined report is cur- 
rent everywhere that Russia has al- 
ready practically obtained Japan's con4 
ditions and they have proved so sur- 
prisingly moderate that Russia cer- 
tainly will accept them as a basis for 
negotiations.

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German Envoy Speaks Highly 
of the Black Ruler 


MAN OF SOUND MORALS 


Always Keeps His Word and Is 
Just to Traditions of His Coun- 
try--Claims to Be Descendant 
of Queen of Sheba 


Berlin, June 12—Dr. Rosen, minis- 
ter-elect to Morocco, has returned from 
Adis Ababa, Abyssinia, whereshe had 
gone as special envoy of Germany to 
King Menellk for the purpose of coa- 
¢luding a comnsercial treaty between 
Abyssinia and this country. 

Dr. Rosen’s personal estimate of 
King Memelik, whose language he 
speaks and whose associate he was for 
some weeks, is that he is essentially 
a man of sound morals and excellent 
principles, even according to the Kuro- 
pean standard, and that in the main 
he lives up to these principles. 

Dr. Rosen says that King Menelik’s 
easy rule over the feudal district kings 
and chiefs is due to his quick mind 
and milid conciliatory disposition, sup- 
ported by occasional severity. He ai- 
ways keeps his word, doing what he 
says he will do, and is just to the tra- 
ditions of his country. 

King Menelik’s own belief, accor.l- 
ing to Rosen, is that he is descended 
from a son of Solomon and the Queen 
of Sheba; that this son, who was called 
Prince Menelik the First, with a fol- 
lowing of picked men, Jews and 
Sabians, went into Ethiopia and lived 
and thrived there and that these Jews 
were the founders of the presirt 
Abyssinian Semitie race. 

Menelik the First is presumed to have 
taken the ark of the covenant with bim 
and it is still asserted to be in a temple 
at Akhum. No Buropean has evcr 
seen it and it has not been seen even 
by the present ruler of Abyssinia him- 
self, only priests of high grade, who 
are unmarried, being permitted to be- 
hold it. 

Dr. Rosen says that King Menetik Is 
in fine health and that, although he is 
32 years of age, he looks only about 50. 
The king is fond of wearing a broad- 
brimmed American hat when out of 
doors, but otherwise he dresses in the 
loose gurments of the country. When 
indeors the king wears a large haud- 
karchief folded about his head. 

Not one of Rosen's party of 18 was 
ill during the expedition. On.the way 
out of Abyssinia the members of the 
party found supplies awaiting! them 
at every station, as Menelik told them 
they would be. Although it has been 
said that Menelik’s authority over the 
outlying districts is not supreme,, Rosen 
found the chiefs in the most remote 
parts of the country very anxious to 
carry out the king’s orders. 

Peace Is Still Far Away 

Chicago, June 12.—The Chicago 
Team Owners’ association, an organiza- 
tion employing 8000 union teamsters, 
has decided to remain neutral in the 
present labor struggle now in progress 
in Chicago and will not order its driv- 
ers to make deliveries to firms involved 
in the strike. Negotiations for peace 
have been abandoned for the present, 
as both sides are so far apart on any 
plans of settlement by mediation that 
further efforts in this direction are ve- 
lieved by all concerned to be futile, 


American Won Close Match 
New York, June 12.—In a four-mile 
match race on a cinder track at Lorg 
Island City, John J. Joyce, who holds 
the 10-mile indoor and five-mile out- 
door running championships of Amer- 
ica, defeated Thomas 8. Hynes, the 
champion cross-country runner of Ire4 
land. At no stage of the contest was 
there more than a few feet betweer 
the pair and, with a splendid sprint, 

Joyce won by barely half a yard. 


Electrical Workers’ Proposition 

Boston, June 12.—The most im- 
portant business transacted by the 
New England convention of Electrical 
Workers here was a forma! declaration 
that in the interests of public safety 
and for the protection of property aii 
election installation should be sub- 
jected to state inspection.

FLOOD IN SUBWAY 


New York Folks Experience a 
Rather Bad Fright 


BIG WATER MAIN BURST 


Cataract From Street Speedily 
Went Through “Waterproot” 
Roof of Subway--Ignorance of 
Water Department Men 


New York, June 12.—A break in the 
48-inch high pressure water main in 
Park avenue, about 150 feet south of 
Forty-Second street, resulted in the 

pavoticg of the block just below the 
; Grand Central station, the street car 
tunnel and the subway, the stoppage of 
| traffic in the subway for many hours, 


| serious damage to the underground 
road and great danger to many pas- 
sengers. 

Incidentally it resulted in the caving 
in of Park avenue over an area 20 feet 
by 8, from which ran cracks that 
meant danger to adjacent buildings, if, 
by the accidental appearance on ihe 
scene of a man not connected with the 
water department, the terrific Niagara 
ef Croton had not been stopped. 

The watchman of the Belmont hotel, 
in course of erection, yesterday after- 
noon noticed water trickling between 
the paving blocks near the entrance of 
the Fourth avenue tunnel through 
which the surface cars run. Almost 
immediately there came a sound as 
though of the discharge of some heavy 
explosive underground and a moment 
later the water gushed forth in a cat- 
aract, pouring into lorty-Second street, 
which, in the immediate vicinity, soon 
was covered to a depth of two inches. 
Part of the stream ran dowrr into the 
surface car tunnel. Pedestrians near 
the Grand Central station ran in every 
direction from what threutened to be 
a serious flood and several were caught 
by the waters but none was seriously 
burt. ‘ 

Some of the water poured into the 
basement of the Belmont hotel and, 
fearing danger to the foundations of 
this enormous structure, the engineer 
on duty put on a heavy pressure of 
steam and got all the big pumps to 
work. 

Down through the slots of the elec- 
tric road and through the supposed 
waterproof roof of the subway the 
water first trickled and then came in 
a deluge. The motormen first noticed 
that their trains got over the slippery 
tracks with some difficulty, but there 
appeared to be no real danger. 

While the cataract flowed officials 
and workmen of the water department 
joined in vain search for the source 
of trouble. The department men ad- 
mitted that they had no chart of we 
water supply system and that they did 
not know what wasthe matter. Finany 
the rising water in the subway made 
connection between the third rail and 
the other rails, short-circuiting the 
electric current, and this was attended 
by a series of explosions which endan- 
gered the lives of those who were in 
the cars. 

About two hours after the break a 
train was stopped at Thirty-Second 
street and then moved intermittently. 
The alr was pungent with the smoke of 
burning insulation and bright flashes 
from wheels and rails were continu- 
ous. The passengers shut the car win- 
dows tight and then, in considerable 
distress, waited for relief. The train 
finally got to within a block of ihe 
Forty-Second street station and then 
came to a final stop, when the passen- 
gers got out and waded through the 
water to the station. They carefully 
avoided the third rail and nobody was 
injured. Their faces were smudged 
from the flashing and burning of wire 
and insulations and their clothing was 
bedraggled and limp, but they mude 
no complaint. That they got out of 
the tunnel alive seemed to them to be 
enough. 

Gradually the entire service south of 
Seventy-Second street and to Jour- 
teenth street was shut off. Fora time 
trains ran up town to Fourteenth street 
and north of Seventy-Second street. 
Later this service was also discon- 
tinued. Meantime the representatiycs 
of the water department were mak- 
ing frantic though futile efforts to cut 
off the big water main, the flow froin 
which every moment was becoming 
more dangerous. 

Finally, after the flood had continued 
for four hours and a half, Frank Mc- 
Cluskey, foreman for a construction 
company who had supervision of the 
installation of the mains in Park 
avenue, pointed out a gate at Third 
avenue and Forty-Second street, which, 
on being closed, shut off the torrent. 

After that the water in the streets 
soon ran down the sewers. Down In 
the subway the flood had done much 
damage, and traffic was not resumed 
until after midnight. A hundred men 
were set to work tamping down ballast 
in the subway and in the Fourth 
avenue tunnel} so that trains could be- 
gin to run again. The total loss tn the 
subway, including damage to equip- 
ment and loss of traffic, will reach 
about $100,000. 


Three Killed In Auto Accident 

Chicago, June 12.—Three persons 
were drowned and two others narrowly 
escaped a like fate when an automo- 
bile in which the five were riding 
plunged into the Chieago river through 
the open draw of the Rush street 
bridge. Those drowned were Jerome 
G. Kurtzman and wife and W. A. 
Hartley, manager for a0 automobile 
house.

IN THE WAR GAME, 


| The Macdonough Reported to Have 
Been Blown Up. 


‘The torpedo boat destroyer Mac- 
donough is taking part in the game of 
war in the Chesapeake bay, having 
sailed from Solomons on Sunday with 
the Texas, Florida, Arkansas, Newark, 
Atlanta, Hartford, Nevada, Whipple, 
Stewart, Puritan, Horaet, Sirena, Sylvia 
and Terror. 

A dispatch of June 12 to the Herald 
says: The army administered a crush- 
ing defeat to the navy, sinking or de- 
stroying 10 of the war ships, probably 
including the battleship Texas, the flag- 
ship of Admiral Dickins, in the first 
battle of the war game in the Chesa- 
peake, which took place early this 
morning. The ships attacked the forts 
shortly after midnight, and the cannon- 
ading of heavy guns kept up until near- 
ly daylight this morning. 

The powerful searchlights of Forts 
Howard, Smallwood, Armistead and 
Carroll flashed their long white beams 
down the river, and out of the rainy 
blackness of the night they picked up 
what appeared to be a torpedo de- 
stroyer coming on at full speed. In five 
minutes Fort Howard opened fire on 
the approaching vessel with rapid-fire 
and short-range guns, 

In spite of a heavy fire, the vessel 
proceeded on up the river and was soon 
under the combined fire of Forts Ar- 
mistead, Smallwood and Carroll. It is 
supposed that she was theoretically 
blown out of the water by the first fort, 
‘but that she had been sent in to draw 
,the fire of the fort and locate the guns. 

A second vessel, which resembled a 
torpedo boat destroyer, followed in the 
wake of the first. She was picked up 
by the searchlights and received a with- 
ering fire that no vessel could have 
withstood. 

On through the night came a fourth 
vessel, which was promptly picked up 
by the searchlights and greeted with a 
heavy fire which the craft did not 
answer. ‘The vessels, supposed to be 
25-knot torpedo boat destroyers of the 
Worden and Whipple class, or of the 
Macdonough or Lawrence type, passed 
on up inside the inner fortifications 
near Baltimure. 

Next the explosion of a cap and the 
ringing of a bell in one of the case- 
mates of Fart Howard showed that a 
vessel coming up the channe! had struck 
a mine.

securing a reduction in fares between 
Quincy and Nantasket, and Quincy and 
Brockton. Adopted. 

BIGH SCHOOL ENLARGEMENT. 

Councilman Loud moved to take the 
High school order appropriating $65, - 
000 for enlargement from the table. 
Voted—10 in favor and § against. 

Councilman Piper boped order would 
not pass. He believed it was not what 
was wanted. The expense of carrying 
out the order was too great for the 
accommodation received. Especially so 
when we have plans that will provide 
for more with the same cost. 

The plans sent to the School Com- 
mittee were discarded for inadequate 
accommodation. We were usked to 
provide for 500 and we provided for 600. 
Two at least of these architects were 
asked for revised plans yet they were 
not considered, as the School Committee 
said it would not be fair to the others. 
Yet they allow Gould to do so. One of 
the requirements of the State is manual 
training. Gould’s plan provides no 
rooms. 


The School Committee also ob 


——— 


to a ten-foot corridor. Yet the Gould 
plans has but eight feet, after taking 
out the entrance to the basement. They 
wanted no school rooms on the third 
floor, but Gould plan has them, The 
assembly hall in the Gould plan 
will seat but not aS maby as 
the present hall. Councilman Viper 
also spoke of other things which the 
School Committee objected to which 
were in the Gould plans. 

He also referred to the lobbying in 
the rear of the Council chamber and 
other objectionable methods that had 
been adopted. If the Gould plans have 
merit there is no need of bolstering 
them up in this manner. 

Upon motion of Councilman Bass, 
Dr. Hallowell chairman of the School 
board appeared before the Council. 

Dr. Hallowell spoke of the urgent 
need of additional accommodations and 
briefly reviewed what had been done 
during the past two years by the Schoo! 
Committee. While the School Com- 
mittee does not consider the Gould | 
plans absolutely perfect they are the 
more desirable. While some of the 
rooms are of a size uncommon they are 
not undesirable. It was not desirable 
to have rooms of a uniform size. 

There is a single corridor which is 
not as wide as the general rule, but as 
one room only opens into it, it is per- 
fectly safe; the exits are satisfactory to 
the State police. 

In reply toa question as to why the 
School Committee did not suggest 
changes in the other plans, Dr. Hallo- 
well said that there were too many. 
For his own part, the idea was that 
none could be worked over into as good 
a plan as they already have. 

The plan nearest was one that had 
been studied in competition with other 
plans two years ago. It was not then 
considered as good as the Gould or 
Wright plans. The general plans pro- 
vide for manual training rooms in the 
south wing, There will be none until 
that wing is built. We have rooms 
which by liberal interpretation are man- 
ual training rooms. 

Upon motioa of Councilman Piper, 
James F. Burke of the School Com- 
mittee appeared before the Council. 

Mr. Burke said, with all due respect 
to the Chairman, this problem is a hard 
one to solve. In comparing the plans 
we find the rooms in the other plans 
are more uniform, and the Gould plan 
did not meet with his approval. In the 
interest of the taxpayers he believed 
two of the others could be made accept- 
able. 

They would give the city what it 
should have, a completed building. 
Aiter talking with able architects I 
found there was such a difference that 
I had to differ with the School Com- 
mittee. A whole completed building 
for about the same cost as one wing. 
Acting in behalf of the taxpayers he 
could not yote for the Gould plan. 

Mr. Burke was asked a number of 
questions,

Councilman Adams and Volk re- 
peatedly asked Mr. Burke to explain 
the alleged excessive cost of the Gould 
plans. What there was in the Gould 
plans that made them expansive? 

Mr. Burke could only reply that the 
estimates submitted by Gould and the 
other architects showed a difference. 

Councilman Chase said if he ex- 
pressed what was in his mind there 
would be some bitterness. He could 
not understand why there was not a 
stronger public demonstration, The 
question of location has no bearing. 

The chairman of the School Com- 
mittee says, this addition will provide 
for several years. The order calls for 
$65,000 if that dues not do the job that 
kills it. Is it a coincidence that all the 
opposition comes from one section. 
What is the purpose of biocking the 
choice of the majority of the Council 
and of the School Committee 

If the opposition prevails what 
the minority got to take 
this ? The charter the duty of 
approving plans on the School Commit- 
tee. They have done their 
erybody has had a hack at this 
business.

A CONFERENCE REFUSED 


Fall River Manufacturers Will 
Not Meet Operatives 

Fall River, Mass., June 13.—Secre- 
tary Taylor of the Fall River Textile 
council has received a _ letter from 
Secretary Hathaway of the Manufac- 
turers’ association of this city, denying 
a request made by the council for a 
conference between the operatives and 
manufacturers looking to an adjust- 
ment of matters unsatisfactory to the 
former. For some time there has bee1 
considerable unrest among the opera- 
tives, largely owing to the wage ques- 
tion. 

A statement issued by Governor 
Douglas last month, in which, after an 
investigation into the conditions of .ne 
cotton cloth market, he gave it as his 
opinion that the state of the market 
up to April 1 did not warrant an ad- 
vance in wages, was accepted by both 
mill men and employes. Since then, 
however, the aperatives claim that 


market conditions have improved, and | 


efforts have been made to bring about 
a conference between the two parties 
in an effort to make a readjustment 
of the wage schedule. 


Trailed by Immigration Bureau 

®oston, June 13.—Charged with vio- 
lating the alien contract labor law, 
Peter Burrows was arrested at Dover, 
N. H., by Inspector Quinn of the Bos- 
ton immigration office and was brought 
to this city for a hearing. Burrows 
came to this country from England on 
April 21. On his arrival he was ar- 
rested and, after a hearing, he was de- 
ported to England on April 23. Short- 
ly after he reached England he boarded 
a steamer for Montreal and from that 
city went to Dover. There he entered 
the employ of the Cocheco Manufactur- 
ing compamy as assistant superin- 
tendent of their velvet mill.

GOOD WILL OFFER 


President Rooseveit’s Efforts 
Are Crowned With Success 


THE QUESTION OF PEACE 


Russia Will Appoint Plenipoten- 
tiaries to Discuss Terms With 
Similar Representatives of the 
Mikado--President Assured of 
the Absolute Sincerity of Bo hb 
Governments In Acceding to 
His Suggestion--The Final Ar- 
rangements For Conference a 
Question of Only a Few Days 


Washington, June 13.—Officia! assur- 
ance that the president's efforts to 
bring Russia and Japan together to dis- 
cuss peace will be crowned with suc- 
cess was brought to the White House 
by Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 
sador, who called by appointment, and 
in the name of Emperor Nicholas 
formally accepted the president's “‘of- 
fer of good will.” The following ofti- 
cial statement regarding the confer- 
ence was issued at the White House: 

“Ambassador Cassini has called to 
express the Russian government’s as- 
sent to the president’s proposition, and 
ta state that they would appoint 
plenipotentiaries ta meet the plenipo- 
tentiaries of Japan to discuss the ques- 
tion of peace. The place of meeting is 
at present being discussed.” 

During the past two weeks the presi- 
dent's efforts have been directed teo- 
ward bringing the belligerents into 
amicable contact on the basis of a mit- 
tual agreément to consider terms of 
peace. This he accomplished finally 
yesterday. It remains now for the bel- 
ligerent powers to name their plenipo- 
tentiaries and agree upon a time and 
place for them to meet to discuss terms 
and to negotiate a treaty of peace. 
These details are now under considera- 
tion, with a bright prospect that such 
minor differences as may exist wil! dis- 
appear within a few days. 

Conferences of supreme importance 
were held yesterday in Washington. 
The Blue room of the White House was 
the scene, and President Roosevelt, 
Count Cassini, and Kogoro Takahira, 
the Japanese minister, were the prin- 
cipal conferees. President Rooseycit 
now hes unequivocal assurances from 
both Russia and Japan of the accept- 
ance of his proposition that they enter 
on negotiations for peace. The presi- 
dent likewise is assured of the also- 
lute sincerity of both governments in 
acceding to his suggestion. 

Japan was the first of the two pow- 
ers to indicate its acceptance of Presi- 
Gent Rooseyelt’s proposition. The 
formal response to his identical note 
of Thursday last was received from 
the Japanese government Saturday. 
Informal assurances of acceptance of 
the president's suggestion were re- 
ceived from the Russian government

It has 
been the expectation of the president 
to publish to the world the replies of 
the two governments to his identical 
notes, but under the circumstances +his 
could not be done. 

A few hours subsequent to the re- 
ceipt of. Meyer’s cablegram, Cassini 
made an appointment to see President 
Roosevelt. The president received 
him at the White House. The ambus- 
sador, in the conference which fol- 
lowed, presented verbally Russia’s ac- 
ceptance of the president's proposition 
for a conference to discuss peace terms. 
He had been instructed by the St. Pe- 
tersburg government to convey to the 
president the willingness of the ezar 
to appoint plenipotentiaries to meet 
like representatives of the Emperor of 
Japan to negotiate a treaty of peac>, 
While the response of the Russian goy- 
ernment was not reduced to writing, 
it was regarded, for the time, as suf- 
ficient for the negotiations. Shortly 
afterward the official statement quoted 
was made public. 

In addition to indicating the accept- 
ance by the Russian government of the 
president’s proposition, Cassini in- 
formed the president of Russia’s de- 
sires as to the place of meeting of the 
plenipotentiaries and numed those who 
probably would be delegated to repre- 
sent the Russian emperor. At the con- 
clusion of the conference Cassini de- 
clined to discuss for publication the 
details of his interview with President 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Takahira had a conference with 
President Roosevelt later. After the 
conference the minister, in response to 
inquiries, said that the situation was 
so delicate that he did not feel free 
to talk about it. He expressed the 
opinion that the situation would be re- 
solved satisfactorily in due time, but 
declined to indicate the contents of the 
Japanese response to the president’s 
identical note, saying that such i{n- 
formation should come only from the 
president.

APPEAL TO PRESIDENT 


Visitors Would. Protect Cultiva- 


ted Chinamen From Insult-- 


President’ Takes a “Common 


| 
Sense” View of Exc!usion 

Washington, June 13.—The harsh- 
ness with which four high-class Chi- 
nese persons were recently treated by 
the immigration officers on entcring the 
port of Boston, through a rigid adher- 
ence to the letter of the exclusion law, 
gave point to the protest which a del- 
egation of influentia? manufacturers, 
headed by John Foord, secretary of the 
American Asiatic association, made to 
President Roosevelt at the White 
House. 

Delegates were present representing 
the cotton industries of the entire coast. 
The Boston episode is only one of many 
iike it. Our laws, which technicatly 
require a certificate of such travellers, 
provide no way by which the cer- 
tificates may be obtained except in 
China. A Ghinaman in any other part 
of the world, who desires lo travel | 
through the United States, has uo 
feusible method open under our !uws 
for doing so. These persons did the 
next best thing in getting, through their 
own embassy in London, a letter from 
Joseph H. Choate. But that did not 
suffice, and the Chinese woman was 
subjected to the flagrant outrage, from 
their point of view, ef being publie'y 
photographed. 

President Roosevelt has many times 
before been appealed to in cases of 
this kind. When the Chinese repre-| 
sentative to the World’s Fair arrived 
with his suite in San Francisco, 
friends of the enterprise, who desired } 
to avoid a Chinese boycott, waited on | 
the port officers of San Francisco for 
mitigation of the rigors of the law, but 
they professed fear of the newspapers | 
of the Pacific coast. The subject was 
taken to Secretary Shaw, who then had 
the immigration service in his charg. 
and he stood fearful before the majesty 
of the law, as guarded by the Pacine 
coast. The case was then taken to 
Oyster Bay, where President Roose- 
velt wrote two lines, directing, with 
great emphasis, that some common 
sense should be applied to the case. 

The committee that waited on tbe 
president does not desire any flood of | 
coolie labor, but they do wish such ee 
terpretation of the laws that the United 
States need not insult every culti- 
vated Chinaman who comes to this 
country. They argued that it wouid 
make business for American labor to 
avoid such a treatment of the Chinése, 
who are now thoroughly aroused. 

The delegation, numbering about 30, 
had a very satisfactory conference with 
the president. He expressed himseif as 
in general sympathy with the purposes 
of the memorial, which set forth the 
importance of the Chinese outlet to 
American mills, the rapid growth and 
the potentiality of this business, and, 
accordingly, the importance of welcom- 
ing Chinese merchants and students to 
this country. 

The president took exception to the 
paragraph in the memorial which as- 
serted that “the treatment accorded by 
the immigration officers of this soy- 
ernment to the exempt classes of Chi- 
nese visiting this country is more op- 
pressive than either the letter or tne 
spirit of the law requires. We be- 
lieve, moreover, that the plainest prin- 
ciples of international justice demand 
that the law itself shall be made more 
liberal either by amendment or by the 
negotiation of a new treaty, or both.” 

The president said that the courts 
had usually sustained the immigratign 
officers, and that he could not believe 
their enforcement more drastic than 
congress intended. The president rend 
to the delegation from a letter which 
he had just written to Secretary Met- 
ealf, with which this memorial wil! be 
enclosed. The president declines to al- 
low this letter to Metcalf to be made 
public, since it deals purely with the 
internal administration of the law.

Washington, June 13.—Mr. Grin, the 
minister from Sweden and Norway, 
started for home today on leave of 
absence. His government has sent Mr. 
De Strade to this city to act as harge 
of affairs during his absence. De Strade 
was appointed before the severance of 
Norway and is now on his way to this 
country. 


Fire Escapes Were Blocked 
New York, June 18.—Forty-two wo- 
men were fined $3 each in court here 
for obstructing the fire escapes of the 
tenements where they live. Most of 
the prisoners could not pay their fines 
and were locked up with their children 
in jail. Boxes, barrels and refrigera- 

tors were kept on the fire escapes.

maneuverirg, and when the Japanese 
| actually appeared the Russians were 
caught in an impossible formation and 
were attacked on three fronts. Ro- 
jestvensky’s position was cramped and 
his transports were badly placed and 
caused confusion, while the Japanese 
were raining projectiles, even from ma- 
chine guns, on the Russian ships. 

The latter were huddled together, 
blanketing each other’s fire. Only the 
leaders of the columns could bring 

their guns to bear and even those the 


untrained gunners fired wildly. ‘Yo 
render matters worse the mines and 
floating torpedoes sown in the paths 
of the Russian divisions added to the 
confusion. The Borodino, Admiral 
Nakhimoff and Navyarin fell victims to 
these obstructions. 

It is a heartrending narrative that 
Russia and the world should know. 
The sailors and officers were not alto- 
The main fault lies 
elsewhere. There were many heroes 
among the Russians. Captain Berkh 
of the Oslabya committed suicide on 
her bridge as the ship sank, rather 
than save himself. There were thou- 
sands of other heroes whose names the 
world will never know.

DRAWING FINE WIRE. 


Diamond Dies Are Used, Steel Not 
Being Hard Enough, 
Diamonds are used quite extensively 
as dies for drawing wire of the small- 
est sizes—for instance, the sizes less 
than, say, twenty-five one-thousandths 

of an inch diameter. 

The hardest steel dies are not suitable 
for this work for the reason that the 
Wear upon them so enlarges the die 
that the diameter of the wire is not uni- 
form within the required percentage of 
variation at the beginning and end of 
a drawing. Sapphires are used some- 
times for this work. Copper, silver and 
platinum are the metals usually drawn 
to the very small sizes. 

With diamond dies it is practicable 
to draw platinum to a diameter of five 
ten-thousandths of an inch. An idea 
of the fineness of a copper wire drawn 
to only three one-thousandths of an 
inch in diameter may be gathered from 
the fact that in one pound of the metal 
there are over six miles of such wire. 

The weight of the diamonds used for 
this work is from four to five carats, 
and they are uncut except as to the die. 
The value of these dies, which, of 
course, are not of the first water, va- 
ries from $15 to $20 a carat, and sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of diamonds are utilized as dies.in the 
various wire factories of this country 
alone.—Electrical Review. 


GEOMETRY IN BATTLE. 


How Marlborough Won His Great 
Victory at Ramillies. 

The genius of Marlborough seized up- 
on the simple fact that the are is great- 
er than its chord when he won his 
great victory at Ramillies.

Chicago Man Says He Paid It 
to Labor Officials 


EXPERT STRIKE SETTLER 


Claims to Have Documentary 
Evidence of Having Handled 
Money Given by Employers For 


Prevention of Strikes 
Chiemgo, June 14.—The tcamsters’ 
strike proper has almost been lost sizht 
of, the attention of both sides to the 
controversy being occupied more with 
the charges of bribery in connection 
with labor unions in Chicago thau 


with the original issue. Within the 
next 24 hours, it is said, a history of 
the secret transactions of labor unions 
in Chicago for the last four years will 
be made public and that the informa- 
tion will implicate many labor leud- 
ers whom it is asserted accepted bribes 
to call off strikes. The man who is 
expected to give this information is 
John §S. Driscoll, formerly secretary of 
the Coal Team Owners’ association, 
who has been the intermediary betwee: 
the employers and the ‘Teamsters’ 
union in this city for the last four 
years. 

Driscoll says he will appear before 
the grand jury with documentary evi- 
dence showing that several labor lead- 
ers have been receiving large sums of 
money through Driscoll, which, it is 
declared by the latter, the employers 
were forced to pay to prevent their em- 
ployes being called out on strike. ‘To 
substantiate his statement, Driscoll 
displayed a bank check-book, the stubs 
ou which, he said, correspond to the 
amounts of money paid to these labor 
leaders. This bank book will be of- 
fered in his testimony before the grand 
jury. 

The fees, according to Driscoll, paid 
the union men ranged from $100 to 
thousands of dollars, the aggregate be- 
ing estimated by him at $80,000. Dris- 
coll declares that he never received a 
dollar of this money for his efforts in 
averting trouble, except from the or- 
ganizations of which he was ucting as 
secretary. 

“I will prove that this is absolutely 
true,” said Driscoll, “by the evidence 
that I have on hand. The charges that 
I have been a ‘grafter,’ that 1 bave 
been paid money to bring about strikes, 
that I conspired with union officials to 
levy blackmail on employers under 
threat of strikes, are all made of whole 
cloth. I am tired of being abused by 
these charges. 

“T want every business man that ] 
have ever had dealings with to go be- 
fore the grand jury and tell just ex- 
actly what I did for them, what my fee 
was and whether or not I ‘delivered the 
goods,’ I consider that it is absolute!y 
legitimate to act in the capacity of In- 
bor commissioner and I think that in 
that capacity I have done vastly more 
gcod to Chicago than harm. Many of 
the strikes that I settled were fixed in 
their incipiency, and my efforts p-e- 
vented perhaps serious industrial com- 
plications, such as the present strike 
controversy.” 


Preacher Won’t Mix With Negroes 

Chicago, June 14.—At the quarterly 
convocation of the University of Chi- 
cago one of the students that received 
a degree was Alexander B. Terrell, 
negro. The convocation chaplain was 
Rey. Beverly E. Warner of New 
Orleans and in a speech delivered be- 
fore the university faculty and mem- 
bers of the graduating class he declared 
himself against the higher education 
of the negro. The south, he said, weuld 
join hands with any section of the 
country in a settlement of the negro 
question, but “with the understanding 
that the idea of social equality be ieft 
outside from the beginning.” 


Must Have Consent of France 

London, June 14.—Great Britain, 2s 
one of the powers signatory to the 
Madrid convention of 1880, in answer to 
the request of the Sultan of Morovco 
to join an international! conference foz 
the consideration of the Moroccan ques- 
tion, has announced that its preference 
is not to take any part in the confer- 
ence unless such action would be sat- 
isfactory to France. The United 
States has taken the same stand, the 
two powers being in accord with 
France that such a conference would 
not be the best way of promoting ur- 
gent reforms in Morocco. 


Taft Is Very Busy 

Washington, June 14.—Secretary 
Taft had planned to attend a compli- 
mnentary dinner given to Mr. Choate at 
New York last night. but cancelled the 
engagement on account of the pressure 
of official business here. The main 
reason was his desire to conclude the 
consideration of the Bowen-Loomis 
case. 


Pasha and Family Killed 

Constantinople, June 14.—A cyclone 
here caused enormous damage to prop- 
erty. It demolished the house of Gen- 
eral Vassif Pasha, killing the pasha 
and his family. Most of the windows 
in the suburb of Pera were broken.

The committee de- 
cided in favor of the strikers and they 
went back this morning at the same 
wages as before the cut which led to 
the strike. About 600 employes were 
affected by the strike. 


To Check Reckless Automobiling 

Hartford, June 14.—A new automo- 
bile speed bill has been reported to the 
legislature and its final passage is ex- 
pected. It permits a speed of 12 miies 
an hour within city or borough dis- 
tricts and 20 miles in the country dis- 
tricts. There is a penalty provision 
which fixes a fine of from $25 to #200 
or a jail sentence of 30 days, or both, 
for a first offense, and $500 fine or 60 
days’ imprisonment, or both, for subse- 
quent violations, 


Hawley Is Stili Missing 

Newtown, Conn., June 14.—Another 
day has been spent fruitlessly in the 
search for Curtis Hawley, an inmate 
of the Southport sanitarium who 
made his escape from a keeper.

W. Smith, 35, who was the Lynn agent 
for Gordon & Burgin, wholesale jew- 
elry dealers of Boston, on the charge 
of embezzlement, and the police of 
other cities have been notified to keep 
a lookout for him. Smith has had an 
office in Central square for the past 
year, and did an extensive business on 
the instalment basis, 


Strawberry Crop Ruined 

Canterbury, Conn., June 14.—The 
heavy rains of the last few days bave 
done much damage to the strawberry 
crop in eastern Connecticut, and many 
farmers regard the yield as practically 
ruined.

Minneapolis, June 14.—Colonel Col- 
ville, a hero of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, died suddenly while in attend- 
ance on the veterans’ reunion here.

Big Fifty-Year-Old Water Main 
Bursts at Boston 


NEW SUBWAY IS FLOODED 


Men at Work In It Had Barely 
Time Sto Escape With Their 

{ Lives--Water at Times Shot 
Seventy Feet Into the Air 


Boston, June 15.—With a roar that 
could be heard for several blocks, a 50- 
year-old, 24-inch water main, in the 
new section of the subway on Wash- 
ington street in front of The Globe 
building, broke a little before 9 o’clock 
last night, tearing up about five feet 
of the planking, sending a geyser more 
than 50 feet in the air, and causing 
excitement in general for more than 
an hour before the water was finally 
shut off. 

Engiveer Stearns of the transit com- 
mission and his assistant, working 
within three feet of where the pipe 
broke, barely had time to get out cf 
the hole, leaving their tools bebin«. 
while Foreman O'Connell, for Coleman 
Bros., the contractors, and 10 of his 
men had to rush for their lives to get 
out of the hole ahead of the onrush of 
water. 

That there was no loss of life is due 
to the fact that the men were work- 
ing at the end of the section nearest to 
the entrance from the street. If they 
had been at the end nearest where the 
break occurred the 13 men would not 
have been able to get out alive. 

The part of the subway where the 
break occurred is but five feet deep, 
having been excavated only enough 
to allow the workmen to work under- 
neath after the planking had been laid 


down. This five-foot trench runs 
from in front of 260 Washington 


street to 252 Washington, where it 
drops into a hole 14 feet deep. 

The water department was imme- 
diately notified and within half an 
hour a gang of men were on the scene. 
It was half an hour more before the 
water was finally shut off. It was 
necessary to shut off the water at 
seven gates. 

In the meantime the water rushed 
out, at times going as high as 70 feet in 
the air, and spraying the buildings on 
both sides of the street. The news of 
the break travelled fast, and within 
a few minutes the ordinary crowd that 
frequents Newspaper Row was wug- 
mented by more tham 1000. 

Police were early on the scene, and 
the street was roped off. Water Gon:- 
missioner Sullivan immediately started 
an investigation. 


Range-Finders Suppiant Guns 

New York, June 15.—Orders have 
been received at the New York navy 
yard from the navy department at 
Washington to remove the guns from 
the fighting tops of the battleship Ala- 
bama and the battleship Indiana. It 
is reported that the guns are to be re- 
placed by range-finders and that simt- 
lar orders are to be issued regarding 
other battleships. The news of the vic- 
tory of Admiral Togo is said to have 
influenced the decision to put range- 
finders in place of the one-pounders 
which have occupied the tops. 


Parents Killed--Sons Fatally Hurt 

Middletown, N. Y., June 15.—An 
automobile occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Sayer and their two sons was 
struck by an Erie train near Goshen. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sayer were instantly 
killed and their sons fatally injured. 
The chauffeur saved his life by jump- 
ing before the train struck the auto- 
mobile. Several persons called to the 
party not to attempt to cross the tracks 
ahead of the train. Witnesses de- 
clare that Sayer, however, ordered the 
chauffeur to proceed.

British Stores Valued at More 
Than $30,000,000 Involved 


London, June 15.—A blue book, con-| 


taining the report of the war office 
committee, headed by Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Butler, has been issued. It fully 


confirms the forecast of the report 
cabled abroad, showing that the im- 
proper disposal of military stores atthe 
eonclusion of the South African wart 
had revealed a huge scandal.

ONE POINT AT ISSUE 


Place of Meeting of Peace En- 


May Be Final Selection--Pres- 
ident May Name the Place In 
Case of a Deadlock 


Washington, June 15.—Gradually the 
negotiations for peace in the far east 
are nearing a focus. The one point to 
which the energies of those directly 
concerned in them are being directed 
is the choice of a place for the hold- 
ing of the conference of the plenjpo- 
tentiaries of the belligerent powers. 

It is known officially that 
cities are now under consideration by 
Russia and Japan. Trese cities, named 
in the order of the likelihood of their 
final selection, are Washington, The 
Hague and Geneva. Thus far no de- 
cision has been reached. Paris and 
London have been eliminated from the 
equation. 

It is understood that the Russ‘an 
government objects to an Asiatic city, 
its preference being for some Euro- 
pean capital. After objecting to the 
holding of the conference in Paris, the 
expresse d a

Finally, however, the selection seems 
to have narrowed down to the three 
tities named. Objections have been made 
by the Japanese to The Hague, but it 

is not believed that those objections are 
fundamental or unalterable. However, 
as the situation now is, Washington 
appears to be the city most likely to 
be selected. It can be said on author- 
ity that if the conference is held in 
the United Stutes it will be in Washing- 
ton. No other place in this country 
has been considered seriously. 

An announcement of the selection of 
the place for holding the conference is 
expected within a few days. Thus far 
President Roosevelt has acted merely 
as an intermediary between Russia 
and Japan in the conduct of the nego- 
tiations regarding the selection of a 
place of conference. He is in no sense 
of the term an arbiter in the matter 
and, at this time, there is no prob- 
ability that he will be the arbiter. ‘[t 
is expected that Russia and Japan will 
be able to reach an agreement with- 
out the assistance of an arbiter. Should 
a deadlock ensue—a condition that is 
regarded as quite unlikely—it is not 
improbable that the president may be 
requested by the two powers to name 
the place of conference. 

After the selection of the place of 
meeting of the plenipotentiaries, the 
two governments will name those who 
are to represent them, respectively, at 
the conference. Then an armistice he- 
tween the contending armies in the 
field will be arranged and, pending the 
result of the peace conference, the 
great armies facing each other in Man- 
churia will lie ow their arms awaiting 
the final signal from their govern- 
ments. 


Czar Will Remain In Seclusion 

St. Petersburg, June 15.—The court 
is about to remove from ‘Tsarskoe- 
Selo to Peterhof, where the ezar and his 
immediate family will occupy the Lit- 
tle Palace for the remainder of the 
summer, This palace is situated in 
the corner of the vast park where there 
are famous fountains, which, with the 
military music, attract immense 
crowds. The palace, however, is 
tucked away in the corner of the park 
and, as it is surrounded by high walls, 
is inaccessable to the public. 


Britain Angry at Russians 

London, June 15.—Considerable 
anger has been created in shipping 
circles as a result of the sinking of the 
British steamer St. Kilda by the Rus- 
Sian auxillary cruiser Dnieper in the 
China sea. The foreign office has been 
bombarded with telegrams, urging that 
action in the matter be taken. Tre 
foreign office is awaiting details, but 
in the meantime has drawn the atten- 
tion of the Russian government to the 
reports so far received. 


Big Orders For Ammunition 

Berlin, June 15.—The Russian wur 
office invited proposals from German 
ammunition works this week for 200,- 
000,000 cartridges and also for con- 
siderable quantities of regulation ing 
fantry rifles. The largest arms and 
ammunition factory in Germany has 
been obliged to decline contracts k 
cause it already has orders far ahead 
from several foreign governments.

President Has Made a Study 
of the Matter 


A LETTER ON EXCLUSION 


Arousing of Antagonism by Way 
of Immigration Service Will 
Kill 
Mills--Campaign In China to 
Bring America to Terms 


Business For American 


Washington, June 15.—President 
Roosevelt’s letter to Secretary Metcalf 
regarding Chinese exclusion laws, 
though not published, is known to be 
characteristically vigorous. The presi- 
dent has followed these cases of harsh 
treatment to high-class Chinese closely 
and he has been made “indignant,” to 
use his own word. He asks Secretary 
Metcalf to find a way to stop the rou- 
stant recurrence of such episodes. The 
oue at Boston the other day is not re- 
garded as by any means the worst. Ip 
fact, the immigration officers extended 
many personal courtesies to mitigate 
the severities of the law. 

But the president is weary of such 
occurrences. He realizes that Met- 
calf’s department, established at great 
expense for the promotion of Americar 
commerce and about to send specia) 
agents out to stimulate American trade, 
can, by arousing Chinese antagonism 
through its immigration service, kill 
more business for American mills than 
artificial means of inflation can accom- 
plish in a century. 

No decision bas yet been reached at 
the immigration office as to whether 
this “tip” from headquarters shall be 
communicated to the agents along the 
boundary in the form of an amended 
regulation, or by an official note sug- 
gesting more intelligent personal dis- 
cretion. The immigration service 
clings to the law, and clearly justities 
itaglf on that basis. 

Secretary Metcalf suggests to the 
president that the diminution of these 
cases might only be obtained by going 
to congress. When the treaty was 
terminated last winter by the Chinese 
government, the department of com- 
merce, through the state department, 
suggested that Pekin should designate 
some person in each capital who should 
be entitled to issue the certificates re- 


+ quired by law for such travelers as 


those who recently came to Boston. 

The Chinese government has never 
done so, presumably because it is not 
interested in making our present laws 
more palatable. If the Chinese minis- 
ter in London, when this recent case 
arose, had cabled his gover: ment, re- 
questing his designation for this pur- 
pose, these Chinese people could have 
come to Boston properly equipped. In- 
stead of that, they came with a per- 
sonal note from Joseph H. Choate, it 
is satd, after he had ceased to be our 
ambassador. 

But this made no difference, since 
section six of the act of 1884 specifics 
that no Chinese person shall be admit- 
ted without the certificate, the details 
of which it sets forth as “the sole evi- 
dence permissible on the part of per- 
sons so producing the same to establish 
a right of entry into the United States.” 

Evidence accumulates of a vigorous 
campaign in China to bring America 
to terms through the boycott suggested 
by Wu Ting Fang, former minister 
here, who went home convinced that 
the way to reach American sentiment 
was by touching the pocket nerve. 
Minister Rockhill finds the Chinese 
alarmed over the popular report that 
more drastic laws have been adopt2d 
against them. Chinese newspapers are 
refusing to advertise American goods, 
showing that a real fight is on. 

The president’s letter to Metcalf 
must rank with his reinstatement of 
Foreman Miller at the government 
printing office and his rebuke to the 
Chicago teamsters, as most courageous 
expressions of defiance to certain dic- 
tates of organized labor. 

Ex-Senator Wilson of Washingten, 
the owner of the Seattle Post-Inte!l!- 
gencer, who was at the White Hceuse 
yesterday, said, in discussing this af- 
fait, that the business with China on 
the Pacific coast was growing with 
sensational rapidity. Shipments out of 
the Puget sound in May aggregat2d 
$6,000,000. He declared that if a hoy- 
cott were actually made effective it 
wold provoke some change in senti- 
ment on the coast regarding the rigors 
of the present exclusion law, or at 
least a division of sentiment there, 
The labor unionists have heretofore 
looked upon a Californian at the head 
of the department as an additional 
source of their strength, assuming that 
Pacific coast sentiment was unani- 
mous. 


Labor Considers Chinese Exciusion 

Scranton, Pa., June 15.—At the third 
day’s session of the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of I.a- 
bor here, discussion arose relative to a 
matter of an alleged attempt being 
made to nullify the Chinese exclusion 
law. President Gompers, Vice Presi- 
dent O'Connell and Secretary Morrison 
were appointed a committee to wait up- 
on President Roosevelt to present to 
him this subject.

Ruestion of Separate Schools Is 
Agitating a Bay State Town 
Harwich, Mass., June 15.—The prop- 

osition which has been agitated here 

recently to establish separate schocls 
for the Brava children, as the Cape 


Verde colored Portuguese children are 
called, provoked an animated discus- 
sion at an adjourned special town meet- 
ing. It was finally yoted to refer the 
matter to the next annual town mect- 
ing, which will be held next February. 

For several months past separate 
schools for the colored Portuguese 
children have been agitated by a great 
proportion of the white residents of 
this town. There are a great many 
natives of the Cape Verde islands liy- 
ing in the town, and those who fayor 
separate schools have argued that the 
interests of both the whites and the 
negroes will be served better if the 
children of each race be separated. 
The adherents to the separate school 
idea claim that racial prejudice has 
nothing to do with the matter, the ef- 
ficiency of the schools being the only 
issue. 


Drowned In Peculiar Manner 

Boston, June 15—Howard M. W:il- 
lace, aged 11, had been allowed to leave 
the Dearborn school at 2:30 yesterday 
on account of his good behavior and his 
proficiency in his examinations, and 
went fishing and bathing in the South 
bay. Someone had thrown an old chair 
into the water, and Howard, swimmiug 
to it, seated himself in it, an@ was 
enjoying the novel sensation of rocking 
on the water, when his feet became 
caught in the rungs. In trying to free 
himself he lost his balance and fell 
in the mud, where he stuck and was 
drowned. 


Society Man a Suicide 


Providence, June 15.—The sequel to 
the suicide of Irving H. Potter, the 
former society man, whose body was 
found in the Pawtucket river, was fur- 
nished when it became known that he 
was a defaulter with the firm for which 
he had worked for 25 years. Confrorted 
with exposure and punishment for his 
crime, he chose death. Potter was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper for the firm of 
Oliver Johnson & Co. He disappeared 
from his home and later his hat and 
overcoat were found in a canoe that he 
had hired. 


The Case of Sergeant Gordon 

Cambridge, Mass., June 15.—Mayor 
Daly announces that he will take up 
the charges against Police Sergeant 
Gordon, made at a meeting of the board 
of aldermen. ‘The resolutions passed 
charged Gordon with procuring false 
evidence before the grand jury in cen- 
nection with the recent indictments 
charging registration frauds, and that 
he had made false certification of his 
payroll. The hearing will begin this 
evening at the city ball.

We at Times Collect Curious Things 
Without Looking For Them. | 
Few people are aware, says Fred W.! 
Saxby in the Strand Magazine, that 
we are all constantly “collecting” curi- 
ous things without looking for them: 

In the very act of looking up at the| 
fleeting spectacle of a fiery orb the! 
reades with the big, wide open eyes! 
may easily receive in one of his own | 
orbs a tiny sphere from afar that was | 
produced in a glowing streak of light! 
like the one he is admiring. 

Meteoric dust is ever falling and up-| 
on all parts of our planet. The little) 
spheres have been found upon the} 
decks of ships far out at sea, in all 
the deserts of the earth and on the, 
tops of snow clad mountains. Dredg- 
ings brought up from the silent €epths 
of the ocean give testimony of their 
universal presence. The particles all} 
contain iron and are easily collected 
by the magnet from the roof of any 
outhouse or other place exposed di- 
rectly to the sky. 

Seafarers are sometimes pelted with 
dust of guite a different kind, compos- 
ed of the microscopic flinty skeletons 
of beautiful plants called “diatoms.” 

These tiny plants live in both salt 
and fresh water and occur in enor- 
mous numbers in some localities. Oc- 
casionally water courses and inundat- 
ed areas dry up, and the flinty shells! 
of the diatoms which grew there are 
blown about as dust. There are sev- 
era] instances on record of diatoma- 
eceous dust falls at sea. During the;

His Influence Upon the Foreign Pol- 
icy of This Country. 

The importance of Secretary Sew-} 
affairs 
of the United States during Johnson's 
administration has probably been ex-} 
aggerated, but it would be hard to ex- 
aggerate the importance of what he 
achieved and of what he initiated in 
his own proper field of diplomacy.

Many men have bro- 
ken their necks by a sudden stumble 
and a fall on the sidewalk or by being 
knocked down by some hurrying ceteat 
trian, or by a street car or a vehicle of 
some sort. 

“It is not at all uncommon for a po- 
liceman, with no intention of doing 
more than subdue an unruly member, 
to break an offender’s neck by rapping 
Some- 
times the fall which follows and some- 
times the blow breaks the neck of the 
offender. Sometimes a sudden, violent 
motion of the head, a quick jerking 
motion, the kind we make when dodg- 
ing, will break the neck. 

“I recall a case where a man threw 
his neck out of joint without breaking 
it by throwing his head to one side In 
an effort to dodge a bullet fired at 
him at short range. The bullet passed 
through the rim of his hat. Even after 
that he carried his head tilted over the 
right shoulder and was never able to 
straighten it.’— New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

“Dust of these dead and gone kings 
makes extraordinarily fertile soil for 
vegetable gardens when irrigated with 
the rich waters of the Nile. Their 
mummies are also said to make excel- 
lent pigments for the brush. Rameses 
and Setos, Cleoputra and Hatasu—all 
these great ones dead and turned to 
clay—when properly ground make a 
rich umber paint highly popular with 
artists.” 


The Stuart Kings. 

The family name of the Stuarts was 
originally, as Mr. Bayley observes, 
Fitzalan. The original Walter Fitz- 
alan, brother of the ancestor of the 
dukes of Norfolk, was lord high stew- 
ard of Scotland, and from this cir- 
cumstance his branch of the family 
appears to have adopted the name of 
Stewart. When the change began is 
not certain, but it was probably not 
later than the time of Alexander, the 
great-grandson of Walter Fitzalan, for 
both his sons—James, the grandfather 
of Robert II. and all the Scottish Stew- 
art kings, and John, the ancestor of 
Lord Darnley—appear to have borne 
the name of Stewart.— Notes and 
Queries.

Czar Loses Two of His Official 
Family 


CREATES A BIG SURPRISE 


Grand Duke Alexis, Uncle of the 
Ruler, Had Supreme Direction 
of Navy--Head of Admiralty 
Department Also Steps Out 


St. Petersburg, June 16.—The sensa~ 
tional announcement was made short- 
ly before midnight that Grand Duxe 
Alexis, the high admiral, who is an 
uncle of the czar, and Admiral Avellan, 


head of the Russian admiralty de- 
partment, had resigned. This ab- 
nouncement was followed a few :min- 
utes later by an imperial rescript re- 
lieving the graud duke of the supreme 
direction of the navy, which he bad 
held since the days of the emperor's 
father, Alexander III, when Russia 
resolved to enter the liste as a iirst- 
class sea power aud to build up a 
great navy, the remnants of which 
were destroyed in the battle of the Sea 
of Japan. 

Although from time to time since the 
war began there have been rumors 
that the grand duke would retire on 
account of the savage criticism, not 
to use harsher terms, directed against 
the administration of the navy, espe- 
cially in the construction of ships, the 
announcement of his resignation 
came like a bolt from a clear sky. It 
was not preceded by any of the ru- 
mors which usually give warning of 
such an act, consequently it was us- 
sumed that some sudden event pre- 
cipitated it, and ugly stories immedi- 
ately came to the surface. 

Among those sojourning in the cafes 
and hotels the editorial in The Nasha 
Schisn yesterday, demanding an Aace- 
counting of the popular fund sub- 
scribed for the rebuilding of the navy 
and declaring that “great names are 
no longer guarantees,” was instantly 
recalled. 

Whe words of the rescript give no bint 
of imperial anger and the real explana- 
tion probably will not leak out for sev- 
eral days, but the instant disposition 
is to regard the retirement of Alexis 
and Avellan as a concession to public 
opinion following the crowning tragedy 
of the Sea of Japan. 

Charges of mismanagement and in- 
efficiency and tales of corruption and 
even worse against the marine depart- 
ment have been rife for years. After 
the war began they increased ten-fold 
and lately a regular campaign agaiust 
the department has been openly con- 
ducted in the newspapers. Some start- 
ling revelations have been made in 
this campaign and Captain Clado, who 
was one of the leading critics of the 
conduct of the navy, was dismissed 
from the service for his persistence. 

It was felt even in quarters wlere 
charges of corruption were not enter- 
tained that it would be unwise to en- 
trust the rebuilding of the navy to the 
hands which were responsible for the 
hapless fleets of the past. 

Grand Duke Alexis himself did not 
escape personal attacks, and scandal 
Was so busy with his name that he 
was several times the subject of pub- 
lic demonstrations. 

The name of the grand duke wes 
high on the list of those condemned 
by the terrorists and after “Red Sun- 
day” (Jan. 22 last) it was reported that 
he had fied abroad, but it developed 
that he was merely keeping closey 
within his palace. Recently he has 
shown himself more frequently, usu- 
ally in a closed carriage. A press cor: 
respondent saw him Wednesday jast 
driving down the Neva quay in a low, 
one-seated drosky, drawn by a {fas3t- 
trotting stallion, which was going like 
the wind. ‘The driver, it was noted, 
did not wear the impertal livery. The 
grand duke, who was servously glanc- 
ing to right and left, kept his right 
hand deep in the pocket of his military 
overcoat and was evidently graspinga 
revolver. 

The retirement of Admiral Avellan 
has not yet been published. The names 
of Vice Admiral Biriloff, who is re- 
turning from Vladivostok, and of Vice 


| Admiral Chouknin, commander of the 


Black sea flee,t are mentioned amoug 
those likely to succeed Admiral Ave!- 
lan.

President Roosevelt is gratified chat 
the arrangements of a preliminary na- 
ture Lave been completed without un- 
due friction. He would have pre- 
ferred that the conference be held at 
The Hague, although the selection of 
Washington naturally is complimen- 
y to him personally and to the Amer- 
ican government. 

It is not expected that the selection 
ef Washington will interfere ma- 
terlally with the summer plans of the} 
President, While no definite arranges 


ments yet have been made, it Is re 
garded as quite likely that he will 
come to Washington from Oyster Bay 
to receive the plenipotentiaries wueu 
they assemble, after which he will 
probably return to Oyster Bay. Oili- 
elally this government will have but 
little to do with the negotiations »e- 
tween the representatives of the two 
powers. | 

It is well understood that the Japan-} 
ese government will not make known, | 
prior to the assembling of the plenipo- 
tentiaries, the terms on which she wil!

Bioody Battie Not Unlikely 

St. Petersburg, June 16.—The selec-| 
tion of Washington as the place for the | 
peace conference makes it certain that 
several weeks must elapse before the 
first meeting of the negotiators is pos-| 
sible. Unless President Roosevelt, on 
his own initiative, is able to induce the 
belligerents in the meantime to agree | 
to an armistice, the fear is general that 
the interim will witness another bloody | 
battle in Manchuria. Russia, while 
she could not place herself in the posi- 
tion of directly requesting an arnis-; 
tice, might welcome it if the sugges-|

‘Our Influence Is Growing 

London, June 16.—The acceptance 
of Washington as the place for the 
conduct of peace negotiations is re- 
garded by the London newspapers as a 
further proof of the growing influence 
of the United States in international 
politics. Moreover, it is felt that Japan 
would not have proceeded thus far un- 
less convinced there was a reasonable 
prospect of the negotiations bearing 
fruit. It is therefore concluded that 
Japan has resolved to propose modei- 
ate and reasonable terms. 


Diplomatic Victory For Japan 

Paris, June 16.—The choice of Wash- 
ington for the meeting of the peace 
plenipotentiaries gives general  satis- 
faction here, as it is considered the 
appropriate result of President Roose- 
velt’s initiative. Diplomatists are in- 
clined to take the view that the selee- 
tion of Washington is the first diplc- 
matic victory for Japan, as Russian ip- 
fluence favored a European point, 
while Japan was opposed to a meeting 
in Europe.

London, June 16.—The Singapore 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says 
that the Russian cruiser Rion has ,«ft 
for Odessa and that great uneasiness 
is feit for the safety of British ship- 
ping.

Water Ball, 
Game For 
Swimmers 


Simply a Form of Baseball 
Played on Lakes or Riv- 
ers With Rafts or Floats 
For Men to Stand On. 
The Rules Easy to Un- 
derstand. 


The game of water baseball, or wa- 
ter ball, although little known, is one 
of the most interesting games imag: 
inable, since it combines the main 
points of both baseball and water polo. 

The rules of the game are simple, the 
only requirements being ability te 
swim well and to throw a ball. One 
large raft and four small ones about 
a yard square are needed, which are 
set out as in a baseball diamond, the 
large raft serving as home plate and 
the small ones as pitcher’s box and 
the three bases. The diamond is of 
course much smaller than a baseball 
diamond, the distance between bases 
being about twelve yards. The bal 
used is a tennis bal] and the bat a club 
about eighteen inches long. Five boys 
play on each side, the catcher playing 
on the home raft and the others at the 
pitcher’s and base rafts. Each man 
stands on his raft, the batter also be 
ing on the home raft. 

The batting rules are different from 
those in baseball in that there is no 
calling of strikes and balls. Every- 
thing is fair, and one strike is out if 
caught. The “everything fair’ rule 
makes it possible to turn and hit the 
ball directly toward the catcher. If 
you are the first to bat and hit the 
ball, say, toward third, splash! and 
you are off for first. As you rise te 
the surface after the dive you see the 
third baseman and the pitcher furious- 
ly swimming after the ball. Ob, how 
fearful you are of getting caught! 

To your excited eyes it seems as if 
first base were a mile away. As you 
near the base you see the pitcher seize 
the ball and turn in the water ta 
throw it. But it is no easy matter ta 
throw a ball while treading water, and 
the chances are that the throw is a 
bad one, and you are safe. 

You now turn your attention toward 
second. To steal it seems easy, and 
80, aS soon as the pitcher delivers the 
ball, you start. But if all goes well 
with the other team, when you have 
gone about a third of the distance you 
notice that the second baseman has 
the ball. Giving up all hope of gain- 
ing second, you turn to regain first, 
and to your horror note that the first 
baseman has followed you and waits 
for the ball about five feet to your 
rear. 

Madly, now, you again turn your ef- 
forts toward second, only to see the

second baseman, who has also jumped 
into the water, rapidly swimming to- 
ward you. With sheer desperation and 
much splashing you try to evade this 
latest comer, but you are put out and 
retired amid the excited yells of the 
onlookers. To the boys the game is 
full of fun. Sometimes an ardent first 
baseman will Jean too far over to one 
side in his efforts to get the ball. This 
will cause the raft to tilt until the boy 
loses his balance, and in his efforts to 
regain the center of the raft it will 
shoot from under him, and he will land 
smack on the surface of the water. 
This funny side, together with the real 
interest of the game, makes it one of 
the best summer sports for a boys’ 
camp.

Kwo Bound and Gagged and 
One Dies of Injuries 
Piympten, N. 8., June 19.—The citi- 
gens of this town are aiding the au- 
thorities in an endeavor to solve the 
mystery surrounding one of the cruelist 


tragedies ever evacted in this prov- 
fuce. Two small children were gagged 
and bound and left to die in the woods 
a mile {rom the house where they 
lived, e child, 18 months old, wus 
alive when found and has recovered, 
The other child, known as May Young, 
@ years old, was dead when found, 
and it is beljeved that she was kilicd 
before being Ieft in the woods. 

Both cbildren lived under the cure 
of a young woman called Hope Young, 
who claimed to be the widow of Fred 
Young of Boston. The woman bad 
been firing at the home of Kingslcy 
Melanson, a laboring man. The wo- 
man states that on Friday afternoon 
she went to the home of a neighbor 
end returned 15 minutes later to tind 
that the house had been entered, a 
small sum of money stolen and the twe 
children missing. 

The neighborhood was soon aroused 
and searching parties were organized. 
When the searchers were iu the woods 
about a mile from the Melanson house, 
the cry of a child was heard and a {ew 
minutes later Mima, the 18-months-old 
girl, was found lying in a thicket with 
her hands and feet securely bound, 
while a hood had been bound over her 
mouth as a gag. 

Search was continued and the body 
ef May, the 6-year-old girl, was found, 
Her hood was pulled entirely over her 
Lead and face. Her mouth was stuffed 
and bound with burdock leaves snd ber 
bead was securely tied and bound with 
strings. Although her hands aud feet 
Were not tied, the. brush had evidently 
not been disturbed, which led to the 
suspicion that the child was dead or 
nearly dead when placed there,

Maximo Gomez was born at Baui, 

ap Domingo, in 1836. His aptitude 
2 warfare was first shown in bis na- 
tive country, but while still a young 
man he went with a military coutin- 

ent called the reserves to Santiayo de 
aba. 

At the outbreak of the revolution in 
Yara be enlisted in the Cuban army as 
a private in the command of Jose 
Joaquin Palma. Promoted to the rauk 
eof captain soon afterward, he was one 
of the most tireless and aggressive of 
partisans during the entire war. 

In October, 1868, Gomez had aa en- 
counter with the Spanish troops near 
Baire in which his forces were out- 
numbered three to one. The Spanish 
commander was the famous Colonel] 
Quiros. The next year he was made 
Heutenant colonel, and his victories 
near Jiguani and Holguin earned for 
him the rank of colonel. During the 
following years ke was busy cam- 
paigning near Guantanamo and Tigu- 
@bo. With General Calixto Garcia be 
captured Holguin in 1872. 

The commander-in-chief (Agra- 
monte) of the Cuban army, hearing 
that Gomez was the bravest and most 
intelligent officer in Santiago, ordered 

im to go to Puerto Principe, and pro- 
moted him to the rank of brigadier 
general. In Puerto Principe he wus 
known as “the terror,” for wherever be 
Went the Spaniards fied before ui. 
Thus he was able to capture Nuevitus, 
Santa Cruz, Guaimaro and Cascorro. 
His most important battles were those 
of Palo Seco and Las Guasimas. 

During 1874 the Spaniards built a 
chain of forts between Moron and 
Glogo de Avila, hoping to thus separate 
the patriots of the two ends of the lIsl- 
and. Gomez and his soldiers, hovw- 
ever, were able to pass the forts nd 
invaded Santa Clara. He pushed his 
way as far as Cienfuegos, and at Loma 
del Gibaro defeated the Spanish gon- 
eral Jouvellar. 

By this time Gomez was a major 
general, and he was made commander- 
in-chief when Agramonte died. When 
the revolution was dying out he es- 
eaped to Jamaica. 

In 1885 he made an attempt, with 
Maceo and Crombert, to land in Ouba, 
but the expedition wasa failure. When 
Marti was made president of the reyo- 
Intionary party he was heartily joined 
by Gomez in the movement to free 
Cuba.

FISHERMAN SUNK

Struck Amidships by a Vessel 
Off Nantucket 
Boston, June 19.—While fishing in 
the South channel off Nantucket during 
a thick fog, with 10 dories out and 
only two men on board, schooner Nellie 


G. Adams of Provincetown was ruvD 
down and sunk by schooner J. Holnies 
BirdsaH of Philadelphia. The two 
men en the sinking craft were rescued 
immediately and, by blowing her 
whistle, the Birdsall was able to col- 
lect the balance of the fishernian’s 
crew. The Birdsall then turned back 
and reached this harbor last night. 
Captain Robinson of the Birdszli 
stated that his vessel came upon the 
Adams witout the slightest warning 
and the vessels were too close for tre 
Birdsall to swerve on her course. 
Leaving Boston late Friday, Robin- 
gon said that he headed down the 
South channel on account of the thick 
weather and the southwest breeze. The 
fog was very dense off Nantucket and 
the Birdsall had reached a point off 
Great Rip when the fisherman was 
discovered dead ahead. The Adams 
was struck amidships and sank with- 
in a few minutes, the skipper and cook 
clambering over the bow of the Bird- 
sall, without walting to save any of 
their effects. The captain of the Asher- 
j man reported that he had 10 dortes out 
in the vicinity, with two men in each. 
The engineer of the Birdsall was 92r- 
Gered to get up steam and blow the 
whistle and within two hours the 10 
boats Lad been collected and the men 
taken aboard. The Birdsall was prac- 
tically uninjured. 


New England’s Torrid Wave 

Boston, June 19.—The torrid wave 
that rolled over New England on Fri- 
day not only lingered Sunday, but in- 
creased in intensity, and with a hizh 
increase of moisture brought much 
discomfort to man and beast. Ucut 
records for the particular day were 
broken in many places, and maxitarms 
of more than 90 degrees were reported 
from many interior points. A few scat- 
tered showers fell and several thuuier- 
storms of mild intensity prevailed in 
the northern part of New England and 
some of them resulted in cooler weather 
for a few hours.

= Windsor, Vt., June 20.—It is reported 
here that a writ of habeas corpus Ip 
bebalf of Mrs. Mary M. Rogers, whose 
execution for the murder of her bus- 
band is fixed for Friday next, was 
granted late last night at Brattleboro 
by Judge Wheeler of the United States 
district court. 

According to the report, the prison 
officials will be required to produce the 
woman in court in this town at 20'clock 
tomorrow afternoon, only 48 hours be- 
fore the time set for her execution. It 
is said that the state will be required 
to show cause why Mrs. Rogers is rot 
illegally restrained of her liberty. 

It is understood that Attorney Flinn, 
who asked for the writ, based his con- 
tention for its issuance on the ground 
that the supreme court, when pussing 
upon the question raised, which !*d to 
the granting of the reprieve by the gov- 
ernor, did not resentence Mrs. Roger?, 
and that she is being held ou a “pre- 
tended” warrant issued by Governor 
Bell and not by reason of a sentcnce 
imposed by a court of competent juris- 
Giction. He further conterd: that 
Mrs. Rogers was deprived of her lib- 
erty because the legislature had 
neglected to establish a supreme court 
in Bennington county, as required hy 
the constitution.

TOWN UP IN ARMS

| Political Factions Engage In a 
Pitched Battle 


WRANGLE OVER A BOND 


A Force of Constables Roughly 
Handled by Crowd Armed 
With Primitive Weapons--In- 
terlor of Town Hall Wrecked 
by Angry Invaders 


Block Island, R. I., June 20.—The ip- 
tense rivalry between two factions of 
New Shoreham voters, the one ied by 
State Senator Champlin, the other by 
Samuel M. Rose, reached a 
when a dozen special constables, said 
to have been hired in Providence by 
the Champlin element, to keep order at 
the town meeting called to authorizea 
town bond issue, were attacked by 26U 
of the Rose supporters and <oum- 
pletely routed, after which the flushed 
victors returned to the town but. 
wrecked its interior and thus prevenicd 
the holding of the meeting. 

This was the fourth attempt of the 
so-called Champlin faction to bring be- 
fore the voters a proposition to bond the 
tewn for $172,500 to discharge the cx- 
isting debt, a measure which had been 
introduced by Champlin at the last ses- 
sion of the general assembly and which 
became law. The riot was strongly 
reminiscent of the old-time “faction” 
battles and was successful in carry- 
ing out the desire of the Rose sup- 
porters, that of adjourning the meet- 
ing without action on the bond qucs- 
tion. 

Three meetings have been called ou 
the same question in the last two 
months, but before any conclusion 
could be reached conditions developed 
nearly resembling pitched battles be- 
tween the two factions. Yesterday the 
feeling between the warring elements 
was at fever heat, especially so among 
the Rose party. 

The meeting had been called for 2 
o'clock at the town hall. An _ hour 
earlier some 200 of the Rose supporte:s 
gathered near the building armed with 
#tungshots, black-jacks, stones and 
other implements of primitive warfare. 
They had been waiting in battle amney 
about half an hour, when 12 special 
constables from Providence, in uni- 
form, put in An appearance, marching 
in military fashion to the town hall 
with Lieutenant Scott in commuud 
Scott had the key to the building, Lut 
just as the constables were about to 
enter, the Rose followers advanced to 
the attack, shouting and yelling at the 
constables. 

At the first onslaught the ofticc:s 
pushed their way into the building, but 
the Rose forces soon gained entrance, 
and literally kicked and clubbed the 
constables out again, who retreated 
with bruised bodies, torn uniforms aud 
emashed helmets. 

The Rose element then turned their 
attention to the wrecking of the in- 
terior of the hall, and 26 minutes later, 
when they had finished the destructive 
work, not a window pane was left in- 
tact, while the furniture and fittings 
were thoroughly demolished. 

While all the constables bor? marks 
of the affray, the only one seriously 
injured was Earnest Olney, vho sus- 
tained several bad gashes on the head. 
Lieutenant Scott was kicked several 
times in the abdomen. 

About 2:30 o'clock the town modera- 
tor and a few more peaceably inclined 
citizens arrived at the hall, with Sher- 
iff Anthony of Newport county and 13 
deputies acting as an escort. The fu- 
tility of attempting to hold the meet- 
ing was at once apparent, and the 
moderator adjourned the meeting sine 
die. 

It is said that the Champlin leaders 
will make still another effort to obialn 
a vote on the bond issue.

Next Move Is Upto Far East- 


ern Belligerents 


THE PEACE CONFERENCE 


Both Russia and Japan Satisfied 
Over Selection of Washington 
as Seat of Negotiations--Con- 
vention, [If One Be Formulated, 
Will Be Known as “Treaty of 
Washington” 

Washington, June 20.—Practically no 
new developments are observable in 
the negotiations for peace between Rus- 


sia and Japan. While

Soon afterward Cassini was received 
by the president. As he was leaving 
the White House he said that the ne- 
gotiations were moving forward 
smoothly, He added that he had not 
conyeyed to President Roosevelt the 
names of the Russian pleuipotentiaries 
and had not received from him the 
bames of those of Japan. 

Each of the diplomatists presented ta 
the president official advices froin his 
government expressive of the satisfac- 
tion felt at St. Petersburg and ‘okio 
over the selection of Washington as 
the seat of the peace conference. The 
president already had been advised hy

Barbarity of Cossacks

Some of the Russians dis- 
mounted and used their bayonets, The 
steel was thrust down the mouths of 
the Japanese, their heads were near'y 
cut off and their bodies disembow elad. 
Finally the Cossacks burned and other- 
wise destroyed all medicines aud med- 
ical appliances.”

The Japanese minister informed the 
Fresident that the Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries would be able to reach Wash- 
ington the first part of August, if it 
was deemed desirable for them to be 
here by that time. The personnel of 
the mission has not yet been announced. 
The information brought by the niinis- 
ter was communicated to Cassini, who 
is cabling his government to find out 
when the Russian mission will arrive. 
When this is known it will be possible 
to decide upon a date for the confer- 
ence. The general belief is that it will 
eonvene about the middle of August. 

Whether the conference will actually 
sit in Washington or not has not been 
determined, as that is a detail which 
will be left to the envoys themselves 
by their respective governments. It 
is said that no decision wif be reached 
on that point until the conferees meet 
bere and organize. If the weather In 
Washington at that time shouid be un- 
favorable to continued sittings in this 
city, it will be within the authority of 
the plenipotentiaries to adjourn to 
some other city. 

During the past few days the presi- 
dent has received as many as a bun- 
dred letters suggesting various cities 
in the country as desirable places for 
holding the conference. It can be said 
that the president will not permit him- 
self to be drawn into the discussion of 
this subject and the government wil] 
not attempt to interfere in any way 
with the choice. It is regarded as prob- 
able that this city will be at least the 
scene of the beginning and the encing 
of the conference, although the inter- 
vening sessions may be held elsewhere. 
It will be known in diplomatic his- 
tory, therefore, as already stated, as 
the “Washington conference,” and the 
convention, if one be formulated, will 
be the treaty of Washington. 


Will Not Be Harsh With Russia 

St. Petersburg, June 20.—Japan’s 
terms of peace, according to an inter- 
view had by The Novoe Vremya with

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THE SHABBY BATHTUB. 


It May Easily Be Made Bright, Fresh 
and Inviting. 

Among the crosses many housewives 
haye to annoy them is a bathtub of un- 
inyiting appearance in a room that oth- 
erwise looks fresh and clean. The tar- 
nished s®rface may refuse to become 
bright, no matter what cleaning mate- 
rials are employed. 

By being your own workman you 
may at a trifling expense make the tub 
quite desirable. Procure a small can of 
common paint of any light color de- 
sired, a can of enamel paint of the 
same color and a good sized brush. 
Cut eight or ten inch pieces of yellow 
soap into bits and put It over the fire 
to dissolve in a couple of quarts of wa- 
ter. Fill the bathtub with hot water 
and throw In a generous handful of 
powdered borax_and the dissolved 
soap. When the water becomes cool 
enough to put the hands in it scrub the 
gurface with a brush, letting the water 
run off as the work Is done. Again part- 
ly fill the tub with hot water and scrub 
it with the brush and sand soap to 
make sure that all greasy particles 
have been removed. Then rinse it in 
clear hot water and thoroughly dry. 

Cover it with two coatings of the 
common paint, letting one thoroughly 
dry before putting on the second coat. 
Then give it several coats of the en- 
amel paint. This paint will dry more 
quickly than the other, and the bath 
will no longer be an unsightly object. 
Care must be used not to run hot water 
into the bath alone until the paint has 
hardened.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


THE CARE OF HER GOWNS. 


This Woman’s Method Is Worthy of 
Being Widely Copied. 

A time saver is the plan which a wo- 
man who has much of her dressmaking 
done in the house has evolved in the 
care of her gowns. She keeps all of 
her waists for each gown if not the 
whole gown itself in boxes. With 
she puts the little bunch of silk or 
scraps of lace and ribbon that were 
left. She also puts in the particular 
bunch of ruching that she has selected 
for wearing with it so that in case of a 
fresh plece being needed or any little 
change being thought of she has every- 
thing at hand ready when she takes 
down the box. 

As may be imagined, she is one who 
ean add a touch here and make a 
change there in her collar or belt ar- 
rangements, little improvements which 
in true feminine fashion she often 
makes a few minutes before she puts 
the dress on. For this and for any ac- 
cident which happens to the gown the 
scraps already at hand are invaluable. 

The same plan applies in keeping the 
veils which go with it In the box with 
each hat, where they have more room 
than in a common veil box and where 
the time is saved which it takes to get 
out two boxes.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

If we take 
no back step we place the responsibility 
on these eight men. 

Councilman MeLane—I voted for the 
Gould plans as I wanted to see some- 
thing done.

Superintendent Lovell has been or- 
dered by United States Marshal Bailey 
to produce Mrs. Tiogers before Justice 
Wheeler at 2 o'clock this afternoon at 
the Windsor courthouse. Sheriff Peck 
has received a similar notification. At 
this hearing counsel for Mrs. Rogers 
will present reasons why the 
demned woman should be permanently 
released from prison. In the event 
that the court refuses to grant the writ 
perntanently, it is likely 
that an appeal will be taken to the 
United States supreme court. 

Attorney Flinn called upon Mrs, Rog- 
ers and explained to her the various 
parts of the writ which had been issued 
in the case. Flinn told Mrs. Rogers 
that there was some hope that that the 
court would grant a postponement of 
the carrying out of the sentence. This 
information came at a time when the 
woman was suffering greatly from an 
operation upon her teeth, and relieved 
a night and morning which 
marked both by mental distress and 
physical pain. The ulceration in Mrs. 
Rogers’ mouth became aggravated and 
it was necessary for a dentist to: re- 
move two more of her troublesome 
teeth. Later in the day, however, the 
Woman, eased from her physical incon- 
venience, and relieved mentally by the 
assurances of her counsel, grew calm- 
er, though she still remained somewhat 
nervous, .

Clark Would Feel Shamed by 
Woman’s Execu‘tion 

St. Joseph, Mich., June 21.—Captain 
Lloyd Clark of the United States sup- 
ply station here and a brother of Ad- 
miral Clark, U. S. N., who com- 
manded the battleship Oregon during 
the battle of Santiago and when the 
battleship made the famous voyage 
from Pacific waters to join Admiral 
Sampson's fleet, has sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Governor Bell of Ver- 
mont, protesting against the hanging 
of Mrs. Mary Rogers:

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President Dismisses Him From 


Diplomatic Service 


IS SEVERELY ARRAIGNED 
a 


Minister’s Conduct Declared to 
Have_Been “Especially Repre- 
hensible”--Loomis Not Dishon- 
orable, but Was Indiscreet 


Washington, June 21.—The dismissal 
of Herbert W. Bowen, for some years 
United States minister to Venezuela, 
and the exoneration of Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Francis B. Loomis of the 
allegations brought against him by 
Bowen, are the outcome of the Loomis- 
Bowen controversy, which has at- 
tracted wide attention for many months 
past. This disposition of the case is 
made by President Roosevelt in a let- 
ter addressed to Secretary .Taft, ap- 
proving Taft's report on his findings 
and conclusions in the case. 

The president scathingly arraigns 
Bowen, declaring that his conduct “is 
especially reprehensible;” that Bowen 
asked one of his witnesses to enter the 
employ of a certain company for the 
purpose, “in plain words, of stealing” 
documents which he hoped might in- 
criminate Loomis, and that Bowen has 
“evidently for many months, indeed, 
for the last two years, deyoted himself” 
to hunting up scandal and gossip un- 
til it became a monomania and caused 
him “to show complete disloyalty” to 
the country he represented. 

The president says he had helped to 
promote Bowen, as during much of his 
service he had done good work, but 
that his usefulness in the diplomatic 
service is now at an end. The presi- 
dent adds that he would direct that 
Bowen's resignation be requested but 
for his statement that he would con- 
sider a resignation an admission of mls- 
conduct and the dismissal is therefore 
ordered. 

The letter quotes correspondence and 
testimony. ‘The president states that 
it appears that Bowen, while minister, 
secured the publication of attacks on 
Loomis and furniShed to the press 
documents pending before the state de- 
partment for approval, and that his ex- 
planation is inexcusable and shows his 
“eutire unfitness” for the service. 
Even if Loomis had been guilty, says 
the president, Bowen’s conduct would 
be unpardonable. ‘The letter quotes 
certain correspondence and testimony. 
The report of Secretary Taft on the 
ease, on which the president’s action 
is based, is a voluminous document 
reviewing the charges and the eyi- 
dence taken. 

In his report Secretary Taft says 
that there was nothing dishonorable in 


the transactions in which Loomis fig-|* 


jured, but that he was not discreet, 
The report says that Loomis was not 
justified in becoming personally inter- 
esied in any of the schemes, either 
with a mere nominal interest or sub- 
stantial interest. 

He holds, however, that Loomis has 
been “niost cruelly slandered,” com- 
mends him for the self-restraint with 
which he has met the charges, and 
points out that Loomis’ bitter ex- 
perience in this case makes it unneces- 
sary to point out the moral that a min- 
ister cannot afford in the country to 
which he is accredited to make per- 
sonal inyestments, etc. 


Cause of Collision Not Known 

Hartford, June 21—Engineer Pruitt. 
who was injured in a collision of en- 
gines near Newington, is still alive, but 
his condition is very serious. His 
right leg was terribly mangled, his 
right arm broken and his skull frac- 
tured. He has not recovered conscious- 
ness since the accident, so that it has 
not been possible to learn from him 
how ‘the collision happened. Engineer 
Wilcox and Flagman §Senecal, who 
Were also injured, are expected to re- 
cover. 


Alexander and Hyde Out 

New York, June 21.—Chairman Mor- 
ton of the Equitable directors an- 
hounces that he has accepted the resig- 
nulion of James W. Alexander as presi- 
dent and James H. Hyde as first vice 
president. He declines to say whether 
he has taken any action on the resig- 
tations of the other officials. Inquiries 
at the residences of Alexander and 
Hyde elicited the information that no 
statement would be given out by either 
of those men. 


Bourd to Remain Friendly 

London, June 21.—Sir Charles Dilke 
contributes an article to The Standard 
on imperial defense and the Anglo- 
American entente. It says that the re- 
duction of garrisons and dockyards 
throughout Great Britain’s American 
stations are heartily and sufficiently 
explained by the government’s evident 
conviction of the stability of the friend- 
ly Anglo-American relations.

Philadelphia Banker Made a 
Specialty of Forgery

Bought Small Shares of Gilt-

ures, and Secured Large Loans 
--Banks Lose Over $750,000

June 21.—One of the 
ional cases of forgery that 
has ever been brought to light in 
financial circles of this city was dis- 
that 
certificates calling for small numbers 
of shares of stock had been fraudu- 
lently raised to hundreds of shares, 
causing a loss to certain banks and 
trust companies of this city of from 
$750,000 to $1,000,000. 

The forgery involves the name of 
Benjamin H. Gaskill, who went to his 
grave four ago. Gaskill was 
the sole member of the bauking and 
brokerage concern known as Benjamin 
H. Gaskill & Co. He had offices in the 
financial district and his credit was 
considered gilt-edged, 

Gaskill died four weeks ago and at 
the time of bis death he was believed 
to be worth about $500,000. He left 
no will and administrators began to 
close up his business. A patron of the 
firm, whose name is not given, bought 
from the estate 100 shares of Philadel- 
phia Traction company stock and 100 
shures of stock of the United States 
Steel corporation. He turned his ac- 
count over to E. C. Miller & Co., which 
firm sent the 100 shares of traction 
stock to the Philadelphia Traction com- 
pany’s oflice to have the transfer re- 
corded. 

The certificate did not agree with the 
company’s books, and an investiga- 
tion showed that the certificate had 
been raised from six shares to 100. The 
discovery was reported to E. 0. Miller 
& Co., which firm immediately notitie2 
the Stock Exchange of which Gaski'l 
was a member, which in turn sent out 
notices to its members not to receive 
stock certificates from the Gaskul 
estate. 

A further investigation brought to 
light o surprising state of affairs. It 
was found that Gaskill had credited 
himself on his own books with GO0U0 
shires of Philadelphia Traction stock 
vaived at approximately $600,000. 
while the traction company’s books 
suowed he had only 400 shares. It 
was also discovered that he had raised 
stock certificates of the United Rail- 
wiys of New Jersey from two to 200 
ard the certificates of the Frankford

Gaskill kept two accounts—one re- 
cording the transactions of his cus 
tomers, which was correct, and auother 
giving his own transactions. His 
nooks showed that he was losing from 
$15,000 to $25,000 a year in his business. 
His method of operation was to obtain 
certificates of gilt-edged securities, 
calling for one, two, three or some 
other smal! number of shares, raise the 
figures and give them as securities for 
large loans. 

Gaskill was 41 years of age when he 
died. He was a member of the Manu- 
facturers’ and other clubs and well and 
favorably known. ‘The administrators 
of the estate have retained counsel to 
Erotect the interests of the estate. 

Gaskill left a wife, to whom the 
Stock Exchange a few days ago paid 
$5000 as life insurance. His seat on 
the Stock Exchange is valued at $15,000.

Cambridge, Mass., June 21.—The 
South Reading Mechanic and Agrieui- 
tural institutton, organized as a cor- 
poration in 1883, has petitioned the su- 
perior court for leave to dissolve.

SINKING OF THE SUVAROFF. 


Sapanese Captain Tells How He Sank 
Rojestvensky’s Tlagship. 

The captain of the Jwpanese destroy- 
er Murasag, in describing how he at- 
tacked and sunk Rojestvensky’s flag- 
ship, the Suvaroff, in the battle of the 
Sea of Japan, spoke as follows, says a 
special cable dispatch from Sasebo to 
the New York American: 

“At daybreak on May 27 we received 
warning that the enemy’s fleet was ap- 
proaching. Our squadron opened fire 
from a concealed spot which the Rus- 
sian guns couldn’t reach. We merely 
threatened, and the Russians unsus- 
pectingly returned our fire. My de- 
stroyer was outside the battle circle 
watching the movements of the Rus- 
sians, whose firing was lamentable. 
Many of their shells passed over the 
Japanese fleet and dropped in the wa- 
ter astern. One, however, hit us astern, 
and at the same time an order came for 
us to attack the enemy’s flagship. 

“Although our boat was damaged, we 
made up our minds to face death 
bravely for the sake of the emperor 
and our country. So, with engines go- 
ing at full speed, we dashed through 
the heavy seas toward the enemy’s ship 
to within 100 meters. When we fired 
our first torpedo, a fish shaped eighteen 
inch Whitehead, we saw it strike the 
Suvaroff astern and soon realized that 
it had smashed her steering gear. 

“From this moment the whole of the 
shell fire of the Japanese fleet was 
concentrated upon Rojestvensky’s flag- 
ship. Her funnels were shot into tin- 
sel and ber masts, with one exception, 
collapsed with a terrible noise. The 
officers and sailors crowded around the 
one remaining mast as though dement- 
ed. It was really an awful sight even 
for me, who in war have witnessed 
many terrible incidents. 

“Then we fired a second torpedo. It 
struck the engine compartment and 
the flagship immediately listed nearly 
to the water's edge. 

“Meanwhile the cannonading of the 
whole Japanese fleet, as if controlled 
by one automatic switch, was concen- 
trated upon the crowd of officers and 
men standing beneath the solitary 
mast. 

“Within a few seconds they were 
scattered into fragments, like dry 
leaves before the wind. Almost si- 
multaneously the flagship reared up and 
plunged to the bottom of the sea. 
Then we retired from the battle cir- 
cle.”

Mrs Rogers’ Counsel Argue on | 


Her Petition 


IT IS STRONGLY OPPOSED 


Attorney General Declares That 
Subterfuge Is Being Resorted 
To--Condemned Woman Is In 
Court, But Shows No Emotion 


Windsor, Vt., June 22.—For the first 
time since her incarceration in the 
state prison here, more than a year and 
a half ago, Mrs. Mary M. Rogers, the 
convicted murderess of her husband, 
Marcus Rogers, yesterday passed out 
through the doors of the prison and for 
a few brief hours breathed the air of 
freedom. Her brief respite from the 
unceasing monotony of prison life was 


one of the incidents in the attempt of 
her attorneys to save her from death 
on the gallows. 

The developments in Vermont’s most 
famous criminal case included a trip 
to Brattleboro, where the attorneys for 
the condemned woman argued a peti- 
tion for her release before Judge 
Wheeler, in the United States circuit 
court. Mrs. Rogers was taken to Brat- 
tleboro by Marshal Bailey on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

Mrs. Rogers appeared nervous and 
depressed on the trip from Windsor 
to Brattleboro and took but little no- 
tice of what was going ov about her. 
On the return trip to Windeor, how- 
ever, she was in noticeably better 
spirits, conversed animatedly with the 
matron, Miss Durkee, and with Super- 
intendent Lovell and Sheriff Peck.

Bowen Replies to President’s 


Letter of Dismissal 


TALLS LOOMIS DISHONEST 


Denies That He Was Instigator of 
Charges Against Predecessor, 


Who, He Says, Established Hts 
Own “Unsavory Reputatoi” 


New York, June 22.—Herbert W. 
Bowen, formerly minister to Venezuela, 
has made public a long statement in 
reply to President Roosevelt's letter dis- 
missing him from the diplomatic ser- 
vice as a result of the investigation 
made by Secretary Taft into the con- 


troversy between Bowen and First As- 
sistant Secretary of State Loomis. 

Mr. Bowen declares the “Venezuelan 
scandal constitutes a national dis- 
grace.” He asserts that “the Loomis 
scandal” pervaded Caracas and con- 
stantly “grew worse and worse.” He 
says that shortly after he called the 
matter to the attention of the depart- 
ment of state, he received a cable offer 
from Washingon of diplomatic promo- 
tion that would remove him from 
Caracas. 

“I admit,” he declares, “that I re- 
garded the offer as an attempt to bribe 
me, veiled under the offer of a higher 
position and inspired by Mr. Loomis. 
I make nv doubt that in the course of 
the recent inquiry it has been suf- 
ficiently plain that I did not think Mr. 
Loomis an honest man and that I did 
not believe his conduct as minister to 
Venezuela had been honorable.” 

When he went to Venezuela in 1901, 
as successor to Loomis, Bowen de- 
clares he found current rumors s¢- 
riously affecting the honor and integrity 
of his predecessor, both as a man and 
as representative of the United States 
goverument. Bowen says that, feeling 
a sense of pride in representing the 
United States, these rumors were a 
source of continual mortification to 
him. Epitomizing the rumors, Bowen 
says: 

“Mr. Loomis, while minister, was re- 
ported to have used his public position 
to fill his private purse by obtaining 
interests in concessions and in various 
elaims against the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. He was commonly thought aiso 
to have been in the pay of the Bermu- 
dez Asphalt company and to have 
made use of his own official position to 
give color to the belief that the United 
States government was especially fa- 
vorable to the side of that company in 
its controversy with the Venezuelan 
authorities. I had no means of refuting 
these scandalous statements. Their 
substantial truth was assumed by my 
diplomatic colleagues, as well as by the 
general public at Caracas.” 

Referring to the documents left by 
his predecessor in the legation at 
Caracas and forwarded by Bowen to 
the state depertment, the latter says: 
“IT cannot better express my own feel 
ings in regard to their contents thau 
in the words of the secretary of state, 
who, in his letter acknowledging their 
receipt, said: ‘I have been greatly sur- 
prised and pained in reading the docu- 
ments you sent me.’” 

After referring to the appearance of 
the Loomis charges in several papers, 
Bowen says: “To say that I instigated 
the charges is the product of a heated 
imagination. It was right after this 
that I was summened by the state de- 
partment to Washington and a de- 
partmental inquiry was made into Mr. 
Loomis’ conduct in Venezuela, and I 
was dismissed from the diplomatic ser- 
vice. Yet I am neither responsible for 
Mr. Loomis’ unsavory reputation in 
Caracas nor for the circulation of 
scandalous reports about him. He 
established his reputation himse!f 
while living there as American minister 
from 1897 to April, 1901, and the state- 
ments cDarging him with dishonest and 
dishonorable conduct were made wilh 
such detail of circumstances that mere 
denial by me was useless. What was 
needed was not their denial, but their 
disproof.” Bowen says that subsequent 
developments strengthened his belief in 
Loomis’ dishonesty. 

“The statement that I attempted to 
steal or otherwise improperly procure 
information,” continues Bowen, “is un- 
warranted. I made use of confidential 
agents only and of our consular offices 
in Venezuela. The state department 
on at least two occasions provided me 
with money to procure secret informa- 
tion. 

“My personal fate and fortunes are 
of light interest to the public. But it 
does concern the whole country that its 
diplomatic representatives abroad 
should be men of clean character and 
unsullied reputation, and every Amer- 
ican citizen should be especially con- 
cerned when a man who, as minister 
to a foreign state, has been the cause 
of grave scandals affecting his persona! 
integrity and the honor of his govern- 
ment, is promoted to the high office of 
first assistant secretary of state and 
controls important negotiations with 
the very government at whose capital 
he caused the scandals and gained a 
tainted reputation.” 


Woman Charged With Perjury 

Boston, June 22.—Isabelle M. Stone 
of Cambridge, who brought suit against 
the Boston Dlevated Railway com- 
pany for $20,000 for alleged personal in- 
juries, was last night placed under ar- 
rest on a charge of perjury, the allega- 
tion being that the offense was com- 
mitted during the trial of the case last

STRU 2K OPEN SWITCH 


Wreck of “I'wentieth Century 
Flyer,” World’s Fastest Train 
Mentor, O., June 22.—Running at the 
Fate of 50 or 60 miles an hour, the 
Twentieth Century limited, on the 
Lake Shore railroad, dashed into an 


Spen switch at the passenger station 
here shortly before 10 o'clock last night. 
Four or five persons were killed and 
12 or 15 badly injured. The combina- 
tion baggage and smoking buffet car, 
and the coach bebind it caught fire and 
were destroyed. The train was east- 
bound and, as it does not stop here, was 
running at great speed. The engineer 
did not notice the open switch until 
the train struck it. 

The scenes following the collision 
Were pitiful.

Secretary Duncan, when seen this 
morning, said-it was true that nine 
men had been indicted in St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., not for boycott as reported, 
but for conspiracy.

The five men in question were old 
members of the union at Hardwick, Vt. 
In accordance with the provisions of 
the constitution, they applied for cards 
to go into business for themselves. 

These cards were given by the Hard- 
wick branch. The branch later deter- 
mined that they were not employers 
and that the cards bad been received 
under false pretences, The Union then 
called upon the men to prove their 
right to the cards by becoming 
employers or return them that is the 
whole story.

GYPSY MOTHS. 


Said to Have Infected Parts of 
the City of Quincy. 


Prof. A. H. Kirkland, the superin- 
tendent of the Gypsy Moth Commis- 
sioner was in Quincy, on Thursday, and 
held a conference with Mayor Thomp- 
son in relation to exterminating tho 
pests which are said to infest trees in 
certain parts of the city. 

Under the new law relating to gypsy 
and brown tail moths cities of a popu- 
lation and valuation of Quincy shall, if 
necessary, expend $5,000 a fall year in 
exterminating the pests. 

For any amount expended in excess 
of that sum the state reimburses the 
city one half. 

Just where the infected districts in 
Quincy are is not quite clear at present, 
as it is believed that what many call 
gypsy moths are the brown-tail moth. 

An expert from the State office is to 
visit Quincy, Saturday, and make an in- 
spection, and try and locate the in- 
fected spots. 

The trees that are found infected will 
be burlapped at once.

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| NINETEEN ARE DEAD 


Wreck of Twentieth Century 
, Limited Deliberately Planed 

Cleveland, June 23.—Nineteen dead 
and a dozen slightly injured covaprise 
the revised casualty Ist made by the 
wrecking at Mentor of the east-bound 
Mwentieth Century Limited, the Lake 
Shore railroad’s 18-hour train, which 
ran into an open switch, crushed the 
Meutor depot and partly burned it up, 
scorching several of the mangled 
corpses. The surviving injured are not 
much hurt, although several of the 
dead lived to reach hospital beds before 
expiring. 

The Twentieth Century Limited, ac- 
cording to announcement from New 
York, will hereafter return to a 20-hour 
schedule, although none of the railroad 
officials ascribes the wreck to exces- 
sive speed. 

It is still maintained by railroad 
officers that the switch was thrown 
open and locked and the switch light 
extinguished by some person, either a 
maniac or some one seeking revenge. 
It is still unknown to the police who 
this person is. A careful examination 
of the switch showed that it was in per- 
fect condition. Detectives are work- 
ing on the case. Trainmen are of the 
opinion that the engineer of the 
Twentieth Oentury was deceived by 
the light of a switch just beyond the 
open switch, the light of which is said 
to have been out.

Life of Mrs Rogers Is Saved 
For Another Period 


REPRIEVE UNTIL DEC 8 


Case Meanwhile Will Go to the 
United States Supreme Court 

_=-Judge Wheeler Criticises 
Procedure of State Courts 


Brattleboro, Vt., June 23.—A re 
prieve until Dec. 8 for Mrs. Mary M. 
Rogers, the condemped murderess, 
was signed yesterday afternoon by 
Governor Bell, and for the third time 
the woman who was to have been 
henged at Windsor today for killing 
her husband has been saved through 
the operation of the governor's power 
of staying the execution. 

The reprieve was granted in order 
that the case of Mrs. Rogers may be 
carried to the supreme court of the 
Uaited States on constitutional ques- 
tions which were raised yesterday at 
a hearing before Judge Hoyt H. 
Wheeler, sitting as a justice of the 
United States circuit court. 

Mrs. Rogers’ attorneys petitioned 
for her release on a writ of habeas 
corpus. ‘The court declined to grant 
the petition, but suggested that the 
points of law raised by the petitioner 
were such as to be passed upon by the 
supreme court of the country. The re- 
fusal of the judge to grant the writ 
was at once followed by the filing of 
an appeal. 

Judye Wheeler thereupon announced 
that he would render his decision upon 
the question of appeal late in the after- 
noon in order to give Governor Bell an 
opportunity to reprieve Mrs. Rogers. 
He gave the attorneys to understand 
that he would grant the appeal and in- 
timated that he would remand Mrs. 
Rogers to the custody of the United 
States mershal, which would, in effect, 
bring about a stay of execution, pro- 
vided Governor Bell did not sign a re- 
prieve. 

fn giving his decision on the mair 
question before him, Judge Wheeler 
criticised the procedure of the state 
courts ie relation to the Rogers case. 
He declared? that he found some cause 
to see justice in the attitude of Mrs. 
Rogers that she had been confined as 
a solitary prisoner for a very long pe- 
riod, which acted as a hardship to her. 
However, he could not see legal rea- 
sons for releasing Mrs. Rogers. 

Late yesterday afternoon Judge 
Wheeler received a telegraphic mes- 
sage from Governor Bell, announcing 
that Mrs. Rogers bad been reprieved. 
The judge at once signed the paper 
which gave to Mra, Rogers the legal 
right to have her case heard by the 
United States supreme court.

Signing of the Reprieve 

White River Junction, Vt., June 23.— 
In the office of the national bank at 
White River, in the presence of State 
Attorney General Fitts and Sheriff 
Peck, Governor Bell signed a docu- 
ment which reprieves Mrs. Rogers un- 
til Dec. 8. The governor at once tele- 
graphed Judge Wheeler at Brattleboro 
of his action in order that the latter 
might authorize an appeal to the su- 
Preme court from his refusal to grart 
a writ of habeas corpus. Governor 
Bell reached here late yesterday after- 
noon from Northfield. The case was 
thoroughly discussed by the governor 
and the two officials. After the an- 
nouncement of the reprieve the goy- 
ernor and attorney general spent some 
time in drawing up papers necessary 
to bring about a legal postponement of 
the execution of Mrs, Rogers. 


After signing the reprieve, Governor 


Bell left the rooms of the bank and 
went to his hotel to rest, being very 
tired. Interviewed later, the governor 
said: “I sat enough in the first place; 
there is nothing more to be said now. 
You know we all have to change our 
minds.” 


News Broken to Mrs Rogers 
Windsor, Vt., June 23.—Sheriff Peck 
arrived at the state prison this morning 
to read the reprieve to Mrs. Rogers. 
The gallows, which has been ready for 
the execution for some time, was taker 
down this forenoon.

Roosevelt’s Presence 


A DOCTOR OF LETTERS 


Honorary Degree Conferred Up- 
on the Chief Executive, Who 
Brings Pleasant Trip to Mas- 
sachusetis to an Erd 


Williamstown, Mass., June 23.—The 
zig-zag journey of President Roosevelt 
among the colleges of western Massa- 
chusetts ended with his departure from 
Williamstown after he had received 
from Williams college the honorary d¢- 
gree of L. H. D. His stay in this state, 
which was of scarcely 32 hours’ dura- 
tion, was a busy one. He attended 
three college commencements, at- two 
of which he received nigh honorury de- 
grees, travelled several hundred miles, 
and besides delivering significant ad- 
dresses at each commencement, made 
a number of speeches from his car plat- 
form to citizens who had gathered to 
greet him. 

After his active day in Worcester 
and his speeches on the way from Wor- 
cester to Williamstown and the social 
evening at the home of President 
Hopkins of Williams college, the presi- 
dent had a restful night. 

At the commencement exercises the 
president spoke twice here, once upon 
receiving the degree and aguin from the 
steps of the church where the com- 
mencement exercises were held, to the 
people who could get into the audi- 
torium. 

There was a large crowd at the open 
meeting, the salient points of the presi- 
dent’s address being:

the Panama canal, but to uphold them | 
we must be great in fact. We must 
have a great navy in the bighest ef- 
ficiency or abandon both the 
doctrine and the canal. 

“We must never allow mob rule of 
this government, and never a govern- 
ment of plutocracy. 

“I hope to see federal supervision of 
railroads and legislation so that when 
rates are improper and unjust, there 
will be executive power tol examine 
and determine what is fair and just. 
Such legislation, I think, will be intro- 
Guced. Measurable good will come if 
officers intrusted with the duty will pro- 
tect the railroads from the people, but 
will pledge themselves to do justice to 
the people.” 

Then came luncheon and before 2 
o'clock the president was on his way 
back to Washington. His train made 
stops at North Adams, Adams and 
Pittsfield, when the citizens joined in 
demonstrations and were addressed 
briefly by Mr. Roosevelt. 

During the trip there was not an un- 
pleasant incident. Weduesday’s rain 
was disagreeable, but yesterday, 
though the skies were cloudy, no rain 
fell unti! after the train bearing the 
president had started south. The ar- 
rest of Jennie G. Hirsch, a 
young woman who had mentioned the 
name of the president in a way to at- 
tract attention, was made so quietly 
that few knew of it until after she 
had been delivered to her friends, 

One of the happy incidents of the 
trip occurred when the president had 
pointed out to him here Barney Wright, 
100 years old, formerly a famous beur 
hunter. The president walked up to 
him, grasped his hand, and said: “So 
you have shot some bears, have you? 
Well, I have got some, too.” 

The president will return to New 
England? next week to attend com- 
mencement at Harvard university. 


President Reaches Home 

Washington, June 23.—President 
Roosevelt and party reached Washing 
ton at 2:05 o’clock this morning over 
the Pennsylvania railroad on the re- 
turn from their New England trip. 
Ths president’s carriage was in wait 
ing. The president had not retired and 
he was driven directly to the White 
House. 


Schools Rather Than Battleships 

Madison, Wis., June 23.—The com- 
mencement day address at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin was delivered by 
Carl Schurz, who said in part: “This 
republic should stand as the gentleman 
par excellence among nations; a gentle- 
man Sscorning the role of the swash- 
buckler whose hip pickets bulge with 
loaded six-shooters and who flashes 
big diamonds on his fingers and shirt 
front; a gentleman modest in the con- 
sciousness of strength and carrying jus- 
tice, forbearance and conciliation on 
his tongue and benevolence in his hand. 
rather than a chip on his shoulder. If 
this republic is to endure and be suc- 
cessful in its highest mission, it must 
put its trust rather in schools than in 
battleships.” 


Must Have Czar’s Approval 

St. Petersburg, June 23.—The Novoe 
Vremya announces defiritely that the 
powers of the new popular assembly, 
which will be composed of 500 mem- 
bers elected for five years, will be co- 
equal with those of the council of the 
empire, and that all legisiation to be- 
come law must pass both houses and 
receive the czar’s approval.

HAS EYE ON INDIA 


Russia May Engage In Strug- 
gle With Great Britain 


WARNING BY KITCHENER 


Deserts of Central Asia Spanned 
by Railways Which Have But 
One Possible Significance--De- 
fects Are Pointed Out 


London, June 23.—General Lord 
Kitchener, commander-in-chief of the 
British forces in India, seems to regard 
as inevitable a great struggle with Rus- 
sia for the possession of India and to 
believe that the existing arrangements 
for the defense of the Indian empire 
are altogether obsolete and ineffective. 

These views form the striking and 
central points of interest in a bulky 
blue book issued last night dealing 
with the recent conflict of opinion be- 
tween Viceroy Curzon, the Indian 
council and Lord Kitchener, which the 
government has just settled by a com- 
promise, giving the latter extended 
powers in the direction he desired. 

Lord Kitchener, in an important 
minute addressed to the home gov- 
ernment, speaks in the plainest pos- 
sible terms in denouncing the fauity 
system prevailing in India which, he 
points out, has not changed since the 
time of the mutiny and which was 
framed to meet requirements iustead 
of the possibility of a great war. He 
describes the system as one entailing 
endless discussion and delay, as well as 
great expenditure with poor results. 
In a pregnant paragraph, Lord Kitch- 
ener says: 

“Siowly but surely the deserts of 
central Asia, once believed to be an 
impenetrable barrier, have been 
crossed by a great European power. 
They are now spanned by railways 
which have only one possible signifi- 
cance, and we have every indication 
that our northern neighbor is pushing 
forward her preparations for a contest 
in which we shall have to fight for our 
existence.” 

In copclusion Lord Kitchener in- 
stances Japan as baving shown what 
was possible by thoroughly modern 
methods in army administration, while 
the disastrous consequences to Russia 
give the other side of the picture. He 
urges that there ts danger in hesitating 
to break the chains of custom and in 
tolerance of admitted defects. 

The viceroy and the council strongly 
criticised Kitchener's views, but in the 
end the home government, over-riding 
the views of the Indian government, de- 
cided in favor of Kitchener’s reor- 
ganization plang in all essentials. 


Jerome on Equitable Trali 

New York, June 23.—Following the 
publication of the report of Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hendricks as to 
the affairs of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society, came the statement that 
District Attorney Jerome has under- 
taken an inquiry into the conduct of 
the society. The list of salaried officers 
given in the Hendricks report includes 
the names of several men either dead 
or for many months out of the employ 
of the Equitable society. 


Comrlete Mutualization Needed 

Boston, June 23.—State Insurance 
Commissioner Cutting says that the 
Hendricks report on the Equitable Life 
Assurance society supports his opposi- 
tion to stock life insurance companies, 
and that he agrees entirely with 
Hendricks that the remedy is complete 
mutualization, and that the matter 
should be taken to the New York leg- 
islature. 


New Cabinet For Alfonso 

Madrid, June 23.—General Rios an- 
nounces that he has completed his cab- 
inet. The WVillaverde ministry re- 
signed as a result of the rejection, by 
204 to 45 votes, of a motion expressing 
the confidence of the chamber in the 
government, folowing which King Al- 
fonso charged Rios, former president 
of the senate, to form a new cabinet. 


A Hull With a History 

New York, June 23—The hull of the 
steamer General Slocum, on which 
hundreds of people lost their lives when 
the steamer was burned in the East 
river last summer, was towed out past 
Sandy Hook last evening. It will be 
rebuilt as a coal barge. 


Hill Denies Charges 

Philadelphia, June 23.—Johp W. 
Hill, former chief of the bureau of 
filtration, who was held in $8000 for 
trial on the charge of falsifying the rec- 
ords of his bureau, has issued a state- 
ment in which he denies the charges 
made against him. 


This Season’s Cotton Crop 

Atlanta, June 23.—Reports from the 
correspondents of the Southern Cotton 
association throughout the cotton belt, 
based upon existing conditions, indi- 
cate that the yield of cotton for the 
season of 1905-6 will be 10,283,876 com- 
mercial bales. 


Reprieve For “Biuebeard”

GERMS IN DOCTORS’ BEARDS 


Why a Coroner Looks For Baldhead- 
ed and Clean Shaven Physicians. 
“I find that people are believing the 

story about doctors carrying disease 
germs in their beards,” said Dr. O. H. 
Parker, a deputy coroner, the other 
morning to a reporter of the Kansas 
City Star. “I think it is policy for 
me to sacrifice my whiskers. They 
must go. Too many of my patients 
mention the connection between germs 
and whiskers. I see they take it se- 
riously. One woman told of a doctor 
who, she said, carried typhoid germs 
in his beard. Of course it is ridicu- 
lous. Germs would be no more likely 
to dwell in the beard than in the mus- 
tache, eyebrows or the hair. 

“The doctors are getting a dose of 
their own medicine. The doctor of to- 
morrow may be baldheaded and clean 
shaven, slinking about in a double dis- 
infectant asbestus bathing suit and 
sprinkling himself every few minutes 
with chloride of lime and carbolic 
acid. As the fairy tales used to say, 
‘They have pronounced their own 
fate.’” 


Badges For Clergymen Advocated. 
Not infrequently we read of an acci- 
dent or calamity of some kind in a 
great city, where a Roman Catholic 
priest appears on the scene and ad- 
ministers comfort to the stricken or 
dying. It is seldom that we read of'a 
Protestant minister in similar circum- 
stances, says the Church Economist. 
‘A priest will be easily recognized and 
readily admitted to an injured man. 
A minister is not so easily recognized. 
Some may wear a cut of clothing that 
will confirm their claims to be clergy- 
men, but others do not.

There would need to 
be nothing on the badge except the 
words, “Clergyman, New York.” 


Bouquets of Thorniess Roses. 

Contrary to poetic fancy, the roses 
carried by maids and matrons of soci- 
ety this season are without even the 
suspicion of a thorn, says the New 
York Press, Not that they are a pecul- 
lar variety, for when they come from 
the parent stem they are in condition 
to wound the fingers as of old.

The 
flowers are fastened on a frame which 
is lined with silk, so that they may 
be held against the most delicate of 
frocks, The bouquet originated in Lon- 
don and so pleased Queen Alexandra 
that she permitted it to be named after 
her.

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| FIRE ALARMS BY WIRELESS. 


Features of Device Invented by Dr 
De Forest and B. C. Haldeman, 

A wireless fire alarm system is the 
newest invention of Dr. Lee De Forest, 
vice president and scientific director 
of a wireless telegraph company, and 
B. C. Haldeman, former city electrician 
and general superintendent in the west 
for the company, says the Kansas City 
Times, They are building the appara- 
tus jointly—some of it in St. Louis and 
some at Kansas City under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Haldeman. It is to be giv- 
en its first test in Kansas City dur- 
ing the firemen’s convention next Au- 
gust. 

Dr. De Forest was at the Midland ho- 
tel in Kansas City recently and told 
something of what the new system is 
and what jt is expected to accomplish 
He asserts that it will be 50 per cent 
cheaper than any system now in use. 

“The installation of the system will 
equip any building with automatic fire 
alarm signals,” he said. “After the 
manner of the automatic sprinkling 
system our apparatus will be sus- 
ceptible to a certain degree of heat 
In case of fire the signal wili be car- 
ried by wire up to the roof of the build- 
ing and communicated to a flagstaff 
arrangemént, Thence it will be car 
ried through t air, a wireless mes- 
sage, to fire noaibagrters, where a re 
ceiver will be instalted, in tune with 
the transmitter on top of the building. 

“4 bell will ring first and, ring re 
peatedly to attract the operator's at 
tention in case he hasn't the receiver 
to his ear. When he listens he will re- 
ceive the message in a simple signal 
code of dots and dashes which will tell} 
him the exact location of the fire. The} 
operator will not have to be familiar} 
with the Morse alphabet. A signal | 
code can be used so simple in charac:} 
ter that any one can take it. Street) 
boxes can be used in the same manner) 
as far as receiving the alarm is con- 
cerned, The message can be trans:| 
mitted by pulling down a hook or by} 
pushing a button. 

“The wireless fire alarm system is 
Mr. Haldeman’s idea. We are perfect- 
ing it together in a joint patent. I 
think it will develop into one of the 
most important branches of wireless, 
telegraphy.” | 

Dr. De Forest is making experiments 
with wireless telephone apparatus.

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Date of Envoys’ Meeting Sub- 
mitted to the Czar 


FIRST PART OF AUGUST 


Armistice Pending Conference 
Considered Improbable--Jap- 
an May Have 600,000 Men on 
Battlefield--Anxious to Con- 
clude a Lasting Peace 


St. Petersburg, June 26.—Negotla- 
tions for the peace conference have 
taken an important step forward, 8 
proposition for the date of the meeting 
of the plenipotentiaries at Washington 
having been submitted to Russia and 
being now under consideration. The 
exact date proposed has not been as- 
certained, but there is reason to sup- 
pose that it is some time during the 
first part of August, which is about 
the earliest period in which the Japan- 
eve representatives can be expected to 
reach Washington, allowing rearonable 
time for the acceptance of the pro- 
posal and the interchange of the nomi- 
nations of plenipotentiaries. 

The czar’s answer is not expected for 
a day or two, as the diplomatic mills 
of Russia grind slowly and the foreign 
office, as one of the secretaries put it, 
“is not used to your bustling American 
methods;” but it is thought that the 
date will be satisfactory, as it will give 
ample time for Russian negotiators to 
reach Washington and as there will be 
little preliminary work for them to do 
until the Japanese terms are submitted. 

Whether the proposals regarding 
the date originated at Tokio or at 
Washington cannot be learned, but the 
fact that the negotiations were con- 
ducted through Ambassador Meyer 
may indicate that President Rooseyeit 
has perhaps again stepped to the fore 
and suggested to the two powers, 
neither of whow would be willing to 
take the initiative, a suitable date. 


Ambassador Meyer is still exchang- 


|ing communications with Foreign Min- 


ister Lamsdorff by letter, the minister 
being confined to his apartments, butiu 
his latest note Lamsdorff expresses the 
hope that he would have sufficiently 
recovered to permit of personal ex- 
change of views today. The minister’s 
indisposition also prevented him from 
receiving the German, French and 
other subsequent ambassadors during 
the last few days. 

M. Nereatoff, under minister of for- 
eign affairs and the spokesman of the 
foreign office, declares an armistice 
pending the meeting of the pienipoten- 
tiaries is improbable, and he com- 
ments on the possibility of a battle tak- 
ing place before a conference is held. 


The Russky Invalid, the army organ, 
supplies an argument for peace in an 
estimate of the strength of the Japau- 
ese armies, which it places at from 
550,000 to 600,000 men, including the 
forces operating im Korea. In the five 
Japanese armies opposing General 
Linevitch, exclusive of cavalry and ar- 
tillery, it estimates that there are from 
430,000 to 450,000 bayonets, which give 
Field Marshal Oyama a decided nu- 
merical superiority over the strength 
usually allotted to Linevitch’s army. 
The Japanese forces, it says, are di- 
vided as follows: General Kuroki, 
115,000 to 120,000 bayonets; General 
Oku, 110,000 to 115,000 bayonets; Gen- 
eral Nogi, 85,000 to 00,000 bayonets; 
General Nodzu, 45,000 bayonets, and 
General Kawamura between-« 73,000 
and 80,000 bayonets. 

The Novoe Vremya prints an inter- 
view which its correspondent at Paris 
had with a Japanese diplomat who 
says that, while nobody outside of the 
Emperor of Japan and his principal ad- 
visers is yet in possession of Japan’s 
terms, he believes that they are moder- 
ate and will be acceptable. He adds 
that Japan is anxious to conclude a 
lasting peace, but that her attitude is 
not influenced by the slightest doubt 
as to her financial ability to continue 
the war, she having anticipated a 


much longer and more dificult period 
of hostilities. 


‘Russian Cruiser Sinks Steamer 


Singapore, June 26—The British 
India Steam Navigation company’s 
steamer Ikhona was sunk by the Rus- 
sian cruiser Terek June 5, 150 miles 
north of Hong Kong. The crew was 
landed here last night by the Dutch 
steamer Perlak, which the ‘lerek met 
June 19. The Ikhona was carrying 
mails and rice from Rangoon to Yoko- 
hama. 

The Ikhona was a steel vessel ot 
5252 tons, built at Glasgow in 1900. 
She was 410 feet long, with a 50-foot 
beam, and was equipped with elec- 
tricity. The steamer left Rangoon on 
May 17. Her cargo was valued at 
$450,000. 

Strengthening Viadivostok 

London, June 26.—The Japanese cor- 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph at 
Moji, Japan, represents the Russians 
as making strenuous efforts to improve 
the defenses of Vladivostok and says 
that the whole Ussuri district has been 
denuded to the point of famine in or- 
der to provide the fortress with ade- 
quate food supplies.

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CHINESE BOYCOTT 


Action by President Which Will 
Probably Check It 


EVILS TO BE REMEDIED 


Strict Orders to Our Represen- 
tatives In China to See That 
Exempt Classes Coming to 
This Country Are Properly 
Equipped With Credentials 


Washington, June 26.—By direction 
of President Roosevelt action has been 
taken by the administration which not 
only will facilitate the landing in this 
country of Chinese of the exempt 
classes, but also will eliminate from 
the immigration bureau such adminis- 
trative features as have been the sub- 
ject of criticism by Chinese. 

It is the declared intention of the 
president to see that Chinese mer- 
chants, travelers, students and others 
of the exempt classes shall have the 
same courtesy shown them by officers 
of the immigration bureau as is ac- 
corded to citizens of the most favored 
nation. 

Representations have been made tv 
the president that, im view of alleged 
harsh treatment accorded to many Chi- 
nese seeking a landing in the United 
States, the commercial guilds of China 
have determined to institute a boycott 
on American manufactures. 

The representations, backed by the 
authority of the American Asiatic so- 
ciety and commercial bodies through- 
out the country, induced the president 
to make an investigation of the situa- 
tion with a view to remedying the 
evils complained of, if they were found 
to exist. The subject was discussed 
thoroughly by the cabinet and the presi- 


dent took it up personally with Secre- | 


tary Metcalf of the department of com- 
merce and labor, who has supervision 
of the immigration bureau. 

Ag a result of the inquiry orders have 
been issued to the diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives of the United 
States in China, by the president bim- 
self, that they must look closely to-the 
performance ‘of their duties under the 
exclusion law and see to it that men- 
bers of the exempt classes coming to 
this country ere provided with proper 
certificates. These certificates will be 
accepted at any -port of the United 
States and will guarantee the bearer 
against any harsh or discourteous treat- 
ment. Such treatment, indeed, will be 
the cause of the instant dismissal of 
the offending official, whoever he may 
be. > 

In addition to the president's orders, 
Secretary Metcalf has issued instrue- 
tions to the immigration officers which, 
it is believed, will remedy the diffi- 
culty heretofore complained of by the 
Chinese government and individuals. 
It is anticipated that the prompt ac- 
tion taken by this government to meet 
the objections made by the Chinese 
will eliminate the possibility of serious 
trade difficulties between China and 
the manufacturers off this country. 


Live Wire Killed Two Men 

Hopewell, N. J., June 26.—Walter 
Ewing, a telegraph operator, accom- 
panied by a young lady to whom he 
was engaged to be married, was walk- 
ing last evening when he saw a sus- 
pended wire. Ewing realized that it 
was a live wire. He obtained two 
sticks and in endeavoring to remove it 
slipped, and the wire coiled about him. 
Wesley Davison, who went to his res- 
cue, also got entangled in the wire, and 
both were killed. 


Liner Disabied by Cruiser 
Ferrol, Spain, June 26.—The British 
cruiser Carnarvon ran down the North 
German Lioyd steamer Coblenz in a 
dense fog off Cape Prior, 10 miles from 
Ferrol.

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TROUBLE AT HOME 


Russia Will Probably Receive 
Her Full Share 


THE OUTBREAK AT LODZ 


Estimates Place the Killed and 
Wounded as High as 2000 
--Pitched Battles Between the 
Troops and People Fill the 
Streets With Dead 


St. Petersburg, June 26.—Beyond the 
bare announcements that firing was 
again beard Saturday night in the Jew- 
ish quarter at Lodz and that the Jews 
are leaving that city in great numbers 
there is almost nothing known here 
about the situation at Lodz. Even an 
adequate estimate of the magnitude of 
Friday’s fierce struggle in the streets 
and the extent of the casualties can- 
not be obtained here, as practically all 
telegrams except brief and unsatisfac- 
tory messages to the agencies are-held 
up by the internal censorship. 

The lack of information prevented 
any manifestation of feeling on the 
part of the workmen of St. Petersburg, 
many of whom are in sympathy with 
social revolutionary doctrines, and for 
the same reason there is little discus- 
sion in the clubs and cafes, most of the 
people not being aware that anything 
unusual is happening in Poland. 

Wher the details become known it 
may be expected that the news will 
create the deepest iMipression in all in- 
dustrial sections of Russia and bring 
about disorders which would be par- 
ticularly unfortunate, coming just at 
this juncture. 

In Poland itself the events at Lodz 
may initiate an era of open resistance 
to the troops lasting for months. Be- 
sides Lodz, Warsaw, Kalisch, Petra- 
kovk and other manufacturing centres 
have been on the verge of anarchy for 
several months, and disturbances sim- 
ilar to those at Lodz on a greater or 
smaller scale are to be dreaded wher- 
ever and whenever military conditions 
give the slightest encouragement. 


DAY OF BLOODSHED 


Fighting at Lodz Was of a Most 
Terrible Character 

Lodz, June 26.—The most serious 
phase of the fighting between the mili- 
tary and strikers is at an end, _but 
there are still isolated attacks in the 
suburbs. At Baluty yesterday Cos- 
sacks attacked a Jewish family of five 
persous who were driving in a cab to 
the railway station and shot and 
killed all, including the cabman. There 
is a general exodus from Lodz. Twelve 
thousand persons have already left and 
all trains are crowded. 

During the disturbances 85 govern- 
ment liquor stores were destroyed by 
the mobs, which appropriated all the 
cash and stamps found on the premises, 
which they added to the funds of the 
Socialist party. 

“Black lriday” in Lodz surpassed all 
the horrors of “Red Sunday” in St. Pe- 
tersburg. While it is not yet possible 
to ascertain the exact number of vic- 
tims, estimates place the killed and 
wounded as high as 2000. 

The troubles here were initiated by 
the Soclal Democrats and Jewish bund, 
who determined to avenge their com- 
rades killed in the rioting on Wedues- 
day. 

At dawn Friday commenced a day of 
terror. The city was given up to blood- 
shed. Anarchy and fierce street fight- 
ing prevailed all day. Barricades were 
hurriedly constructed in the Jewish 
quarter at dawn. Men climbed to the 
roofs of houses, cutting telephone and 
telegraph wires to use for entangle- 
ments in the streets, while others cut 
down telegraph poles and used them 
in strengthening the barricades which 
already had been constructed and ir 
building others, 

Early in the day two bombs were 
thrown from the crowd into the bar- 
racks, killing oF wounding 20 soldiers, 
This started the shedding of blood, 
which continued until nightfall. 

At 11 o'clock all the factory hands 
struck and flocked into the streets. 
Cossacks, dragoons and infantry 
charged the dense, surging mobs time 
after time, firing volley after volley into 
the serried masses. The rioters later 
replied with revolvers, while their coni- 
rades on roofs and in windows joined 
in the fusillade. Some dashed vitriol 
from points of vantage upon the troop- 
ers in the streets below. The burning 
fiuid drove its victims into a frenzy and 
led to scenes of a terrible character. 

Fighting continued throughout the 
day and only dimiaished in its intensity 
at nightfall, when the city was plunged 
into utter darkness, as practically ail 
the street lamps had been destroyed. 
Even then occasional volleys and iso- 
lated rifle shots were heard in different 
quarters, the troops having received 
orders to shoot any person appearing 
in the streets. 

The dead were carted off to the ceme- 
teries in military wagons, the troops 
acting as undertakers. But many dead 
and wounded were still lying in the 
streets and court yards on Saturday. 
Terrible, indeed, is the plight of the 
wounded, for medical aid is unobtain- 
able and mauy are dying for the lack 
thereof. 

So far as yet ascertained, 130 persons 
were killed outright during the fight- 
ing on Friday, and 41 more died in the 
hospitals during the night. 

All the hospitals of the city are filled 
to overflowing, and owing to the insuf- 
ficient number of beds many of the 
wounded persons are ving onthe floors.

MOROCCAN REFORMS 


France and Germany at Swords’ 
Points Over the Question 

Paris, June 26.—Speculation is rife 
regarding the probable purport of Ger- 
many’s reply to the French note con- 
cerning the proposed international con- 
ference over Moroccan affairs, which 
reply has not yet been received. It is 
alleged that Germany requests a clear- 
er statement of the Freuch program 
for Moroccan reforms, suggesting that 
tach subject be discussed separately 


in cornectiom with the terms of the 
Madrid convention, the two points 
principally referred to being to the 


coast trading and frontiers, and that, 
should France accept, Germany would 
abandon the idea of the conference. 
This, however, is regarded as a sur- 
mise. 

Meanwhile public enxiety relative to 
eventualities is still intense. The press 
continues to advise patience and confi- 
dence in the efforts of the French goy- 
ernment to arrive at a pacific settle- 
ment. It is pointed out that the nego- 
tiations have heretofore been con- 
ducted in a spirit of courtesy and that 
appearances show that everything ig 
being done by both sides to reach an 
amicable arrangement. 


Relations Continue Strained 

Berlin, June 26—The newspapers 
continue to discuss the situation be- 
tween France and Germany with some 
heat. An attempt is being made to 
shift the responsibility for the recent 
war panic to articles in the British 
press and The National Zeitung solemn- 
ly reminds France that a Franco-Ger- 
man contlict would not be decided by 
a Trafalgar, but on French or Ger- 
man battlefields. 


Further Gain For Germans 

London, June 26.—The correspondent 
of The Chronicle at Tangier says that 
the Sultam of Morocco has granted a 
concession for a port at Azerud, at the 
mouth of the Wadi-El-Kus river, om the 
Algerian frontier, to a German 
pany.

Plucky Bridegroom-to-Be 

Clayton, N. Y., June 26.—George W. 
Cooper of Syracuse, who is to be mar- 
ried today to Miss Jeanette Williams, 
also of Syracuse, was marooned by jok- 
ing friends on a barren island in the 
middle of the St. Lawrence river yes- 
terday.

Race Suicide In Ontario 

London, Ont., June 26.—Rt. Rey. Dr. 
Williams, in an address to the diocesan 
synod, denounced race suicide which, 
he said, was prevalent in the province 
of Ontario. Although the population 
of the province had increased, he said, 
the school population was 86,700 less 
than it was 15 years ago. “The result 
is that Ontario is fast becoming child- 
less, and threatens to become known 
as the childless province.” 


Australia’s Invitation to Taft 

Melbourne, June 26.—The common- 
wealth government has decided to in- 
vite Secretary of War Taft and party 
to extend their tour from the Philip- 
pine islands to Australia. Assurance 
is givem that the secretary and his 
party will be cordially welcomed by all 
classes. The commonwealth will offer 
to defray the entire expenses cf the 
trip. - 


Immigration Fiood Continues 

New York, June 26.—More than 72,- 
000 immigrants have landed at Ellis 
Island since June 1, and the official 
estimate up to the end of the month is 
84,085. The census office approxi- 
mates the total immigration for this 
fiscal year at 1,061,659, which indicates 
a record breaker. For the fiscal year 
of 194 the figures were 812,870. 

Accident Not Due to Speed 

New York, June 26.—President New- 
man of the New York Central railroad 
announces that the investigation of the 
wreck on the Lake Shore railroad at 
Mentor, O., has shown that the speed 
of the train had nothing to do with the 
accident; consequently the Twentieth 
Century train will resume its 18-hour 
schedule. 


General Bragg Had No Daughter 

Mebile, Ala., June 26.—In connection 
with the death of Mrs Carrie Bragg 
Graver at New York, the report that 
she was the daughter of the late Gen- 
eral Braxton Bragg is denied by a mem- 
ber of the general’s family, living here, 
who says General Bragg never had a 
daughter. 


Hamburg Beats Kaiser's Yacht 

Kiel, June 26.—The German yacht 
Hamburg beat Emperor William’s 
Meteor III over a 33-mile course by 
nearly six minutes. Thé time of the 
Hamburg was 8:21:47. Emperor Wil- 
liam with a large party was on board 
the Meteor III. 


Played With Matches In Bed 

Franklin, Me., June 26.—Helen Dyer, 
aged 4, while playing with matches in 
bed, set fire to the clothing, and was 
terribly burned before her mother 
could save her. She died last evening. 
Mrs. Dyer was seriously injured, but 
may recover. 


Sunken Ships Again Afloat 
Rome, June 26.—A Port Arthur dis- 
patch received from an Italian en- 
gineer, who is engaged in raising the 
Russian ships sunk in the harbor 
there, says that three ironciads have 
been refloated.

PICNIC. |NEWENGLAND 


Will Benefit by Railroad 
Improvements. 


Now Being Made at 
New York, 


Extensive Operations of Pennsyl- 
vania and New Haven Systems. 


New Yor), June 26, 1905—For the 
benefit of New England merchants and 
manufacturers and the traveling public 
from the northeastern section of the 
United States, many millions of dollars 
are being spent in the American 
metropolis, the bottom of the ocean is 
being raised and transformed into dry 
land, it is being demonstrated that the 
hills can be described no longer as 
everlasting and there are in prospect 
bridges which will rival in immensity 
the towering structures now spanning 
the East river. 

Asa part of a general scheme for 
bringing New England nearer to the 
West and South, work has just begun 
on a four-track railway line, 16 1-2 
miles long, through the southern and 
western portions of the old city of 
Brooklyn. ‘The undertaking is one of a 
series which will change completely 
the methods of handling freight to and 
from New England. These improve- 
ments which will cost the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the Long Island Railroad and 
the New York Connecting Railroad 
Company in the neighborhood of $25, - 
000,000, are in addition to the extensive 
new construction on the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
above the Harlem river and the passen- 
ger terminals to provide for the transfer 
of traffic between the New Haven 
system and the tunnels under Manhattan 
Island. 

New York City has always formed a 
great barrier to New England freight 
micvements, A? freiet for southern 
New England, grain from the West, coal 
from the mines of Pennsylvania, cotton 
from the South, wends eastward in the 
long trains until the Hudson river is 
reached. There the cars are shipped on 
heavy floats and towed laboriously 
through the Hudson and East rivers and 
the tortuous channels of Hell Gate, 
where in spring the tide swirls through 
at seven and seven and one-half miles 
an hour, and at other seasons at six 
miles. Naturally this method of trans- 
fer is a tedious and cumbersome pro- 
cess. There is always a great jam of 
harbor traffic through which the lum- 
bering floats must carefully pick their 
way and in winter the rivers are often 
choked with heavy icc floes, so that a 
channel must be broken by the strain- 
ing tugs with the unwieldy barges be- 
hind. 

When the new plans are completed, 
the crowded river channel will be elim- 
inated. From Greenville on the New 
Jersey side of New York’s upper bay, 
anew car float ferry will carry the 
freight cars across to the Long Island 
Railroad terminal at Bay Ridge, a dis- 
tance of less than four miles on a route 
never crowded with traffic. Thence the 
freight will move along the 16 1-2 miles 
loop around Brooklyn and Long Island 
city and up to Hell Gate and thence to 
Mott Haven over great bridges that will 
cross Ward’s and Randall’s Islands, On 
the map this route seems to be a con- 
siderable detour, but it is estimated 
tbat it will save from 24 to 60 hours in 
handling New England freight. To 
shippers these figures are impressive. 

While the Pennsylvania road has 
been digging up the bottom of the bay 
on the New Jersey shore, the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford has 
been building an enormous freight yard 
near Barretto peint which is on the 
East River, in the borough of the 
Bronx. When completed this yard will 
contain more than 80 miles of tracks in 
addition to transfer docks, together 
with the round house and local repair 
shops. The work at Barretto Point 
included the filling and levelling of a 
total area of 200 or more acres and is 
now practically completed. The new 
yard will take the place of that at Mott 
Haven where and average of 822,000 
freight cars are handled each month 
andiwhere the passenger traffic is daily 
increasing as the city spreads to north- 
ward. The location at Barretto Point 
will immediately simplify the transfer 
of freight because navigation in the 
East River is not so hazardous as in the 
crowded Harlem with it exceptionally 


swift tides.

President Roosevelt Is Visiting 
Boston and Cambridge 

Boston, June 27.—President lRoose- 

velt arrived in this city this morning 


for the purpose of participating in the 
Harvard commencement exercises. He 
will remain here until midnight  to- 
morrow and them proceed to his home 
at Oyster Bay, L. 1. During his stay 
in Boston and Cambridge the president 
Will not appear in public in his ofticial 
tapacity, but desires to be considered 
merely as a Harvard graduate. Mr. 
Roosevelt is a member of the class of 
1880, and he will attend the various 
functions which have been arranged by 
his former classmates in celebration 
of the 25th anniversary of their grad- 
uation. 

The president left his train at the 
Back Bay station of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad and 
was driven to the Cambridge residence 
of Bishop Lawrence of the Episcopal 
diocese of Massachusetts, who is presi- 
dent of the Harvard Alumni associa- 
tion. President Eliot of Harvard and 
Lieutenaut Governor Guild informally 
extended a welcome, and both had 
breakfast with the president at the 
bishop's residence. The president will 
spend the day with his class on several 
tours and will dine with the other 
members this evening in this city. 

Governor Douglas, who has a severe 
cold, was not able to call on the presi- 
dent today, but may be present at to- 
morrow’s commencement exercises.

Quincy was fortunate on Monday in 
receiving only the tail end of the thun- 
der squall. That, however was severe 
enough to satisfy everybody. 

The day had been a sultry one, a re- 
minder of dog day weather. The tem- 
perature was playing about the eighties 


and there was scarcely a breath of air. 


In the middle of the afternoon, sud- 


denly the wind shifted to the northeast 
and the temperature dropped 30 degrees, 


Dark clouds appeared in the horizon. 
The wind freshened and clouds of dust 
were blown about the streets. 

Then came the roll of distant thunder 
of 
lightning, which rapidly drew nearer. 
Then came a downpour of rain, and it 
was all over. The sun shone brightly 
but what a change in the 
tem perature. 

Where a few minutes before people 
were almost prostrated with the heat, 
they, were now shivering with the cold. 

It was a forcible illustration of what 
New England can furnish in the way of 
weather variety. The weather con- 
tinued cold the remainder of the day 
and in the evening outer garments did 
not feel out of place. 

Fortunately, but little damage was 
done in Quincy for as noted above, 
Quincy only had the tail end of the 
squall, 

The telephone and electric wires 
were burnt out in some places but the 
only serious damage was the Electric 
Light Co. wires on the Squantum 
causeway. 

The thunder shower was exceptional- 
ly heavy in Wollaston. Shocks 
felt in several places and 
Lacey’s house on 


McIntire’s new house was knocked 
senseless. When found by fellow work- 
men he was lying senseless in the gut- 
ter on the house. When he came to he 
did not know where he was or what 
had happened. 

A man at work in the cellar of James 
H. Penniman’s house on Hancock street 
was leaning against a telephone fuse 
box when the heavy flash of lightning 
came. He was thrown several feet and 
knocked down, but escaped uninjured. 

The storm of Monday did consider- 
able damage in Atlantic. A pole on 
which was an arch light was blown 
down on Prospect street; also a pole on 
the Squantum road which was blown 
down in such a manner as to stop traffic 
for a few hours, A switch signal was 
also blown down on the East Milton 
branch of the N. Y., N. H. & H. KR. R. 

During the storm a part of the piazza 
of the Tuckerman cottage on Bay View 


avenue at Houghs Neck was torn off. 


It was carried over the cottage, knock- 
ing over the chimney and landed in the 
back yard, 

A large tree in the rear of Grant’s 
store at Norfolk Downs was struck by 
lightning and splintered.

Russia Chooses Nelidoff and 
Rosen to Act For Her 


JAPAN FALLS INTO LINE 


Takahira Will Be One of Her 
Representatives and Will Be 
Promoted to Ambassadorship 
--Rainy Season In Manchuria 
May Prevent a Clash 


Washington, June 27.—Russia has 
given reassurance of its intentions in 
the peace negotiations by placing the 
president in possession of the tentative 
selection of her plenipotentiaries, as 
follows: M. Nelidoff, the Russian am- 
bassador at Paris, and Baron Rosen, 
the newly appointed Russian ambassa- 
dor at Washington. Russia thus hay- 
ing taken the initiative, it is believed 
that Mr. Takahira, the Japanese min- 
ister, during bis call at the White 
House yesterday, informally told the 
president that Japan’s selections, also 
tentative, were Baron Komura, the 
Japanese minister for foreign affairs, 
and Korogo Takabira, the Japanese 
minister at Washington. 

Official announcement of the names 
of the plenipotentiaries is withheld for 
several reasons. Nelidons health may 
not permit him to make the trip and 
pressure of official work may neces- 
gitate the presence in Tokio of Komnu- 
ra. Takahira and Rosen are regarded 
as the certainties and the belief is that, 
unless something unforeseen happens, 
Russia and Japan will consent to the 
official announcement of the personnel 
of the Washington conference within 
a few days. 

In any event, both missions will con- 
sist of many advisors, including army 
and possibly naval officers and officials 
trom the foreign offices in Tokio and 
St. Petersburg. It is expected that alto- 
getber each mission may number 10 or 
12. Should six plenipotentiaries be 
chosen, both Russia and Japan, it is 
learned, have names under considera- 
tion, which will enable them to an- 
nounce their third plenipotentiary with- 
out delay. 

In recoguition of his services during 


the preliminary negotiations and in 
view of the high official rank of the 
Rtssian plenipotentiaries, it is be- 


lieved that the official announcement 
of Takahira’s appointment will be foi- 
loved by his elevation to the rank of 
an.bassador. In view of the fact that 
Japan intends when the war is over 
to elevate her legations at Washington, 
London, Berlin, Paris, Vienna, St. Pe- 
tersburg and Rome to embassies, it is 
believed Takahira’s elevation would be 
permanent, 

Interest regarding am armistice has 
largely diminished in the last few 
days, because of the receipt of infor- 
mation that the rainy season is be- 
ginning in Manchuria. It is believed 
here that this will serve the purposes 
of an armistice in: preventing a clash 
before the convening of the conference 
in August. Moreover, the informal 
soundings initiated by the president at 
Tokio and St. Petersburg did not yield 
much hope for successful negotiations 
looking to an armistice until after the 
plenipotentiaries meet. If Japan is 
then convinced of the serious desire of 
Russia for peace she will readily con- 
sent to an armistice, 


Skirmishing In Manchuria 

St. Petersburg, June 27.—Hostilities 
in Manchuria apparently have not 
reached the stage of a general engage- 
ment. Dispatches from both command- 
ers indicate that there is steady 
skirmishing along the main front, 
where minor detachments are fighting 
back and forth over practically the 
same ground, with no decided advan- 
tage to either. These tactics seem des- 
tined chiefly to maintain contact and 
to worry the vanguards while spar- 
ring for position before the develop- 
ment of the main battle. 


Death Rather Than Separation 

Paterson, N. J., June 27.—Unable to 
endure the thought of a long separa- 
tion involved in the husband being or- 
dered on foreign service, Henry Hich- 
enrodt, bandmaster of the United 
States battleship Alabama, and his 
young wife, to whom he had been 
united less than a year, committed sui- 
cide, dying in each other’s arms. They 
drank carbolic acid and were found 
dead in a room in which the gas was 
turnec on.

yesterday afternoon in a southeasterly 
direction, causing much damage, but 
occasioned no loss of life. 

Trees were uprooted and several 
houses lost their roofs by the wind, 
hail broke thousands of panes of glass, 
the rain caused many small washouts 
and flooded cellars and lowlands, while 
lightning struck im many places and 
was the cause of a number of destruc- 
tive fires. 

The day began with a morning thun- 
der shower, followed by a cool north- 
wester, then by sultry weather for a 
few hours, after which came the main 
event of the day, the storm, and 
finally the cold northeaster that made 
heavy wraps and fires a necessity last 
evening. 

The storm seemed to originate some- 
where im central New Hampshire short- 
ly after noon, and at Chichester in that 
state a dwelling house was struck by 
lightning and destroyed about 1 o'clock. 

At 1:20 the storm struck Manches- 
ter, leveling many trees and doing other 
damage. The Annis Flour and Grain 
company’s store was struck by light- 
ning and set on fire and the firemen 
were ap hour in subduing the flames. 
the loss being $6000. A barn in the 
city was also destroyed. 

The storm reached Lowell about 2 
o’clock. Here many wires were pros- 
trated, trees uprooted, the roof of the 
Cady Box company’s shop carried olf 
and the First Presbyterian church 
damaged by the fall of trees. The 
streets were filled from curb to curb 
by tha flood of rainwater and many 
business houses had their cellars filed 
by the overflow. The storm in Lowell, 
while very severe, was quite short, last- 
ing only 10 minutes. 

Further down the Merrimac river 
the storm was fully as destructive, the 
house and barn of Charles Jameson at 
West Andover being struck by light- 
ning and burned to the ground. 

The hail was first noticed in the 
vicinity of Wakefield, Mass. where 
nearly all windows facing the west suf- 
fered severely. At Salem, Mass., the 
hailstones were as large as birds’ eggs, 
and broke many window panes and 
damaged fruit trees. The wind blew 
down about 15 great willow trees at 
Salem Willows, and, injured other 
features of the resort. The storm in 
Salem lasted three quarters of an hour. 
The threatening aspect of the sky be- 
fore the storm sent most of the smail 
yachts to shelter. 

Many trees were blown down in 
Marblehead, and the trolley wires dam- 
aged to some extent. 

Boston felt the effect of the storm 
about 2:30 o’clock and for 10 minutes 
the rain fell in sheets, .78 of an inch 
being the record in that time. Some 
damage was done about the city by 
the wind, but no hail fell here. 

At Brockton, 20 miles to the south, 
the storm put in an appearance about 
8 o’clock and the lhghtning struck in 
three or four places, but without any 
great amount of damage. 

The electrical features of the storm 
seemed to have exhausted themselves 
south of Brockton, for at Plymouth, 
where the storm began about 4:30 
o'clock, it was unaccompanied by 
thunder or lightning. 

There was some anxiety at Plymouth 
late in the afternoon as to the safety 
of the steamer Plymouth, which left 
for Boston with 30 passengers about 
an hour before the storm broke. The 
steamer was caught off the Gurnet by 
the northeaster which followed the 
storm and had a hard time getting into 
Boston harbor, but arrived safely at 
7:30 o’clock last evening.

a WHIPPING EGGS. 
fn Art With Which Many Expert 
Cooks Are Not Familiar. 

Whipping eggs is an art with which 
even many experienced cooks are not 
familiar. Wire egg beaters are the 
right sort to use for angel food, me- 
ringues or anything in which the cells 
gre to be coarse, as this will beat the 
air in to inflate them. Wheel egg 
beaters are better for the cake that is 
to have a fine grain. 

For batter puddings and popovers 
beat the eggs little. For cream puffs 
do not beat them at all. For omelet 
{unless it is a souffle) and German pan- 
cake try beating the eggs in this way: 
Put the whites in the bowl and beat 
them light. Turn the yolks into the 
froth and beat enough to mix them 
through it. 

Beat the whites and yolks together 
and not to a light consistency for cus- 
tard either boiled or baked and all cus- 
tard puddings. Simply stir the yolk a 
few times with a fork for mayonnaise 
before beginning to drop the oll into it. 

For soufiies, Spanish cream and tapi- 
oca puddings beat the whites separate- 
ly and as light as possible, so they will 
rise to the top after being incorporated. 
Mix the whites of the eggs into the 
sugar and beaten yolks before adding 
the flour and baking powder for sponge 
cake. Add to the mixture as many ta- 
blespoonfuls of boiling water as there 
are eggs in the cake. For delicate cake 
fold in the whites the last thing as 
lightly as possible. 

To mix white of eggs with cream 
beat light and add to the cream (also 
beaten stiff) a short time before it is to 
be used. This is a delightful mixture 
for anything which demands whipped 
cream, as it is less rich and is also a 
good substitute for the old fashioned 
pudding sauces in which egg whites 
are beaten up with sherry and sugar. 
Flavored in this way or simply sweet- 
ened with the addition of a few grat- 
ings of nutmeg, this combination 
makes a delicious sauce for little baked 
batter puddings, 


THE ICE CREAM FREEZER. 


A Convenient Place In Which to 
Keep and Operate It. 

As nearly all people do who get an 
ice cream freezer, we found its use en- 
tailed much hard work, especially when 
it has to be operated in the cellar, ne- 
cessitating several journeys up and 
down stairs. Into the end of one of 
the set tubs I fitted a frame which 
could not move. This I made of a 
crate in which furniture had been sent. 


THE FREEZER IN THE STATIONARY TUB, 


By cutting a notch in the crosspiece 
of wood and screwing a small piece 
of wood (A) to the freezer the machine 
is held from twisting around and is in 
a comfortable position to turn, The 
drain water merely runs off into the 
tubs, and when frozen the cream is 
convenient to serve, and there is no 
large amount of cleaning up. Ice is 
handy, as the refrigerator is usually 
on this same floor, and the freezer can 
be kept in the tubs and removed only 
when they are used for other purposes. 
~—Good Housekeeping.

Harvard Anniversary 


HE MEETS FRIENDS OF ’80 


Reunion, Luncheon and banquet 
on the Day’s Program--Braved 
Torrents of Rain Rather Than 
Disappoint the Public 


Cambridge, Mass., June 28.—Joip- 
ing with his former college mates in 
celebrating the 25th anniversary of 
the graduation of their class fron: 
Harvard, President Roosevelt returned 
to his alma mater—not as the chief 
magistrate of the nation, but as a pri- 
vate citizen and a loyal Harvard 
alumnus. 

Although the ancient university of 
Harvard would have been glad to pay 
him all the honor due his position, it 
was at the president’s own request 
that he be regarded merely as a mem- 
ber of the class of ’S80 rather than as 
the President of the United States. 
Nevertheless, students, alumni and the 
citizens of Cambridge united in giving 
him a hearty greeting as he drove 
through the streets. 

The president's day was a busy one. 
‘Arriving in Boston at 6:45 in the morn- 
ing, he was driven to the Cambridge 
residence of Bishop Lawrence, where 
he is being entertained during his so- 
journ here. Breakfast was served at 
the bishop’s home, and among those 
present, in addition to the president 
and Private Secretary Loeb, were the 
president’s son, Kermit, who came op 
from the Groton school, where he is a 
student; President Eliot of Harvard | 
university, Judge Lowell of the United 
States circuit court, and Rey. Samuel | 
Crothers, pastor of the First Parish 
(Unitarian) church of Cambridge. 

During the forenoon President Roose- 
velt visited the rooms of the Alpha 
Delta Phi society, the Harvard stadium 
and the Chestnut Hill residence of 
George C. Lee, the father of the presi- 
dent’s first wife. 

The president was then driven to the 
Oakley Country club, in Watertown, 
where the class of ’80 held an informal 
reunion and luncheon was served. A 
photograph of the class was taken and 
also a photograph of the members of 
the class who belonged to the same 
dining club as the president when they | 
were students. Of the 166 members of 
the class of '80, 130 have registered at 
class headquarters, representing near- 
ly every state in the Union. 

Returning from the Oakley Country 
club, the president was driven to the 
rooms of the Porcellian club, an _ or- 
ganization of Harvard students, where 
he stayed about half an hour. He then 
returned to Bishop Lawrence’s home, 
from whence he was driven to the Hotel 
Somerset, in Boston, where the ban- 
quet of the class of ’80 was held. 

The president was greeted with 
rousing class cheer as he rose to speak, 
and his remarks were frequently ap- 
plauded. At his request, no portion of 
his informal address was made public. 
During the evening William Hooper, in 
benalf of the class, presented a loying 
cup to President Roosevelt. The cup 
Was engraved as follows: “‘I'o Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States, from his classmates in Har- 
vard college, 1880-1905.” 

As on his visit to Massachusetts last 
week, rain marred the president's pro- 
gram. As the president’s carriage was 
driven out of Bishop Lawrence’s yard | 
in the forenoon on the trip to the rooms 
of the Alpha Delta Phi society, the 
rain began to pour in torrents. The 
president insisted that the hood of the 
carriage be howered in order that the 
people who had gathered to see : 


=) 


might not be disappointed, and though 
the rain fell in a perfect flood, the presi- 
dent rode through it apparently not in 
the least disconcerted. 

At various points along the streets 
through which the presidential party 
passed during the day people, prin- 
eipally women and children, were gath- 
ered to cheer him as he rode by. 
all their greetings he had a bow and| 
a sinile. 

The president was accompanied on 
his drive by a secret service officer and | 
a squad of mounted policemen. After 
visiting the stadium the police escort | 
was dismissed temporarily and the| 
president’s carriage was unattended 
from the stadium to Chestnut Hill and. 
from thence to the Oakley Country | 
club. On the way through Brookline 
few persons recognized President 
Roosevelt, as his visit to the Lee resi- 
dence had not been announced, and he 
was not expected in that section.

HAD BEEN DRINKING

South Thomasten, Me., June 28.— 
Mrs. Acnie Bishop of Rockland, - 
years old, was found Gead at the home 
of James Malony in this town, with 


an ugly wound on her head and cuts 
on the fingers of the right hand, John 
Malony, 40 years old, the son of James, 
is under arrest on suspicion, and bis 
father is being held as a witness. The 
police claim that the Malonys tell con- 
flicting stories regarding the woman’s 
death. 

The first news of the tragedy came 
when James Malony appeared at the 
home of Dr. Horne and told the physi- 
cian that Mrs. Bishop was dead. Dr.

James Malony is 58 years old and his 
son 18 years younger. They live alone 
in a small house on the outskirts of 
the town. Mrs. Malony has been dead 
for some years,

May Have Been Cause of Resig- 
nation of Wallace 


DEPARTMENT RED TAPE 


Friends of Chief Engineer Say 
That Hampering Executive Or- 
ders Led to His Action--Seri- 
ous Differences as to Conduct 
of Work on the Isthums 


Washington, June 28.—The 4n- 
nouncement of the resignation of John 
F. Wallace as chief engineer of the 
Panama canal commission was not 
altogether unexpected in view of his 
request some time ago to be allowed to 
come to this country to discuss affairs 
with Secretary Taft. Members of the 
columission do not desitate to say that 
his resiguation will greatly embarrass 
the commission in its work and may 
necessitate the postponement of the 
meeting of the full commission in Sep- 
tember. 


tion has been discussed informally 
in the commission for several days, but 
Secretary Taft is stated to have been 
really the only pefson who had an 
inkling of Wallace’s intentions. ‘That 
the secretary held strong views on the 
subject was known to several of his 
friends and it is expected that there 
may yet be some interesting develop- 
ments before the oflicial resignation is 
announced by the government. 

It is understood that Wallace, when 
he last conferred with the officials be- 
fore leaving for the isthmus, expressed 
himself as deeply gratified at the con- 
sideration shown him aud declared his 
entire satisfaction with the plan for 
the administration of the canal. 

Of the circumstances of Wallace's 
resignation there are two versions, one 
coming from friends of some of the 
caval commissioners, the other from 
friends of Wallace. The first is to the 
effect that the resignation of Wallace 
was requested, because of differences 
between the chief engineer, members 
of the commission, Secretary Taft and 
through the latter with President 
Roosevelt. The other deals with de- 
partment red tape and hampering ex- 
ecutive orders, which have led Wallace 
to accept a position of very great im- 
portance as the head of a great railway 
system. This latter version contra- 
dicts the assertion that his resignation 
was demanded, or that be was recalled 
to this country, and sets forth that he 
came at his own request, and an- 
nounced his intention of dropping tke 
canal work to Taft at the Hotel Man- 
hattan last Sunday. 

That serious differences in the con- 
duct of the work on the isthmus had 
arisen between the chief engineer, the 
administration and some members of 
the canal board was known almost the 
first weck after Wallace arrived at 
Panama. It was Wallace’s first en- 
gineering work where politics or admin- 
istrative policy had any part to play. 

Of the denouement the New York 
Herald says: “The red tape, delay in 
obtaining supplies, methods in advanc- 
ing the loans according to procedure 
at Washington, were all strange to 
him, and became irksome. Being prac- 
tical, used to direct business methods, 
with absolutely no interest in any con- 
cern or company which would have 
supplies to sell, he rebelled at certain 
restrictions and rules placed upon him. 

“Being chief engineer of a great un- 
dertaking, knowing that he would be 
held responsible for failure, he insisted 
that he should be put in a position to 
have absolute control. He objected, 
for instance, to an order issued by the 
secretary of war that he could not de- 
part from the isthmus unless he ob- 
tained permission from the war depart- 
ment, He objected to orders that made 
it necessary for minor officials to super- 
vise, or pass upon the smallest detail 
of routine. Particularly was this irk- 
some when members of the canal com- 
mission demanded that they should 
have a han@ in everything, although 
they were not on the ground to know 
definitely what was going on.” 


Taft to Confer With President 

Boston, June 28.—Secretary of War 
Taft arrived here yesterday afternoon 
and will have a talk with President 
Roosevelt at Cambridge today. it is 
understood that the resignation of Chief 
Engineer John F. Wallace of the Pana- 
ma canal, who is also a member of the 
commission, will be discussed. The 
president has not yet been informed of 
the details of the discussion between 
Taft and Wallace, which led to the lat- 
ter’s resignation both as chief engineer 
and member of the canal commission. 


No Testimony From Mitchell 

Portland, Or., June 28—United 
States Senator Mitchell did not testify 
for himself in the land fraud cases, and 
the long trial has practically come to 
a close. Only one witness was ex- 
amined by the defense, J. A. Martin of 
Portland, who testified that he had 
asked Mitchell to secure the establish- 
ment of the harbor iines in order that 
a wharf might be constructed. ‘The 
senator did as requested and refused 
zompensation for his services. 


Strikers Resort to Rioting 

Bay City, Mich., June 28—Mayor 
Hine has issued a call for 50 specia} 
police as the result of rioting which 
broke out in several sections ofthe city 
last night. It was the first time that 
the street railway company has at- 
tempted to keep carsrunning after dark 
since the beginning of the street rail- 
way strike. 


AN AMICABLE SPIRIT 


Germany’s Moroccan Attitude 
Not a Menace to France 
Paris, June 28.—Germany’s reply to 
the French note on the subject of Mo- 
rocco was presented during a confer- 
ence between Prince Radolin, the Ger- 


man ambassador, and Premier Rou- 
vier. While most friendly in form and 
entirely lacking a peremptory tone, the 
response maintains the position that the 
Moroccan question must be regulated 
by a conference of the powers without 
any agreement in advance limiting the 
scope of such conference. This was 
accompanied by the presentation of 
Germany’s general point of view in 
such an amicable spirit as to disarm 
the suspicion entertained concerning 
Germany’s ulterior motives. 

It is thought that Premier Rouvier 
will be prepared to terminate the con- 
troversy either by accepting the con- 
ference or submitting counter-pro- 
posals. However, no decision will be 
taken until the German note has been 
submitted to the counci? of ministers 
next Friday, so that final determina- 
tion remains in abeyance. It is the 
general expectation that an agreement 
will be reached on the basis of a con- 
ference. 

Tension in official quarters has 
notably diminished and this is only ex- 
plainable on the theory that a confer- 
ence will be accepted. The agreeable 
tone adopted by Germany and the en- 
tire absence of menace appear to cre- 
ate the most favorable impression.

Fore River Company Will Build 
Steamer for Fishing. 


More business is in sight for the 
Quincy shipyard, the keel for the first 
of a fleet of steam fishing vessels having 
been laid. 

The Boston Globe says: The Bay State 
Fish Company, capitalized at $100,000, 
has been incorporated, its object being 
to construct and operate a fleet of steam 
lishing vessels similar to the steam 
trawlers engaged in the fishing industry 
in the North sea. 

The keel plates have already been 
laid at the Fore River building compa- 
ny’s yard, at Quincy, for the first 
steamer, which will be constructed en- 
tirely of steel and will register 150 tons, 

This boat will be equipped with the 
most approved gear and will have a 
compound engine capable of driving her 
through the water ata speed of about 
10 knots. With this boat asa nucleus 
the promoters expect to build upa fleet 
which will bring fish to market quickly 
and in the best possible condition. 

The utmost secrecy has been observed 
by those interested regarding the plans 
of the company, but it has transpired 
that there is considerable opposition to 
tha introduction of steam fishing vessels 
among some of the dealers down on T 
wharf, although many of the wholesalers 
are shareholders in the new concern. 

An immense amount of capital is in- 
vested in the clipper sailing vessels 
now running to.T wharf, and if these 
vessels are to be superseded by steam 
craft it would mean a heavy loss to the 
owners of the schooners. 

The new organization is backed by 
unlimited capital and has among its 
stockholders the banking firm of Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co., T. Jefferson Cool- 
idge, the Fore River Ship Building 
Co., and a number of the big wholesale 
fish dealers down on T wharf. 

The first vessel will be somewhat in 
the nature of an experiment, but so san- 
guine of success of the undertaking are 
the promoters that plans for a second 
steam trawler are already being pre- 
pared, and when the first boat goes in- 
to commission in October the work on 
the second will commence. 

The steam trawler is equipped with 
two heavy beams projecting from mid- 
ships on both the port and starbvard 
sides, to which is attached the trawls, 
which are weighted down by iron sink- 
ers. As the vessel steams along the 
trawls are lowered, and as they become 
filled, they are lifted on board and 
emptied. 


Sale of the Puritan. 


The famous cup defender Puritan 
was sold at auction by Auctioneer F. F. 
Crane of this city on Tuesday for 
$4,025. The purchaser was O’Connor 
Bros., who immediately suld one half 
interest to Richard T. Green of Chelsea. 

Four or five hundred interested 
yachtsmen were present, coming from 
Connecticut, New York and Cuba, as 
well as Boston and vicinity. Ex-Com- 
modore John Shaw and Mark Reed of 
Quincy were among the number, 

The yacht was sold by C. H. W. 
Foster the well known yachtsman of 
Boston, who purchased it of Mr. Shaw. 
It was built for a syndicate and after- 
wards owned by Gen. Paine, J. Malcolm 
Forbes and Mr. Shaw. 


STAGE REALISM. 


Why Joe Jefferson Didn't Have a 
Real Dog Schneider.

The crowning event in the public 
school graduations was that of the 
High school held on Wednesday even- 
ing at High School hall. 

As at the grammar. school exercises 
the attendance was large, being limited 
only by the capacity of the hall, 

The exercises were of a very interest- 
ing nature, music being one of the 
prime features. It was grand, and is a 
lasting credit to the pupils as well as 
to Mr. Snyder, supervisor of music. 

The decorations were simple in the 
extreme. In letters of gold, arranged 
in a semi-circle over the platform was 
the class motto ‘‘Non palma _ sine 
labore.’?

RUSSIAN SHIP 


Captain and Officers Killed and 
Thrown Overboard 


RED FLAG FLOATS 
OVER BATTLESHIP 


Uprising Started by Killing of 
Sailor Who Presented, In Be- 
half of the Crew, Complaint 
Against Bad Food--Presence 
of Mutineers In the Harbor of 
Odessu Gives Encouragement 
to Strikers--Quays, Buildings 
Around Harbor, and Shipping

All day long firing has been heard in 
Mavy quarters of the city. A number 
of barricades have been erected and 
tumult and disorder reign. 

‘the main squadron of the Black sea 
fleet, consisting of the battleships 
Georgei Pobidonosotz, Tri Sviatitelia, 
Rostilay and Ekaterina 11, with two 
cruisers, are expected to arrive here 
and a regular naval battle is in pros- 
pect. 

The rioters are in a most defiant 
mood 2nd are not inclined to surrender 
without fighting. 

Reports of the mutiny, which oc- 
curred while the battleship was at sea, 
are difficult to obtain, as the mutineers 
refuse to allow communication with 
the shore, but it is ascertuined that it 
arose from the shooting of a sailor who 
was presenting, on behalf of the crew,a 
complaint against bad food. Accord- 
ing to one version, this sailor, whose 
name was Omilltchuk, objected to the 
quality of the soup, and was imme- 
diately shot down by a mess officer. 
The crew then rose and seized the ship 
and the officers, eight of whom were 
spared on condition that they would 
join the mutineers. The others were 
killed and their bodies thrown over- 
board. 

After a period of vyacillation the 
Kniaz Potemkine headed for Odessa 
and arrived here Tuesday night, ac- 
companied by twotorpedo boats. Early 
yesterday the body of Omiltchuk was 
brought ashore in one of the battle- 
ship’s boats and was landed on the new 
mole, where it has been exposed in 
semi-state all day. It was visited by 
thousands of persons, many of whom 
placed coins in a basket at the head 
of the body towards a fund to defray 
the cost of the funeral, which the 
strikers will make the occasion of a 
great demonstration. An inscription 
on the breast of the dead sailor states 
on behalf of the crew that Omiltchuk 
died for the truth because he presented 
a just complaint of the crew. 

The authorities have made no at- 
tempt to remove the body, the sailors 
having served notice that the ship 
would open fire on any one seeking to 
interfere with it. A police agent visit- 
ing the spot was killed by strikers. 

During the day a red flag was hoisted 
on the Kniaz Potemkine and members 
of the crew rode from ship to ship in 
the harbor, forcing the stoppage of all 
work thereon. Food was supplied 
them by sympathizers on shore, who 
pillaged the maritime storehouses, 

The strike is now general in the city 
and the rioters are growing in numbers 
and boldness. There were exchanges 

, of shots.all day, but the number of vic- 
tims cannot be stated. Last evening 
a bomb was thrown in Cathedral 
place, killing its thrower and a po 
licemen 

During the day one of the torpedo 
boats which accompanied? the Kniaz 
Potemkine came into the harbor and 
seized the Russian steamer Esperanza. 
The steamer was laden with 2000 tons 
of coal which the battleship bas taken 
on board. 

The governor has telegraphed for a 
squadron to be sent from Sebastopol. 

Late last night, perceiving a picket 
of Cossacks standing at the Richelieu 
monument on Nicolai boulevard, the 
Potemkine fired a shell, killing four and 
wounding 20 of them. It is rumored 
that the men of four other battleships 
mutinied at Sebastopol and that two of 
the ships are on the way to join the 
Potemkine. 


City Reported to Be In Flames 

London, June 29.—A dispatch from 
Odessa to a news agency, dated Wed- 
nesday night, says: 

“The whole of the quays and the 
buildings ground the harbor, as well ag 
much shipping, are in flames. Mobs 
of incendiaries by armed force pre 
vented the fire brigade working. The

VERGING ON PANIC 


Russian Officials Do Not Know 
What Next to Expect 

St. Petersburg, June 29.—More seri 
ous in its possible effects than all the 
defeats in Manchuria or the destruc- 
tion of Rojestvensky’s fleet was the 
news which reached St. Petersburg 
last evening that the standard of open 
rebellion was floating on board the 
Kniaz Potemkmwhe, one of the czar’s bat- 
tleships in the harbor of Odessa, 2nd 
that with shotted guns the mutinous 
crew, headed by eight officers, was hold- 
ing the ship against all comers. 

The authorities are in almost a state 
of panic and at the admiralty con- 
sternation reigns. Admiral Wirenius, 
chief of the general staff of the navy. 
says that the admiralty has received 
advices regarding the mutiny, but that 
he is unable to give details. Ie frank- 
ly confesses that the situation is very 
grave and that he does not know what 
to expect. 

Ever sinéé the war started ugly re- 
ports about the crews of the Black sea 
fleet have been current. Men have 
been shot and even officers court mar- 
tialled for disobedience and yesterday 
at Sebastopol 12 sailors were con- 
demned to three years’ imprisonment 
for mutiny. 

No better evidence of the spirit of the 
crews is needed than an oflicial an- 
nouncement made by the admiralty yes- 
terday that Admiral Nebogatoff and 
the other officers who surrendered in 
the Sea of Japan would have to stand 
trial by court martial upon their re- 
turn. Practically all of the crews of 
the vessels which surrendered came 
from the Black sea. The fact that 
Odessa is not a fortified port explains 
why the Kniaz Potemkine is able to He 
in the harbor unmolested. 

The news of the mutiny, coming just 
when Poiand is in a state of ferment

Walks Away In the Eight-Oared 
‘Varsity Race 


HER FRESHMEN ALSO WIN 


Judzes Awarded Four-Oared 


‘Varsity to Cornell, but Found 
Themselves In Error and Re- 
versed Their Decision In Favcr 


of the Syracuse Crew 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 29.—Cor- 
nell regained her prestige in intercol- 
legiate rowing by winning with ease 
the ’varsity eight-oar and freshman 
eight-oar races In the intercollegiate 
regatta. Syracuse was given the de- 
cision in the ’varsity four-oared race, 
after a sensational and exasperating 
mixup, in which even the judges’ boat 
gave out contlicting decisions, the vic- 
tory being given first to Cornell, a!- 
though Syracuse came in first. 

The hesitation over the decision was 
due to two facts first, that some of 
those on the judges’ boat were in doubt 
as to the identity of the leading crews 
as they passegl the tinish mark; second, 
that at the outset of the race Syracuse 
is declared to have passed out of her 
course in frout of Columbia, and there 
was a claim of disqualifying foul 
against her. After a long time the de- 
cision was reversed and declared in fa- 
yor of Syracuse. 

In the ‘varsity race, four miles, the 
feature of the diay, Cornell, never 
pressed after the first quarter mile had 
rowed ucross the finish 
more in front 
of the crew from Syracuse, which sur- 
prised the aquatic world by winning 
this event last year. ‘Thoroughly 
beaten, but struggling to the last limit 
of endurance for the honors of third 
place, Georgetown and Columbia 
swept by the judges’ boat almost to- 
gether, Georgetown having a slight ad- 
vantage. Back in the ruck came 
Pennsylvania and last of all finished 
Wisconsin, whose chances had been fa- 
vorably considered by the rowing ex- 
perts.

SHIPBUILDING. 


in This Line. 


Amid the rumors, says the 
Globe, editorially, that are cirenlated 
from time to time with regard to the 
reported belligerency of the German 
emperor, it is interesting to note the 
tremendous strides that Germany is 
taking in material well-being, and fair 
to conclude that the last thing the far- 
seeing kaiser really contemplates is a 
war which would put a sudden stop to 
all this splendid development. 

Shipbuilding is one of the most note- 
worthy features in Germany's indus 
trial progress and commercial expan- 
sion, and the fact that the German 
shipyards are turning out hundreds of 
steamships annually, where formerly 
these vessels were ordered abroad, 
must be to Germans one of the sources 
of keenest gratification. Nut only the 
ships employed in German commerce, 
but the war ships of Germany as well, 
formerly were built in Great Britain 
and Ireland, whereas now German sbip- 
yards turn out the largest and 
steam ships in the world. 

Last year 278 steamships of almost 
211,000 gross registered tons, and 256 
sailing vessels of nearly 50,000 gross 
registered tons, were turned out by the 
German shipyards. Atthe beginning of 
1905 there were under construction 152 
steam vessels of 285,539 gross tons, and 
nine of these were men-of-war with a 
total of nearly 70,900 tons.

Every Man In Both Crews Did

New London, Coun., June 30.—The 
Yale ’yarsity crew wrested a victory 


from Harvard in the annua! four-mile | 


race on the Thames by the length of 
an oar. After rowing for four miles 


with the shells lapping and the prows | 


almost zig-zagging between the strokes, 
the Yale boat crossed the finish line 
three-quarters of a jength ahead of the 
Crimson, Yale won by 2% seconds,

Bt Petersburg Realizes That It 
Is Endangered 


REPORTS OF DIS- 
LOYALTY IN ARMY 


Question as to Whether Orders 
to Fire on Revolutionists Will 
Be Obeyed by Regiments--Pos- 
sible Further Seizure of Ships 
of Black Sea Squadron--Great 
Destruction Is Wrought at 
Odessa--Mutiny at That Place 
Followed by Similar Action by 
Mutineers at Libau 


St. Petersburg, June 30.—The Rua- 
sian government, although it has been 
almost paralyzed by the terrible events 
zt Odessa and the news that the sail- 
ors at Libau also have mutinied, is 
making frantic efforts to meét the sit- 
uation and to stamp out the flames of 
revolution before they can spread to 
the army, which is now the last bul- 
wark of the autocracy. 

With Poland red with the spirit of 
revolt, the Caucasus already almost in 
a state of civil war, agrarian disorders 
spreading rapidly, the whole country 
profoundly stirred and the intelligent 
classes solidly arrayed against the gov- 
ernment, all conditions seem ripe for 
the long-predicted revolution. 


The first act of the government, 
after dispatching Admiral Kruger’s 


squadron from Sebastopol to Odessa, 
was to summon the Kniaz Potemkine, 
whose mutineers have now been joined 
by the crews of the two torpedo boats 
which accompanied it to Odessa, to sur- 
render under the threat of firing upon 
and sinking the vessel. his was fo!- 
lowed by the declaration of martial law 
at Odessa and Libau and the clothing 
of the military commanders with 
plenary powers. 

The newly formed council for im- 
perial defense met last night and was 
in session long after midnight. Be- 
yond the fact that the temper of the 
army was cousidered at length, noth- 
ing is known as to what occurred in 
the counci! or regarding the decisions 
at which it arrived. 

Great fear is expressed that many 
regiments are hopeycombed with sedi- 
tion and there is grave doubt of their 
loyalty should they be called upon to 
fire on the revyolutionists. Indeed, the 
most startling stories involving the un- 
reliability of the troops ere being re- 
ported in St. Petersburg. 

What effect the news of the news of 
the happenings at Odessa will have up- 
on the troops and the people in geu- 
eral is problematical. The precautions 
taken by the authorities to keep the 
news from the public have been in 
vain, the revolutionaries and the Lib- 
erals everywhere spreading it by word 


of mouth, and within 24 hours it will | 


be known in the uttermost confines of 
European Russia. 

When the news reaches the armies in 
Manchurjm it is bound to create a deep 
impression. The authorities, how- 
ever, are realizing that it was certain 
to leak out and that there would be 
exaggerated versions of it, and perhaps 
to prepare the way fora public an- 
nouncement, are now sending some dis- 
patches to the newspapers, but these 
enly contain information not for publi- 
eation. 

At the admiralty, where the temper 
of the Black sea sailors is known, the 
orders sent to Admiral Kruger’s squad- 
ron were by no means unanimously ap- 
proved; Among others, Vice Admiral 
Skrydloff openly expressed the opinion 
that the bluejackets of Kruger’s ships 
would not fire on their comrades on 
board the Kniaz Potemkine, but that 
on the contrary they might revolt 
should they be ordered to shoot. Ad- 
miral Skrydloff was of the opinion that 
the best course would be to allow the 
crew of the Kniaz Potemkine to re- 
main on board until it had been starved 
into submission. 

In this connection, the story is cur- 
rent that the crew of the battleship 
captured two English ships loaded 
with provisions and is holding them 
alongside, 

As far as known here Admiral! kru- 
ger, although due at Odessa early last 
evening, had not arrived up to mid- 
night and this gave rise to rumors that 
the crews had actually seized the other 
thips of the squadron, 

Dispatches received here from Odes- 
sa do not make the 


situation very 
clear, Millions of dollars’ worth of 
property, including ships, has been 
burned or otherwise destroyed. The 


city is terror-stricken, and probably 
hundreds have been killed or wounded 
in the street fighting. The fact that 
the troops and police made no attempt

When he appeared at the gangway he 
was seized and the boat’s crew, being 
faformed of the situation, returned and 
led the comrades against the other offi- 
cers, whom they placed in irons. 

Late dispatches from Libau say that 
property losses there are considerable 
and that all the workmen have gone 
out in sympathy with the action of the 
bluejackets. Private reports are said 
to have been received, according to 
which artillery was employed against 
the mutineers, but this has not been 
confirmed, nor is there at hand any 
statement giving the number of killed 
or wounded. Four Lake submarine 
boats are moored at quays in the har- 
bor, but a dispatch from Simon Lake 
says they are under guard and are 
“yet” undamaged. 

The mutiny at Libau, following on 
the heels of the events at Odessa, gave 
rise to the impression that it might be 
the result of a general plot of the sail- 
ors, but no connection between these 
happenings has yet been established.

As the 
treaty of Paris bars any but Russian

Batavia, Jaya, June 30.—The Dan- 
ish steamer Prinzesse Marie was over- 
hauled June 22 by the Russian aux- 
jliary cruiser Terek (which, June 5, 
sank the British steamer Ikhona,) and, 
after the cargo of the Prinzesse Marie 
had been declared contraband, the ship 
was sunk. Her crew are safe. 


Odessa Wires Perhaps Cut 

Washington, June 80.—Up to the 
hour the state department ciosed last 
night, no cablegram had been re- 
ceived from Odessa regarding the sit- 
uation there, and the fact that Mr. 
Heenan, the American consul at Odes- 
ga, ‘has not further reported on the sit- 
vation, leads oflicials to believe that 
the wires have been cut. 


Must Respect Private Property 

Portland, Me., June 30.—A ruling of 
importance to electric power corpora- 
tions was handed down in the state su- 
preme court court last night in a bill 
of John Brown in equity against Amos 
¥. Gerald of Fairfield. The plaintiff 
prayed that the defendant’s company 
be restrained from erecting poles and 
stretching wires over his farm. ‘The 
court ruled that manufacturing, gen- 
erating, selling, distributing and sup- 
plying electricity for power, for manu- 
facturing or mechanical purposes, Is 
not a public use for which private prop- 
erty may be taken against the will of 
the owner. 


White Mountain Land at Auction 

Boston, June 30.—Two parcels of 
timber land, comprising about 70,000 
acres in the heart of the White moun- 
tains and including a large portion of 
Mount Washington and other moun- 
tains of the Presidential range, were 
sold at auction in this city. Robert Os- 
good of this city was the purchaser, and 
the amount paid was $365,000 for the 
larger tract and $110,000 for the small- 
er.

Wallace Accused of Charging 
His Position Over Night 


TAFT FLAYS ENGINEER 


Resignation as Director of Work 
on Panama Canal Is Accepted 
--Feeling That He Has Not 
Acted Fairly In the Matter 


Washington, June 30.—Charging him 
with changing his position over night 
“for mere lucre”’ and with being in- 
fluenced “solely by personal 
tage,” Secretary Taft, in his confer- 
ence in New York on June 26 with John 
B. Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Panama canal, after administering a 
severe rebuke to him, requested his 
resignation on the ground that “pub- 
lic interest requires that you tender 
your resignation at this moment and 
turn over the records of your office to 
the chairman of the commission.” 

This fact is disclosed in an official 
statement issued from the office of the 
secretary of war last night which re- 
views the relations of Wallace with the 
war department and the commission 
since the latter body’s reorganization 
last spring, quoting the several expres- 
sions of the chief engineer of his satis- 
faction with the entire arrangement, 
and then gives practically a verbatim 
account of the conference between Taft 
and Wallace 
cluded with the submission to Secre- 
tary Taft of Wallace's resignation, 

The statement issued last night con- 
cludes with the presicent’s letter to! 
Wallace, dated Cambridge, Muss.. June 
28, which reads: 


advan- 


“Your resignation as member and 
chief engineer of the isthmian canal 
commission, tendered in accordance 
with the request of Secretary ‘Taft, 
which request, under the circum- 
stances, hus my entire approval, is 
hereby accepted, to take effect imme- 
Giately.” 


The statement shows that Wallace 
made no complaint against any of his 
associates. 

Wallace's salary with the Panama 
canal commission and as chief en- 
gineer of the canal was $25,000 a year. 
When he told Taft that he desired to 
accept the offer which had been ten- 
dered to him, Taft expressed to Wal- 
iace his feeling in the matter. Wallace 
suggested to Taft that he would re- 
main with the commission two months 
longer, but, after considering the mat- 
ter, President Roosevelt directed Taft ! 
to accept the resignation at once, 

There is no concealment by the ad- 
ministration of its feeling regarding 

yyaliace’s tender of his resignation at | 
this time. It is felt that he has not 
acted fairly to the government in ac- 
cepting comparatively recently the re- 
sponsibility of directing the canal con- 
struction and now offering his resigna- 
tion at a time which is regarded as 
crucial in the work of the canal. It 
{2 said that he not only accepted the 
position as chief engineer, but sought 
it, and expressed his eutire satisfaction 
with the salary given to him by the 
government. 


At Salary of $60,000 a Year 

New York, June 30.—The offer that 
induced Chief Bngineer Wallace to quit 
his post on the Panama canal came 
from the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company of this city, operating the 
elevated and subway lines, and carries 
with it a salary of $60,000 a year. It 
will undoubtedly be accepted. 


Dealt In Forged Certificates 

New York, June 80.—I'wo men 
charged with swindling John Harris of 
this city out of $12,500 were arrested 
fn an apartment hotel, while, the po- 
lice say, they were attempting to secure 
$7500 additional from Harris. The ar- 
rests followed a desperate fight in the 
hotel. The prisoners gave their name3 
as George Snider and George Thomp- 
son. The money was secured from 
Harris on collateral consisting of 
forged stock certificates, according to 
the complainants. 


Seizure May Have Been Iliegal 

Yarmouth, N. S., June 80.—S. H. Pel- 
ton, K. C., of this city, will go to 
Montevideo and make a full inquiry 
into the seizure of the Halifax sealing 
schooner Agnes G. Donohoe and the 
imprisonment of her officers and crew 
by the Uruguayan government.

PIPER NOT TO BLAME 


Assistant Bank Cashier Relieved 
of Serious Charges 

Ossipee, N. H., June 30.—Carroll D. 
Piper, formerly assistant cashier of the 
Wolfboro Loan and Banking company 
of Wolfboro, who was under indict- 
ment on four counts growing out of the 
failure of the bank, Feb. 10, 1904, was 
released from custody by order of the 
Carroll county superior court here, At- 
torney General Eastman asked that the 
charge against Piper be cancelled aud 
the court agreed to his request. The 
release of Piper marks the end of the 
criminal proceedings resulting from 
the bank’s difficulties. 

The Wolfboro Loan and Banking 
company was the lust of four bauks 
which existed in Wolfboro, al! having 
closed their doors during the past 10 
years through financial difficulties, 
The embarrassment of the Wolfboro 
Loan and Banking company was at- 
tributed by the authorities to a shortage 
of $60,000 in the accounts of Cashier 
Charles F. Piper. He was suffering 
from brain trouble when the bank was 
closed and died within three months 
from the date of the failure. In view 
of his serious illness he was not ar- 
rested. 

C. D. Piper, son of C. F., who acted 
as his assistant, was arrested, how- 
ever, and was indicted on a charge of 
embezzlement of $2500 and on three 
counts for the alleged falsiftcation of 
the books. Recently the authorities de- 
cided that the father was the one re- 
sponsible for the bank’s trouble. When 
the bank ceased business it bad liabili- 
ties of upwards of $200,000.

NOVELTY IN LAUNCHES 


Craft Designed to Demonstrate 4 


Power of Herreshoff Motor. 


MAY BE SPEEDIEST OF HER CLASS 


Designer Hopes to Make Thirty-five 
Miles an Hour—If Successful a Fleet 
ef Fastest Torpedo Boats Afloat May 
Be Buailt—Second Combustion Cham- 
ber Im Same Cylinder Doubles 
Horsepower of New Motor. 


Nearly fit for the launching, which 
will take place early in July, and 
guarded day and night, so that only 
a few of the employees have seen the 
craft, there lies on the stocks in the 
pattern room of the American and 
British Manufacturing company’s 
works at Bridgeport, Conn., a motor 
Jaunch which it is expected will prove 
to be the “fastest boat of her dimen- 
sions In the world, and it is the hope 
of her designer, Charles Frederick Her- 
reshoff, that she will surpass the 
world’s record of any vessel, says a 
special dispatch from Bridgeport, 
Conn., to the New York Herald. 

Built to demonstrate the motor that 
will furnish the power, the launch will 
be the forerunner of a fleet of torpedo 
boats that for speed and endurance 
are to be far away in the van of the 
present speediest vessels of any navy. 

With the utmost secrecy the launch 
has been constructed, and those who 
haye visited the works to investigate 
have been peremptorily ordered away, 
the intention of the designer being to 
enter the boat as a surprise in the 
motor boat races to be held this sea- 
son both in the United States and 
abroad. 

To be named the Den, the launch 
is thirty-five feet long on the water 
line, has a breadth of four feet six 
inches and a draught when at full 
speed of six inches. The weight of the 
hull, which is constructed of wood, i 
800 pounds, and the weight of the en- 
tire boat, crew and gasoline fuel is 
when in racing trim 1,800 pounds. 
Equipped with a two crank motor 
with an estimated’ horsepower of 
eighty, this hull, built on the “skip- 
jack” model, is expected to be driven 
at a speed of from thirty to thirty- 
five miles an hour. Mr. Herreshoff 
modestly has stated that the former 
figure will be reached, while it is 
known that he will be disappointed 
if the launch does not make a mile 
for every foot of her water line length. 

It is the improved type of the motor 
that is expected to make of the Den 
the fastest craft afloat, and, simply 
expressed, the motor has by the intro- 
duction of a second combustion cham- 
ber in the same cylinder doubled its 
horsepower without other change than 
a slight addition of weight in the cast- 
ings in order to produce the requisite 
strength. The motor has therefore two 
impulses instead of one at every revo- 
lution of its cylinder crank, and by the 
adjustment of the crank a two cylinder 
engine is produced that, with its in- 
crease of horsepower, runs steadily 
and by the balancing of the explosive 
impulses has absolutely no vibration, 
yet running at a rate of 3,000 revolu- 
tions per minute. 

Mr. Herreshoff prepared the plans of 
the motor as late as the middle of 
January last, and the officials of the 
International Power company approv- 
ed them at once, so that the construc- 
tion could be hastened for the demon- 
strating craft. In the intervening time 
the young designer has utilized his ex- 
perience, gained in the designing of 
torpedo boats when with the Triggs 
company a few years ago, to create 
new designs for a fleet for which a 
well founded rumor has it that con- 
tracts with at least two governments 
have already been made. 

- Officials of the company would not 
discuss the alleged torpedo boat con- 
tracts, but from an authentic source it 
has been learned that the boats to be 
constructed for some two at least of 
the navies of the principal world pow- 
ers are to be about 135 and 210 feet 
in length and are to have hydro car- 
bon engines developing 2,500 horse- 
power and a speed of 44.6 knots, a 
speed so far unapproached by the fast- 
est war craft of any nation. 

Eighteen boats are to be constructed, 
and by the use of kerosene or fuel oil 
when cruising at a speed of twenty 
knots the cruising radius of the small- 
er of the torpedo fleet is to be 3,800 
miles and the larger boats 4,400 miles, 
Gasoline is to be the fuel for the mo- 
tors at high speed. 

For what nations the boats are to be 
constructed is yet guarded more jeal- 
ously than the building of Mr. Her- 
reshoff’s launch, For over a year he 
has resided in Bridgeport and worked 
quietly upon his plans, with hardly the 
workmen at the works being aware 
that the young man, now in his twen- 
ty-sixth year, is one of the family of 
celebrated designers of fast vessels. 


Plant Sanitarium. 

A sanitarium for. plants is the latest 
novelty in Paris. It ts intended chief- 
ly for such exotic plants as suffer from 
electric light and from exposure while 
being transferred from one place to 
another. The treatment consists in 
putting them into moist houses and al- 
lowing light to Teach them only a few 
hours a day.
